DER, eſcapes Death, by being caſt awgys 
whilft the Barbarians, who were carrying him to 
be ſacrificed, are all drowned. © 


T the Mouth of a deep Dungeon, the 
Tomb, rather than the Priſon, of many 
= Wretches, who were buried alive 
W therein, the Barbarian CursrcunBo, 
= calling out as loud as he was able, 
made all the Parts adjacent echo, 
wich the Sound of his terrible Voice: However, No- 
body could diſtinguiſh what he ſaid, but one miſerable 
Creature, whom her Misforunes had plunged into 
Vor.

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that Kind of Sepulchre. CLELIA, cry'd he, fee 
the Priſoner faſtened to this Cord, whom we commit- 
ted laſt Night to your Cuſtody ; and look afterwards, 
whether any of the laſt Female Captives are worthy 
of living with us, and enjoying again the Sun's glo- 
rious Light. Having thus ſaid, he let down into the 
Dungeon a Jarge Rope, and ſoon after, by the Help of 
four other Barbarians, drew up a young Man, about 
nineteen, dreſſed in a Sailor's Habit. 

AS ſoon as theſe Savages had freed him front the 
Cord that bound him, they ſet his Hair in Order, 
which hung down his Shoulders in the moſt beautiful 
Ringlets ; and then, obſerving his Face covered with 
Duſt, waſhed it with ſome Water, which one of them 
fetched from the Sea-ſide. This done, the . Priſoner 
appeared ſo exquiſitely handſome, that all but Cux- 
SICURBO were ſeized with an Admiration, from 
which they did not ſoon recover; the Sweetneſs of 
his Looks moving to Pity, even ſome of thoſe, who 
knew they were going to be his Butchers.

DURING thisSoliloquy, the Barbarians, who

IN the mean while, Cuns1curBo, knowing the 
young Man was not to die by his Bow, as he ſeemed 
continually to threaten him, and his hard Heart 
relenting, in proportion as he beheld his uncommon 
Preſence, felt alſo, in his Turn, ſome Emotions of Pity :

them put off one of their Boats. The Officer, who 
received this Charge, finding upon the Pieces of Tim-

HEREUPON, the Captain, whoſe Soul was 
naturally inclined to Tenderneſs and Pity, ſeeing him

ever he ſhould find her again. In this magnificent 
Garb, PzrxranDer ſeem'd the moſt perfect Beauty 
he had ſeen, excepting Aur 1STELLA ; whoſe Charms 
alone, in his Opinion, were worthy to be put in 
Competition, with thoſe of the diſguiſed Cavalier, 
In ſhort, all about him were ſtruck with Admiration ; 
TAUR15sA was in downright Raptures ; and the Prince 
himſelf was in ſo great a Surprize, that had he not 
really believed him Brother to Auz1sTELLAa, he 
would never have intruſted to his Care, the making an

AT laſt, PgszxianvDer being compleatly diſguiſed, 
and it not blowing fair, they ply'd up to Windward, 
al: 
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x and flood in for the Iſland, that they might the 
better be perceived by the Barbarians; the Prince's Ea- 
gerneſs to know whether AuRISTELLA was amongſt 


them, having made him forget, to examine ſtrictly, 
whether ſhe was really PEARIANDER's Siſter; as alſo 
by what Means, the Unknown happened to be in ſuch

HE Barbarians, ſeeing the Barge draw near the 
Shore, crowded thither one and all ; each of them 
being deſirous, of having the firſt Sight, of what

X 4ANDER, was in one of the Captures we made, As 
*X ſhe is one of the handſomeſt, or, to ſpeak more pro- 
= perly, the moſt exquiſite Beauty, in the Univerſe, we 
have brought her hither to Sale ; being acquainted 
with the Motive, which induces your Iſlanders to pur- 
chaſe them; and, if the Prophecy of their Magician 
may be depended on, and is ſoon to be accompliſhed, 
they-may hope, this matchleſs Charmer will become 
their Sovereign; and that, from her Union with their 
new Monarch, will proceed their promiſed and long- 
expected Conqueror. 

SOME of the Barbarians, hearing this Diſcourſe, 
without underſtanding one Word thereof, demanded 
of their Interpreter what the Prince ſaid ; and no ſooner 
had ſhe informed them, what had been told her by An-

> would return in a few Days, and ſell him another Cap- 
tive; not ſo beautiful indeed, as that he had now pur-

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CHAP, IV. 


PERIANDER being arrived in the 2 of the

appointed, as a Victim. PERIANDER die 
ber, and /he is ſet at Liberty. A Quarrel ariſes, 
on their Account, amongſi the Barbarians ; upon 
which @ dreadful Slaughter enſues. PRRIAN- 
DER He with AURISTE LLA, by the Means 
4 a young ander, who condutis them to his 
a. 


MONGST the Barbarians, who had been 

preſent at the Purchaſe of PR IAN DER, was an 
Officer of their Nation, named BRA DAMIR; who was 
of one of the moſt conſiderable Families in the Iſland ; 
and thought himſelf above all the Laws of his Country. 
He was very brave, but yet more audacious ; inſo- 
much, that he cou'd only be compared to himlſelf, 
for Arrogance and Raſhneſs. The Moment he ſet 
Eyes upon PErRIanDER, whom he took, as well as 
the others, for one of the female Sex, he reſolved to 
make himſelf Maſter of him ; without troubling his 
Head about the Law, which required the Experimem 
of a human Heart pulverized, to decide who ſhould be 
choſen King. 

HAVING given this Sketch of Brapamir's 
Character, we ſhall return to Pzrx1anDer ; who, when 
arrived in the Iſland, was carried upon the Shoulders 
of divers Barbarians ; who contended amongſt them- 
ſal ves, by Turns, for the Honour, of bearing a 8 
which 
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Z which ſeemed to them ſo precious. They conveyed 
him to a large and ſtately Tent, placed in the Midft 
of ſeveral others, not quite ſo rich, which formed all 
together a Sort of Camp, in a ſpacious and delightful 


Meadow ; the Woman, who had ſerved as an [nter- 
preter, having followed him cloſe, and endeavoured 
to comfort him, as well as ſhe cou'd, under an Af- 
fliction wherewith ſhe thought him oppreſſed, and 
which he was far from ſuffering. 

THE Governor having entered the ſame Tent, 
ordered forthwith: ſome of Fi Attendants, to go over 
to the Iſland where they kept their Captives, and 
bring from thence a Slave, that the Experiment re- 
quired by the AO might be made, His Com- 
mand was obeyed directly: This done, his Servants 
{pread upon the Ground, the beautiful and odoriferous 
Skins of divers Animals, whereon they laid ſeveral 
Kinds of Fruit. Being ſeated upon theſe Skins, with 
ſome of the Heads of the Barbarians, who accom- 
panied him, he began to taſte the Fruit, and preſented 
gallantly ſome of the fineſt to PERIAN DER. BRADAUIx 
was the only one who would not fit down; but, ſtand- 
ing careleſly leaning upon his Bow, kept his Eyes 
fixed upon the Qhjet, which had taken Poſſeſſion of 
his Heart. Governor, perceiving what paſſed 
in his Soul, deſired him, a ſecond Time, to ſeat himſelf 
by him, and take ſome Refreſhment, like the reſt of 
the Company; upon which BRADAuIR, fetching a 
deep Sigh, turned his Back upon them, and went out 
of the Tent. 

AT that Inſtant, one of the Barbarians returning, 
informed the Governor, that, as he was going over 
with his Companions, to the Iſland where they kept 
their Priſoners, he obſerved a Float near the Shore, 
upon which they were bringing a young Slave, toge- 
ther with the old Woman,whom they had made Keeper 
of the Dungeon. At this News, the Governor riſing 
up, with thoſe that were refreſhing themſelves With him, 
went towards the Sea-fide ; and, as PEr 14Nor was 


willing to attend him, as well as the Reſt, he expreſſed 
Abün-

Abundance of Satisfaction thereat. When they were 
got to the Shore, he found they had already landed the 
Priſoner, and the old Woman; when the Fancy took 
PERIAN DER, to examine, whether he might not know 
the Wretch, whom hard Fortune had reduced to 
the ſame Extremity, wherein he had once been 
himſelf; but he could not get a full View of his 
Face; becauſe he held down his Head, in ſuch a Man- 
ner, as not to be plainly ſeen by any one. Turning his 
Eyes next, upon her, who was ſaid to be Keeper of 
the Dungeon, he thought he knew her; and bein 
ſeized with Terror, changed Colour. He ——— 
her then again yet more carefully; and the more he 
recollected her Features, the greater was his Confu- 
ſion and Anxiety. I can no longer doubt it, /aid he 
to himſelf; it is the unfortunate CLELIA, Governeſs to 
my dear Aux Is TELL 4; he could willingly have ſpoken 
to her, but durſt not attempt it; —_ afraid of diſ- 
covering, what he was deſirous of keeping ſecret ; 
he ſuſpended, therefore, his Curioſity, till a more favour- 
able Opportunity ſhould offer, for the Gratification of it. 
T O haften the Trial of the Experiment, which 
he was reſolved to make, in order to ſecure him- 
ſelf of the Poſſeſſion of PRI¹AN DEH the Governor 
commanded them, to ſacrifice the young Man they had 
juſt brought, and pulverize his Heart. Two Barba- 
tians ſeizing him that Inſtant, tied his Hands behind, 
blinded his Eyes, and made him kneel down ; whilſt 
the quiet Victim, as gentle as a Lamb, expected the 
fatal Stroke, without uttering a Syllable. At this 
moving Sight, the antient CLEL1A was no longer able 
to contain herſelf ; but, pierced with the moſt lively 
Anguiſh (like a Torrent which breaks down all Oh- 
ſtackes in its Way) ran to the Governor, and, falling pro- 
ſtrate at his Feet, cry*d out, Protector of the Fair Sex, 
take care what you are about to do; you think you 
are going to offer up a young Man, and this 
Victim will be of no Manner of Service to you; this 
is not one of the Male Sex, whom you arę about to 
ſacrifice; but a Female, and perhaps the moſt beauti- 
ful 
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ful in the Univerſe. Speak, adorable Aux IST ELLXA, 
XZ /aid jbe to her, in her Turn, and burſting into Tears, 
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4 ſpeak lovely Support of my old Age; and ſuffer not 
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your Conſtancy to be ſo far overcome, by your con- 


tinual Misfortunes, as to deprive yourſelf of a Life, 
which you may yet preſerve, to enjoy it, one Day in 
more Proſperity. - | 

THESE Words put a Stop to the Arm, already 
lifted up, to plunge the Dagger in AurtTELL A's 
Heart; and the Governor ordered her Hands to be 
unbound, and her Eyes unblinded ; which done, on ob- 
ſerving her attentively, he thought he had never, be- 
fore, Hen any thing ſo fair: As much a Barbarian as 
he was, his paſſionate Looks ſhewed, he found her 
Charms no leſs powerful, than thoſe of PERRI¹AN DER; 
and his Heart, fluttering as it were, about theſe two 
Maſter-Pieces of Nature, no longer knew, which of 
them to make the Object of its Affections. 

ME AN while, it would be impoſſible to expreſs 
the Agony of PERRIAVDER; when he found AuRI- 
STELLA ta be the Victim, who, had it not been for 
the Anguiſh of CL E L IA, was upon the Point of being 
ſacrificed, to the Paſſion the Governor had conceived 
for him. A cold Sweat ran down his Face, whilſt a 
Sort of Miſt alMoſt took away his Sight; and he 
would have haſtened towards her, to whom his Heart 
was ready to fly, but his Weakneſs would only let him 
approach with a ſtaggering Pace. Dear Half of my 
Soul, /aid he, in a Voice enough to be heard only 
by her, you ſee your Brother PEx1anDER under this 
Dreſs. Live, added he, live, my Siſter ; Death is 
not to be apprehended here, by Perſons of your Sex ; 
be not more cruel to yourſelf than theſe Barbarians ; 
but believe that Heaven, having preſerved you from 
ſo many Dangers, will alſo deliver you from thoſe, 
which may yet threaten you. What, my Brother, 
anſwered 1\URISTELLA, ſeized with Amazement, 
have I the good Luck to behold you again! O happy, 
a thouſand Times happy, in the Midſt of my Misfor- 
tunes! I ſee you! I ſpeak to you! What Perils can 

now 
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now terrify me ! 'This ſaid, the Tears ran down their 
Cheeks fo very faſt, that the Governor, who had his 
Eyes upon them, could not refrain keeping them Com- 
FAT the ſame Inſtant, Ba ad amrr, who had juſt * 
returned, to be preſent at the Sacrifice, ſeeing their 
Tears flow, without hearing them ſpeak a Word; and 7 
believing that PPRIAND ERA, with whom he was paſ- 
fionately in Love, was ſo oppreſſed with Sorrow, 
through Fear of the Stranger's Death, whom he ima- 
ined either to be one of his Charmer's Relations or 
riends ; reſolved to free him from it, in ſpite of the 
Law which condemn'd him thereto ; wherefore, going 
up haughtily to Aoz1srELLA, and taking her b7 
one Hand, and PR IAN DER by the other; let none 
of you, /aid he fiercely, 10 thoſe who ſurrounded them, if 
you value your own Lives, have the Boldneſs to touch 
either of theſe two Perſons ; no, not ſo much as one 
of the Hairs of their Heads. This Maiden, purſued 
he, pointing to PERLANDER, I deſign for myſelf, be- 
cauſe I love her; and I ſet this poor Wretch at Liber- 
ty, becauſe ſhe has a Regard for him: The Experi- 
ment for the Election of a King, continued he, leading 
them anvay, ſhall be put off till anotiWr Time. 
SCARCELY had BA DAMIR utter'd theſe | 
threatening Words, when the Governor, tranſported :- 
both with Anger and Jealouſy, took his Bow ; bent it; 
and ſent an Arrow after him; which paſſing through 
his Throat, deprived him at once both of Speech and 
Life. So bold an Action terrified the Barbarians ; how- 
ever, it did not fo far intimidate one amongſt them, 
to prevent his puniſhing, upon the Spot, the Perſon 
who had ventured upon it. A Son of that Cuz s1- 
CURBO, who was drowned in conducting over PER 1- 
ANDER, truſting more to the Nimbleneſs of his 
Feet, than to the Swiftneſs of his Arrows, fell imme- 
djately upon the Governor, and plunged a Poniard in 
his Breaſt ; which although made but of Flint, was as 
ſtrong, and as ſharp, as if it had been of the beſt tem- 
per'd, and moſt piercing, Steel : Accordingly the Go- 
vernor 
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= vernor dropped down inſtantly, and cloſed his Eyes 
for ever; attoning thus, by his Fall, for the Death of 
BrRADAMIR. | 
THESE Murthers exaſperating the Relations of 
both the Chieftains, who had each of them their 
Creatures, the one took Arms againſt the other; 
and began a bloody Skirmiſh, which ſoon d 
into a downright Maſſacre. Death flew about on all 
Sides; till, having no Arrows left, they had Recourſe 
to Knives and Daggers; and butcher'd each other, 
without minding who fell a Victim to their Fury. 
In ſhort, ſo horrible was the Confuſion, that the Fa- 
ther, on one Side, imbrued his Hands in the Blood 
of his Son, whilſt, on the other, the Son cut the 
Throat of his Father, as if his moſt mortal Ene- 
my; nor did any one attempt to appeaſe theſe Deſpe . 
rado's. 

DURING this dreadful Havock, Crsr1a, Au- 
RISTELLA, and PERIANDER, who were in the very 
midſt thereof, were all equally ſeized with Terror, and 
Trembling for each other: When, in the Height of the 
Slaughter, ſome of Bxapamir's Followers, ſet Fire 
to a neighbouring Foreſt, belonging to the late Go- 
vernor. Immediately the Timber, which conſiſted 
moſtly of lofty Fir-Trees, began to burn with Vio- 
lence ; and the Wind, ſeconding the Intention of 
theſe Incendiaries, blew the Flames and Smoke in 
ſuch a Manner, towards the Place where the Com- 
batants were engaged, that the Night, which began al- 
ready to appear, became, on a ſudden, horrible, dark, 
and gloomy ; though the Moon ſhone before exceeding 
bright. Mean while neither the Groans of the Dying, 
the Outcries of the Women, ſeized with Conſternation, 
nor the flaming Brands, which fell very thick upon

Neither did any 
Wine or Cordials appear at that Repaſt; but inſtead 
thereof, they drank ſome of the pureſt, cooleſt, and 
: moſt limpid Rock- water; which was tne more agrec- 
: able and refreſhing, as the Place where they ſat was 
3F conſiderably heated, by the many Lights, which were 
8 kept up very carefully. 
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TOWARDS the End of the Repaſt, the old Go- 
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verneſs began to be ſleepy ; which was not at all ſur-

to that Abyſs of Miſery, wherein you now find me. 

S HE choſe, for the Inſtrument of her Inconſtancy, 
a gay ſelf-opinionated Cavalier, ſecond Son to a Mar- 
quis, whoſe Eſtate was adjacent to the Place where my 


i Father lived. This Cavalier came thither to ſee an 


Entertainment, that was made there for the Ladies; and 
meeting me in the great Square, with ſome Noblemen, 
who were our mutual Acquaintance, 'Thou art a brave 
Fellow, Friend ANnToN10, /aid he ts me, in an ironical 
Tone; thy Travels in Germany, and [taly, have made thee 
quite another Man, than thou waſt before ; and thou art 
return'd the moſt magnificent Gallant in all Cafiill ; 
Good AnToON10, purſued he, be aſſured, I partici- 


| 4 pate in every Thing that concerns thee. 


AS good ANToN10, anſwered , I return your 
Lordſhip Thanks, for your great Zeal, and Friend- 
ſhip ; nevertheleſs, I ſhould be obliged to you, if you 


| would remember, that I carried with me, from Ca- 


fille to Germany, that Magnificence, which ſeems fo 
new to you ; that I am deſcended from Parents, who, 
from my Infancy, gaye me an Education ſuitable to 
my Birth; and that, therefore, I deſerve neither to 
be commended nor blamed, if I have performed my 
Duty, wherever I happened to be; and, in ſhort, 
that, whether Good or Bad, Brave or a Coward, I am 
your Lordſhip's humble Servant; and beg you would 
uſe me with that Civility, which is due to my good 
Intentions, 

ON my thus ſaying, another Cavalier, who ſtood 
near me, provoked at the arrogant Air of this Fair- 
weather Spark, cry'd out to me, loud enough to be 
overheard by him, Take care, Don AnTon10, what 
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you ſay ; we don't give him here the Title of Lord. 
/>ip. The good AnTox10, ſaid this unmanneriy Wretch, 
before I made any Anſuer myſelf, is perfectly in the 
Right; he treats me according to the Cuſtom of the 
Htalians, who uſe the Term Senoria, or Lordſhip, in- 
ſtead of Merced, or Sir. I am no Stranger, replied I, 
to the Ceremonies of civiliz'd Nations; wherefore, in 
uſing the Word Senoria, on ſpeaking to you, I did it 
not, in Compliance with the Cuſtom of the alians ; 
but as thinking, according to the Maxims of Spain, 
that Title is due to whoever treats me with Vos, or 
Thou, when he accoſts me. Nevertheleſs, being deſ- 
cended from a Family of Diſtinction, I ſhould have 
imagined, that whenever I give the Title of Senoria 
to any one, he ought to vouchſafe me the Civility of 
. Merced; and whoever treats me in another Manner, 
is a Clown, and void of all good Manners. 

THESE Words were followed with Blows ; and 
I gave him ſuch a Cut on the Head, that it ſtunn'd 
him, and prevented his thinking immediately of de- 
fending himſelf; mean while, I ſtood ſtill in the ſame 
Place, to ſee in what Manner he would behave. At 
laſt, being recovered from his Surprize, and feelin 
the Blood run down his Face, he fell upon me with 
great Fury, to revenge himſelf for ſuch a publick 
Affront; but I ſoon quell'd his impetuous Heat; and 
had it not been for ſome of our common Friends, who 
parted us, ſhould have ſhown him, it is not by giving 
Chace to Stags and Bucks, we learn how to carry our- 
ſelves diſcreetly, to ſuch as have helped give Chace to 
the Enemies of the State. 

I withdrew afterwards to my Parents, and told 
them what had paſſed ; who, foreſeeing I ſhould have 
a numerous and powerful Family upon my Back, few 
of whom wou'd think themſelves diſhonoured, if they 
attack'd me with Odds, adviſed me to ſecure myſelf 
from their Attempts. I went again then, into Ger- 
many, with Intent to return to the Army, and ſerve 
the Emperor ; . but was no ſooner arrived there, than 

1 was informed by a Letter, that my Adverſary de 
about 
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about to ſet out for the ſame Place, well attended, 
with a Deſign to aſſaſſinate me, W hatever Courage I 
was Maſter of, the Thoughts of a Surprize alarmed 
me; wherefore, being convinced, that there is no 
ſafer Place of Refuge, than under the very Noſe of 
one's Enemy, I came back to Spain; where my Pa- 
rents, being in continual Fear for my Life, furniſhed 
me with Money and Jewels, to 7 to Portugal, till 
the Storm that threatened me ſhould blow over. 
BEING arrived at Liſbon, I found there a Veſſel, 
in which ſome Lords, whoſe Curioſity had drawn 
them to Spain, were returning to England ; I embark- 
ed, therefore, with them, judging it not probable, 
that my Aſſaſſins ſhould come in Search of me to Lon- 
don. During our Navigation, I ſpent my Time very 
agreeably with theſe Noblemen; but, before we en- 
ter'd the Thames, I had the Misfortune, for ſome Trifle, 
to hit one of the Sailors a Box on the Ear; and this 
Imprudence raiſed the whole Ship's Crew againſt me ; 
inſomuch, that they were going to kill me, had I not 
withdrawn with Speed into the great Cabbin, where 
thoſe generous Eug liſb ſaved me from their firſt Fury.

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for ſix Days, and as many Nights, without knowing 
whereabouts I was ; and, notwithſtanding my having 
a Pair of Oars, truſted leſs to the Strength of my 
Arms, than the Goodneſs of Heaven, whoſe Aſſiſtance 
I continually implored. 

AT laſt, over-whelm'd with Wearineſs, I aban- - 
doned thereunto the Care of my Boat; and lying down 
at Length, and cloſing my Eyes inſenfibly, Sleep got 
the better of my Anguiſh : But, whilſt it baniff d 
from my Memory a Danger of one Kind, it made me 
apprehend many others, by the terrifying Dreams 
which tormented me ſucceſſively. Every Inſtant, va - 1 
rious Monſters, of different Kinds, ſeemed to purſue 
me ; the one threatening to tear me in Pieces, and tze 
others to ſwallow me up; inſomuch that, ſleeping or 
waking, my Life was one continual Death. I was 
rouz'd from my Slumber by a mighty Wave; which . 
breaking over my Boat, almoſt filled it with Water; 
and wou'd have ſunk it quite, had I not laved it out 
again as faſt as poſſible; after which I betook myſelf 
anew to my Oars, but to no manner of Purpoſe, A 
boiſterous South-Weſt Wind ariſing, and blowing im- 
petuouſly, I ſoon found it would be in vain to contend 
with it ; wherefore, I abandoned my Boat a ſecond 
'Time, to the Mercy of theWaves. 

WITH Eyes uplifted to Heaven, I again addreſſed 
my Prayers thereto; and ſhed many Tears; not fo 
much through the Fear of Death, as Repentance for 
my paſt Offences; which ſeemed to have united all 
the Elements, in a Combination againſt me. At laſt, 
at the Expiration of I know not how many Days and 
Nights, I found myſelf one Afternoon, near an Iſland, 
uninhabited by Men, but full of Wolves, Numbers of 
which I could ſee on every Side. I ſhelter'd myſelf 
then under a Rock, without daring to land, becauſe of 
thoſe ravenous Beaſts ; and ate ſon.e Biſcuit, that had 
been drench'd in the Salt Water, which my Hunger 
made me, nevertheleſs, think pretty good. The 
Night, which was coming on, proved clear ; the Sea 
was not ſo tempeſtuous ; and the Serenity of the Hea- 
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vens made me hope for fair Weather next Morning; 
when, by the glimmering Light which the Stars re 
flected, I beheld a Herd of Wolves, upon the Rock, 
which ſerved me as a Harbour; and I heard one of 
them (which will perhaps appear incredible to every 
one but myſelf) ſay diſtinctly in my own Tongue, 
Spaniard, put out again to Sea, and ſeek thy Fortune 
elſewhere, if thou would*ſt not be torn in Pieces here, 
Do not ask, purſued he, who it is gives thee this Cau- 
tion; only remember, thou haſt found Compaſhon, 
amongſt thoſe very Animals, who are utter Strangers 
thereto. I was inexpreſſibly ſurprized, at an Adven- 
ture ſo extraordinary ; however, as much ſeized with 
'Terror as I was, I got ready to follow the Counſel 
that was given me, and put off to Sea; returning 
continual Thanks to Heaven, which had ſo viſibly 
ſaved me, from the imminent Danger I had juſt 
eſcaped. 

AS Sorrow and Fear, my dear Gueſis, generally 
diſorder the Memory, I cannot tell you truly, how 
much longer I was the Sport of the Winds and Waves. 
All I can remember is, Death was never abſent one 
Minute from my Eyes; till my Boat, being hurried 
away on a ſudden, by an unforeſeen Storm, I was 
toſsd upon this Ifland ; and ran aground at the Mouth 
of the Cave, through which my Son led you, in con- 
ducting you hither. The Waves were about to bear 
me back again, in the ſame Manner; but finding my- 
{elf on firm Land, I leaped out of the Boat, and forc- 
ing my Hands into the Sand and Gravel, held ſo faſt, 
that I withſtood the Violence of that mighty Sea: 
Though in depriving me of my Boat, it deprived me 
in a manner of Life at the ſame Time, I felt a Sort 
of Joy, on thinking I ſhould die, at leaſt, ſome 
— Kind of Death; and ſometimes flatter'd myſelt 
with the Hopes, of ſeeing my ill Fortune change for

RISTELLA, PERIANDER, and the reſt, immediate- 
ly ran thither with Lights, to ſee what might be the 
Matter; and found the old Governeſs, fitting upon 
the Skins, with her Back leaning againſt the Wall, 
and her half-dead Eyes turned up towards Heaven. 
Avux1STELLA approaching her firſt, What ails you, 
my dear Mother, ſaid ſbe, greatly afflifted ; would 
you leave me in this Solitude ? Remember, I have 
now more need than ever of your prudent Advice.

An agreeable Country diſcloſed itſelf to the View all 
around; being ſhaded with Trees, which yielded Fruit, 
that was indeed ſomewhat harſh to the Palate, but 
yet tolerable ; and there was Plenty of Herbage, be- 
cauſe a Rivulet, which ran from the Rock into the 
Plain, rendered it always fruitful and verdant. Au- 
K15TELL A, without ceaſing to grieve, was admiring 
all theſe Things, in Complaiſance to PERIAN DIR, 
when Don Ax rox io, perceiving them from the 
Entrance of his Cave; Come, my Gueſts, cried he, 
r 
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which we will continue the Recital of our Adven- 


tures. 

THEY went then, and gave Burial to the 
Corpſe of CLEL1a, which they carried to a Cavity 
in a neighbouring Hill: As they were covering it 
with Earth, AuR1sSTELEA begged, a Croſs might be 

ut upon the Grave, to ſhew, the Perſon whoſe 
es lay there was a Chriſtian : Accordingly Den 
ANToN10 complied with her Requeſt ; which done, 
they all ſaid ſome Prayers, for the Repoſe of the De- 
ceaſed's Soul; which renewing AuRISTELLA's Grief, 
PERIAN DER could not help ſympathizing therewith. 

T HE Funeral Rites being over, the Company 
returned to Don Ax rox ro's Habitation; both to 
wait, till the young Barbarian ſhould bring them ſome 
farther Account of the Conflagration of the Iſland, 
and to ſecure themſelves from the Cold, which began 
to grow pretty ſharp: Shutting themſelves up therefore 
in the ſame Place, where they had ſpent the Night ; 
and each of them being ſeated upon Skins, as the 
Evening before, Don AxnTox10 broke Silence, and 


went on with the Recital of his Adventures, as follows: 


AS ſoon as I had leaped out of my Boat upon the 
Sands, and the Surges had carried it back to Sea, as I 
obſerved before, I loſt all Hopes of returning to my 
own Country ; neither have I flattered myſelf with the 
Expectation thereof ever-fince. I croſſed the Vault, 
then, under which you paſſed; walked about the 


Country adjacent, and diſcovered this Cave; which 


ſeemed to have been made on Purpoſe- for the Stage, 
whereon the tragical Story of my Misfortunes was 
to be repreſented : Accordingly, I pitched upon 
it for my Habitation ; not a little ſurprized, 
not to find any Inhabitants in this fine Country ; 
but only ſome wild Goats and Sheep, with ſome 
other little Animals of various Kinds. At laſt, how- 
ever, returning one Day to the Place, whither the 
Waves had brought me, to try if T could neither hear 
nor ſee any human Creature, who might tell me upon 
what Country I was eaſt; Heaven, which had not yet 
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entirely forgot me, ſent a young Barbarian, about ff. 
teen Years old ; whom I diſcovered, as ſhe was ga- 
= thering Shells amongſt the Rocks, which extend a- 
long this Coaſt, 

G N ſeeing me approach her, ſhe was ſeized with 
Fear; her Feet remained in a manner motionleſs, and 
ſhe let fall what Shells ſhe had already gathered : I 
took her in my Arms without ſaying a Word, and 
brought her to the Place where we now are. All the 
Way hither I careſſed her; _—_ her beauteous 
Hands, and doing every thing in my Power, to make 
her ſenſible I thought her handſome, and felt a Paſ- 
ſion for her. Being come to my Cave, my Embraces 
began to diſpel her Fears; ſhe eyed me attentively, 
and, not finding any thing in me that ſhe thought 
diſagreable, careſſed me in her Turn. At laſt, her 
Apprehenſions being intirely removed, ſne pulled out 
of her Pocket a Sort of little Cake, and putting ſome of 
it into my Mouth, deſired me, in her Language, to 
eat it; which I did, without any Heſitation, having 
need enough thereof: This done, ſhe took me by 
the Hand, led me to the Side of a Brook, at a little 
Diſtance from this Place, where ſhe invited me by 
Signs, to drink ſome of the Water, which ran over a 
fine Gravel. All this while, my Eyes were never 
ſatisfied with viewing her; and ſhe ſeemed to me ra- 
ther an Angel than a Barbarian. | 

SOON after, as the Sun began to decline, I 
conducted her back to the Place where I firſt met her; 
beſeeching her,. bath by Signs, the Meaning of which 
ſhe apprehended, and by Words which ſhe did not 
underſtand, not to abandon me, but to return thither 
again, As I went to embrace her, upon parting, ſhe 
ſuffered me to do it without any Difficulty ; and her 
Innocence was ſo great, that ſhe kifſed my Forehead 
by Way of Thanks ; giving me to know, as well as 
ſhe could, ſhe would return and viſit me again. 

AS I was coming back, ſeeing ſome Fruit upon 
the Trees, the Fancy took me to taſte them ; I found 
they were Nuts, Filberds, and wild Pears ; and 

| thought 
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thought them not amiſs. I returned Thanks there- 
fore to Heaven, for this Diſcovery; and felt my long- 
extinguiſned Hopes revive. I ſpent the * in this 
Cave or Grotto, expecting impatiently the 
Day, and my lovely Barbarian; and not ſeeing her 
appear, ſo ſoon as I could have wiſhed, began to be 
apprehenſive ſhe would not come again; nayl even ſuſ- 
pected, ſhe had diſcover'd my Retreat, and intended to 
deliver me up, to the Barbarians, by whom Ithen imagin- 
ed this Country might be inhabited ; as it was in effect: 
But I was cured of my Suſpicions, on ſeeing her re- 
turn, as dazzling as the Sun ; more gentle than a 
Lamb ; without being followed by any one; and laden 
with Proviſion, to comfort me under my Miſery. 

DON AnTox10 was at this Part of his Adven- 
tures, when his Son returned; and told him the I- 
fland was laid entirely waſte, that almoſt all the 
Barbarians had periſhed, either by the Sword or 
Fire ; and that, if any remained alive, it was only 
ſuch as had ſaved themſelves from the Conflagration 
upon Floats. We may now go all over the Iſland, 
added he, without any other Danger, than that of 
being ſcorched 7 the Flames, whilſt each of us con- 
ſiders of ſome Means, to get away from this curſed 
Country. There are, not far from hence, other 
Iſlands, inhabited by People, leſs ſavage than thoſe of 
our Nation ; we may chance to meet with ſome Hu- 
manity amongſt them ; and, perhaps, in changing 
our Clime, we may alſo find ſome Alteration in our 
Fortune. 

GO take ſome Reſt, Son, /aid Don Ax TON o, 
before we think on what you propoſe ; in the mean 
while, I will make an End of relating the reſt of my 
Misfortunes; though they have been ſufficiently nu- 
merous, I ſhall not be long in my Recital. Do not 
enter into the Detail of every particular Circum- 
ſtance, ſaid Ricta, (that was the Name of his 
Wife ) leſt you ſhould either fatigue yourſelf, by too 
prolix a Narrative, or, which is as bad, weary out 
your Hearers ; beſides, I can relate the reft as well

Adventures. It is very true, my dear Ric rA, aid 


411 


as you; fince they have happened to us both in com- 
mon, ſince your Arrival in this Solitude: With all my 
Heart, anſwered Don AN Tow io, do you recount 
them; I ſhall take a Pleaſure in hearing how you 
acquit yourſelf thereof. | 

TO begin where my Spouſe left off, purſued the 
agreeable Rie LA, I muſt tell you, my dear Gueſts, 
that my frequent Journeys to this Place, terminated 
in taking Den AN rox 10 for my Husband ; having 
received his Promiſe, before I would ſuffer him to en- 
joy the Rights of Wedlock, to marry me after the 
Manner of Chriſtians ; that is, by vowing an invio- 
lable Conſtancy to each other. He had begun before 
that, to teach me his Language, and to learn mine ; 
which done, having previouſly inſtructed me in the 
fundamental Points of Chriſtianity, he took me with 
him, one Day, to the Brook abovementioned, where” 
he baptized me, in as good a Manner as cou'd be done, 
in ſuch a Solitude, where there are not any Miniſters 


of Is vs Canis. 


T H E Moment he ſprinkled me with the Water, 
I felt my Heart burn, with a tender Love, for the In- 
ſtitutor of ſo ſalutary a Sacrament ; and believed in 
him from that Inſtant. Don AnTon1o, continued 


ſe, taught me alſo the Myſtery of the Incarnation of 


the Word, the Reſurrection of the Body, and the 
Eternity of the Torments, prepared for Sinners who 
die impenitent ; with divers other Particulars, which 


| I ſhall not mention here, being perſuaded, I have 


ſaid enough to let you ſee I am a Chriſtian. 

SINCE his taking me for Wife, I have often 
brought him Quantities of Gold and Pearls,which are 
frequently found in this Iſland, by the Sea- ſide; and 
which we keep by us, in hopes it may be one Day 
uſeful ; ſhould we be ſo happy to get out of this Soli- 
tude, and arrive at a Place where we may be joined 
to the Flock of a crucified Saviour. This, I fancy, 
is the Subſtance of what my Spouſe was about to tell 
you, when he was going to recite the Sequel of his 
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Den Au rox 10, interrupting her, you have related it 
better than I ſhould myſels; and, as I may tire the 
Company by the Recital of what has happened ſince 
our Retirement, I ſhall paſs it over ; being impatient 
to hear, by what Fatality our Gueſts chanced to be in 
a Place, which all Sailors carefully ſhun, to avoid 
falling into the Hands of the Barbarians ; who have 
only * Appearance of Men, without the leaſt Hu- 
manity. 

FATHER, cd his Son, who was alſo named 
Axroxto, you was told laſt Night at Supper, that 
AuRISTELLA and PERIANDER are not what they 
ſeemed to be, on their Arrival here; that AuRI- 
sTELLA had diſguiſed herſelf in the Habit of a Man, 
to ſeek a Period to her Misfortunes, in the Arms of 
Death; and that PRRIANDER was dreſſed like a 
Woman, to find whether Aux IsTELLA, whom he 
adores, and had loft, had not been fold to our Ifland- 
ers: Defer, therefore, till another Time, the Sa- 
tisſaction, of — how they happen to be now 
with us; and jet us think at preſent, of ſome Means, 
toget away from the Iſland ; becauſe, ſhould the Fire, 
which is now compleating its Ruin, ſpread ſo far as 
to ſeize the Foreſts, on the Top of theſe Mountains, 
we may be hemmed in by the Conflagration. 

ON hearing this, Riera, in whom the Dread 
of the Flames, was at that Time more prevalent, than 
the Deſire of being acquainted with the Adventures of 
PeRIANDER and AURISTELLA, yielded to the 
Reaſons of young ANTONIO; wherefore, without 
giving her Spouſe Time to anſwer, you know, Son, 
ſaid ſhe, that, from the adjacent Iſlands, Merchants 
arrive very frequently upon our Coaſts, to ſell us 
ſuch Commodities as we ſtand in need of; I am, 
therefore, for going along the Shore, to ſee if we 
can't meet with any ſuch at preſent; and as there is 
not now apy one, who can prevent our treating with 
them, we will try if we can't buy a Bark, fit to carry 
as to ſome more agreeable Country. Their Boats, 
purſued for, are made of Fir, and covered with _ 
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ſufficiently well prepared, to keep out the Water ; 
bat they can only be uſed in fair Weather ; not hav- 
ing any Sails, like thoſe Veſſels, wherein the Vic- 
tims were brought, whom the vain Superſtition. of our 
Illanders made them hunt after. This induces me to 
think, it is not over-ſafe venturing in theſe Barks, upon 
the open Seas ; where, as I have been told, one is 
continually expoſed to the Danger of Storms and 


Shipwreck. 
HAS Don AxnToN10 never attempted to eſcape, 


ſaid PR RIAN DER, by the Help of theſe Barks. No, 


anſwered RiCLA 3 becauſe we could not have tam- 
pered with any, upon that Head, tho' they wou'd not 
in the leaſt have ſcrupled ſelling them to us, without 
running the Hazard of ruining both ourſelves and our 
Family. That is the very Truth, added Don AnTo- 
Vio; but, ſince the Face of Things is now changed, 
and we have no longer any Spies to dread, let us fol- 
low RicLa's Advice; and ſee if we cannot find any 
of thoſe Merchants before-mentioned. If they can- 
not furniſh us with a little Veſſel, let us content our- 
ſelves with a Bark; and, without conſidering whe- 
ther it can withſtand a ſtormy Sea or not, let us re- 
ly on the Care of Providence for our Safety ; and get 
away from a Country, where the Worſhip of a cruci- 
fied Deity will never be known, unleſs the divine 
Mercy ſhould ſend, from Chriftendem, a new Nation 
to repeople it. 

T HIS Courſe being reſolved on, they went ac- 
cordingly to that Part of the Iſland where the Maſſa- 
cre had been made ; and were ſtruck with Horror at 
the dreadful Sight: Even Perranper and Aus- 
STELLA, though indebted to the Fury of their Ene- 
mies, for their Deliverance, could not help being 
affected therewith. Thoſe few Barbarians who were 
alive, being either upom Floats, ſurveying the De- 
ſtruction of their Country, or retiring towards the I- 
ſland, wherein they uſed to confine the Captives de- 


ſtined for their Sacrifices. 
AURTL 
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AURISTELL A wovu'd willingly have gone 
thither, to ſee if there was not any yet remaining in 
the Dungeon, whence ſhe and PERRIAN DER had fo 
lately eſcaped ; but as ſhe was about to propoſe it, 
they perceived upon a Float, which was coming from 
that Iſland, about twenty Perſons, whom they knew, 
by their Habits, to be ſuch Captives of both Sexes as 
had been left there. They quickly got to Shore, which 
they kiſſed, as ſoon as they ſet Foot upon it; and 
ſeemed almoſt to adore the Fire, becauſe their Deli- 
verer had told them, it had deſtroyed the Iſland 
whereon they were to have been ſacrificed ; and they 
had nothing more to fear, from the Cruelty of the 
Barbarians. They were received with Joy by PE- 
RIANDER and AURISTELLA; from whom they met 


with all the Conſolation, that was in their Power; 


and ſome of them related their Misfortunes, whilſt o- 
thers were ſilent about theirs, becauſe they wanted 
Words to expreſs them. 

MEAN while, the charitable RicLa was not 
able to conceive, how an Iſlander could have ſo much 
Humanity, to free them from their diſmal Confine- 
ment; nor, by what good Fortune, none of the Sa- 
vages, who had eſcaped upon Floats, had yet landed 
upon that deſart Iſland, to prevent their being ſet at 
Liberty. Hereupon, one of the Captives ſaid, the Man, 

Who had delivered them, had not at all the Look of 
a Barbarian ; that, beſides, he ſpoke Italian, when 
he informed them what had happened ; and adviſed 
them to paſs over to the Iſland of Barbarians, where 
they might make themſelves Amends, for the ill Uſage 
they had ſuffered, by loading themſelves with the Go 
and Pearls they would find there. Our Deliverer, added 
the ſame Perſon, after having furniſhed us with a 
Float, promiſed to follow us without Delay, upon a- 
nother ; and procure all of us the IAeans of recover- 
ing our Liberty, 

JUST as he had uttered theſe Words, they 
diſcovered ſix of the Barks, R1cLa had deſcribed, 
ſteering for their Iſland; and ſoon after they an- 
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chored in the Road: But they did not land their 
Merchandize, becauſe no Iſlanders appeared to pur- 
chaſe them. Ric A therefore cheapened them all, 
with the ſix Barks which had brought them; and 
the Bargain was made, on Condition of parting only 
with four of the Barks; the Merchants having need 
of the other two, to return back in themſelves. This 
Condition being agreed on, R1cL a ſent Don Ax ro- 
N10 and his Son, to fetch, from their Cave, all the 
Riches they had there heaped together; and, at their 
Return, they paid them in Bits of Gold, the Value 
of the four Barks, with their Lading. They threw, 
however, into the Sea, all the Merchandize which 
was not of Uſe for their Voyage; this done, two 
of them were given to the Captives; a third was load- 
ed with as much Proviſion as could be found; and 
RicTL A embarked herſelf on board the fourth, with 
PErR1ANDER, AURISTELLA, Don ANTON1o, and 
his Son; their Daughter, the beautiful ConsTan- 
TIA; the fair TRas1Lta, whom we have hitherto 
ſtiled the female Interpreter; and four of the Cap- 
tives beforementioned, whom the other Boats would not 
hold. Nevertheleſs, before their putting off to Sea, Au- 
RISTELLA, being defirous of praying once more over 
CLrEL1a's Grave, the whole Company followed her 
thither ; after their Return from which, they went on 
board their Barks, having firſt implored the Protection 
of Heaven, to ſecure them from Shipwreck, in the 
dangerous Voyage they were about to undertake. 

AS the Bark which carried PRRIAN DER and his 
Company, was to ſerve as Commodore, the reſt were 
to follow it; and they had juſt begun to put off from 
Land, when they heard one, who had the Appear- 
ance of a Barbarian, call to hem aloud, in Tadian, 
from the Shore: Whoever you are, /aid the Unknown, 
who are going from hence in thoſe Barks, if you are 
Chriſtians, receive amongſt you a Wretch, who pro- 
feſſes your Religion, and begs this Favour in the 
Name of JESus CuRIsT. One of thoſe, who were 
in the other Boats, knowing him to be the Man who 


had 
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had delivered him and his Companions, immediately 
ſaid to PERI¹AN DER, This Unfortunate, who intreats 
of you, the ſame Aſſiſtance, we have juſt been asking 
of Heaven, is the Angel, if I may preſume ſo to term 
him, who has lately broken our Chains: If you 
are deſirous Providence ſhould be propitious to us, you 
muſt reward his Humanity and Generoſity, by per- 
mitting us to take him with us. On hearing this, PE- 


RIANDER ordered him to put back himſelf, and re- 


ceive his Deliverer into his own Bark ; and as ſoon as 


he had rejoined the others, each of the Men taking 
an Oar in Hand, by Turns, they rowed away from the 
Iſland, and began their Voyage with great Joy, and 
favourable Weather. 


CHAP. VII. 


PERIAN DER, and AURISTELLA, With Don 
ANToN1o, his Wife, and Children, and ſeve- 
ral Captives eſcaped from the Dungeon, begin 
their Voyage from the Iſland of Barbarians, 


CARCELY had the four Barks got about as 
many Miles from the Shore, when they diſcover- 

ed a large Veſſel, coming towards them full fail ; 
which PERIANDER having viewed well, informed 
AurisSTELL4, he believed it to be that of Prince 
ArxnAaLDpus; who was returning to the Iſland, to 
know what Succeſs he had met with there, in his in- 
tended Deſign of finding her out : He added, he would 
willingly avoid meeting him = ſo ſoon, He had 
already told AunisTELLA, what Engagement he had 
enter*d into with the Prince; and ſhe, not being de- 
ſirous of falling again into his Power, was greatly 
alarmed thereat ; eſpecially, as ſhe had likewiſe ac- 
. quainted 
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quainted P&R1ANDE R, what ſhe had ſuffer'd from the 
Prince's Love, during the Year ſhe had been obliged to 
undergo the Perſecution. 

SHE was not willing to ſee thoſe two Lovers meet 
together; becauſe, notwithſtanding Prince Ax xAT- 
pus was firmly perſuaded, PERIAVYER was really 
her Brother, ſhe cou'd not help being apprehenſive, he 
would diſcover, in Time, their Hearts were united 
by ſome ſtronger Ties, than thoſe of Blood: And, 
ſhe was alſo afraid, PRRIAN DER might give Way to 
ſome Miſtruſt, on ſeeing continually near her, fo 
powerful and paſſionate a Rival ; ſince even the moſt 
tried Virtue, is ſeldom able to fortify a Heart againſt 
Suſpicions, when once Jealouſy gets Poſſeſſion thereof. 
But this mutual Uneaſineſs was ſoon removed, by the 
Winds changing on a ſudden ; when that Veſſel, firſt 
lowering all her Sails, and then hoiſting them again, 
to the very Top-gallant Maſts, they ſaw her ſteer a 

uite contrary Courſe, to what ſhe kept before ; and 
— from them with as much Rapidity, as ſhe had 
approached them. | 

AURISTELTLA, then, began to breathe, and 
PERIAN DER to reſume Courage; but the Thoughts of 
their Fellow-Travellers were very differently employ- 
ed ; they could have wiſh'd to have left their Barks, 
and gone on board the Ship ; becauſe as it was better 
able to have weather'd out the ſtormy Seas, there would 
have been the greater Probability, of being in Safety 
therein. To return from this Digreſſion: In Fel than an 
Hour, they loſt Sight of the Veſſel ; which moſt of them 
would gladly have followed, had they been able, but it 
was impoſſible; and they ſaw themſelves obliged to ſteer 
towards an Iſland, whole loity Mountains, with their 
Tops cover'd with Snow, made them judge it pretty 
near them, though aimoſt three Leagues diſtant, 

BY this Time, the Sun was already ſetting under 
the Horizon; the Night began to grow dark, and the 
Wind was pretty brisk ; but, as it was not contrary, 
it was rather a Help, than otherwiſe, to thoſe who 
rowed. According to the Obſervation of Don Ax ro- 
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N10, who was well verſed in the Courſe of the Stars, 
it was about Midnight, when they reach'd the Iſland ; 
and, as the Place, where they put in, was under the 
Wind, ſo that the Waves were not ſo rough there as 
elſewhere, _ got their Barks in without any Difſfi- 
culty ; and made them faſt ; without any Apprehenſion 
of being forced away again, 'The Air was ſo ſharp 
that Night, they try'd all Manner of Ways to ſecure 
themſelves from the Cold, but cou'd not find any ; 
whereupon PzxIAanDER, made all the Women come 
into his Bark, and defired them to fit cloſe ; being ſa- 
tisfied they might, in a great Meaſure, qualify the Ri- 
gour of the Seaſon, by crowding together, as near as 
poſſible, without incommoding each other: This 
done, the Men appointed a Guard to watch the Boats, 
and walk'd about themfelves, like Centinels, till Day 
ſhould break, to inform them whether the Iſland was 

inhabited or not. N 
AS it generally happens, that Troubles baniſh 
Sleep, not one of the Company were able to cloſe their 
Eyes; which being obſerved by Don Ax Tron io, he 
begg'd the Man, who had ſet the Captives at Liberty, 
and whom he no longer took for a Barharian, though 
he was dreſs'd like one, to oblige them ſo far, as to 
relate ſome of his Adventures, to paſs away the Time. 
They mutt neceſſarily, /aid he, be ſomewhat ſingular, 
ſince your ill Fortune has brought you to ſuch a Place, 
as that, from which we are jointly making our 
Eſcape. I would willingly give you that Satisfaction, 
anſaber d the Italian; but muſt firſt apprize you, that 
they are of ſo extraordinary a Nature, and ſuch a new 
Kind, I much queſtion, whether you can give any Cre- 
dit to them. As thoſe which have happen'd to our- 
ſelves, cry'd PERIAN DER, have more the Appearance 
of being Invention, than Truth, we ſhall be the more 
readily diſpoſed to believe, the moſt ſurprizing Things 
you can poſſibly tell us. Let us draw near then, ſaid 
the Italian, to the Bark, wherein the Women lie; 
perhaps ſome of them may be lull'd aſleep, by the 
Recital of my Misfortunes ; and ſome of them again 
may 
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may ſympathize with me therein, which is always a 
Satisfaction to the Perſon who relates his Sufferings. 
For my Part, /aid the fair RicLa, notwith- 
ſtanding Drowſineſs may happen to ſeize me, I 
ſhall ſhare in your Afflictions; and, perhaps, ſhall not 
be able to refrain Tears: AuRIsTELLA made him 
much the ſame Compliment ; upon which, every one 
having placed himſelf around the Bark, and diſpoſing 
himſelf to liſten attentively, he began as follows. 


CHA p. VII. 


The Adventures of RuT1L1o, an incomparable 
ancing-Maſter. 


Name is Rur iL 10, and I was born at Sienna, 
one of the moſt antient, and moſt celebrated 
Cities in Lay; my Profeſſion there was teaching to 
dance, wherein I excelled every one; in ſhort, I 
might have been perfectly happy, cou'd I have been 
contented with enjoying that Happineſs. There was, 
in the ſame City, a Nobleman of an immenſe Fortune; 
to whom Heaven had given a Daughter, who had 
more Beauty than Prudence, whom he was about to 
match with a Man of Quality of Fhrence. Not being 
willing to deliver her into his Hands, without ſome 
more Accompliſhments than thoſe of Nature, he pitch'd 
upon me to make her a perfect Dancer: Accordingly, 
I ſhould have anſwer'd his Deſign, and ſhe would 
have been an admirable Proficient that Way ; if, un- 
fortunately for me, whilit I was teaching her the Mo+ 
tions of the Body, ſhe had not found the Way, to teach 
me the Emotions of the Soul. | 
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AS ſhe was not endued with thoſe Sentiments, 
which a high Birth generally inſpires, ſhe not only 
took a Pleaſure, in inflaming my growing Affection, 
but alſo in giving Way to a Paſſion, as unadviſed, and 
imprudent, as that I had conceived for her. My ill 
Luck, which had long laid this Scheme, to reduce me 
to the utmoſt Miſery, inſpired me with the Deſign, to 
run away with her from her Father's; and to carry 
her to Rome, there to enjoy her without Fear: Ac- 
cordingly, I propoſed it to her; and, inſtead of offer- 
ing to deter me from it, ſhe preſſed me to put it in 
Execution.

two Pearls, ſo exceeding fine-coloured, and ſo large, 
they were equally ineſtimable. On the Sight of theſe 
invaluable Jewels, the Company judged, in ſome 
Meaſure, of the Rank of Aug15TELLa and PERi- 
ANDER ; though their majeſtick Air, made them 


have a yet higher Opinion thereof. 


AS ſcon as it was broad Day, Don Ax TONI 
and his Son went up into the Iſland, to take a View 
thereof ; but could only diſcover Rocks and Moun- 
tains, covered with Snow, which Account havin 
brought back, t..ey put to Sea again, and — 
towards another Iſland, that was within Sight. Whilſt 
they were making the beſt of their Way thither, with 
two Oars, none of the Boats having more ; they heard, 
from one of the others, a fine and ſtrong Voice, which 
drew all the Attention, of thoſe who were in the lead- 
ing Bark. Don AnTox1io immediately informed 
the Company, that the Words were Portugueſe : 
Soon after which, the Singer ceaſed for a Mo- 
ment, and then began the following Song, in Spaniſb;

CERTAINLY, fays Ricta, the Singer, 
whoever he is, cannot be taken up with any very great 
Cares; ſince he can amuſe himſelf with the Melody 
of his own Voice, at ſuch a dangerous JunRure. Have 
a more favourable Opinion of him, fair RIcLA, 
cry'd PERIANDER, and rather believe, his Soul is 
now tortured with a violent Paſhon. PRERIAN DER 
and Aux 1STELLA judged in this Manner, becauſe, 
thoſe who are under the Power of Love, imagine 0- 
thers to be ſenſible of the ſame Emotions as them- 
ſelves; and feel the moſt tender Compaſſion for ſuch 
Perſons, as they think their Fellow Sufferers. This 
made them defire the Company to agree, to the ad- 
mitting the Singer into their Bark ; both that they 
might enjoy the Pleaſure of his Voice nearer at Hand, 
— that they might hear ſome of his Adventures; 
being perſuaded, that a Man, who ſung, in his Con- 
dition, muſt be either grievouſly affli in Mind, 
or void of all Senſe; they were willing, therefore, 
to examine, which of theſe might be the Caſe of the 
Perſon, whoſe Voice had entertained them ſo agree- 
ably. | 

HAVING made the Barks then approach each 
other, the Chanter removed into that of Per 1an- 
DER ; Where, on Acccount of the Air of Grandeur, 
which appeared all over him, notwithſtanding the 
Melancholy which overſpread his Countenance, — 

receive 
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received him with all the Marks of the moſt perfect 
Eſteem. As ſoon as he ſet Foot therein, Thanks to 
my poor Voice, /aid he, I am now in a Bark, ſome- 
thing more commodious, than that wherein you had 
the Goodneſs to place me at firſt ; but, in all Pro- 
bability, it will quickly be lightened of the Weight 
of my Body ; becauſe a vain Remembrance, whoſe 

preſſion I can no longer bear, draws me on inſen- 
ſibly, to the laſt Moment of my Life. Heaven, we 
hope, will be more favourable to you, anſwered 
PERIAN DER; and ſince you ſee me ſtill above 
Ground, believe me, there is not any Remembrance, 
how grievous ſoever, which will kill a Man. 

T HE greateſt Diſaſters, /aid AurISTELLA, in 
her Turn, ought never to make us deſpair of a 
Change in our Fortune ; like the Light which ſhines 
cleareſt in Darkneſs, we ought to bear up with moſt 
Courage in Adverſity ; and it becomes only the Faint- 
hearted to fink under their Troubles; on the con- 
trary, the more Reaſon we have to complain of 


Fate, the leſs ought we to give Way to Deſpair. We 


ought, rejoined PE RIAN DER, to put all our Truſt in 
him, who ſets no Bounds to his Mercies; and we 
highly offend him, when we do not rely upon his 
Goodneſs, for an End to our Sufferings. I agree to all 
this, replied the Cavalier mournfully; and am con- 
vinced of the Truth thereof ; notwithſtanding my 
whole Life's having been but one continued Series of 
Misfortunes ; which I believe will never terminate 
but with my Days.

Next Door to my Father's lived a Cavalier, of the 
antient Family of the PerxtYRa's; and their two 
Houſes were ſeparated only by a Partition Wall : This 
Cavalier had a Daughter, his only Hope; and the 
ſole Heireſs of his large Eſtate; her Name was 
LEeoNORA. 

AS this young Lady was beautiful beyond Ex- 
preſſion ; of a moſt noble Family; and one Day to 
poſſeſs immenſeRiches; ſhe,was ſought after by all the 
Flower of the Portugueſe Nobility ; but, my being her 
neareſt Neighbour, gave me the Advantage of ſeeing her 
more conveniently, than any of the others, whohad for 
med Deſigns upon her Heart. From her Infancy, I had 
viewed her with Attention; and in proportion as ſhe 
advanced in Vears, her Charms ſhone out with the 
greater Luſtre; till, by Degrees, ſne became ſo ac- 
compliſhed, I could no longer reſiſt her Attractions.

State; I muſt wait twoYears longer, to ſee whether ſhe 
would be inclined to alter her Condition; and he would 
promiſe not to diſpoſe of her, during that Time, with- 
out my Knowledge.

iwaded, of theſe three Truths, continued he, you 
ought 
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ought not to queſtion, the Accompliſhment of your 
Vows, on your coming back from Barbary. This 
obliging Speech made lech an Impreſſion upon me, 
and remained engraven ſo deeply on my Heart, that 
I never forgot it; neither ſhall I, as long as I have 
Breath. | 

I ſet out then from Lisbon, for my Government, in 
Africa; where I continued two Years, and diſ- 
charged my Commiſſion, entirely to the Satisfaction of 
my Sovereign. This done, I returned to Portu- 
gal; where I was ſoon informed, not only all 
the City of Lisbon, but the whole Kingdom, re- 
ſounded with the Fame of LEoxora's Beauty; nay, 
that her Charms had been fo extolled, at ſome Courts 
abroad, that ſeveral foreign Princes, demanded her in 
Marriage.

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riage celebrated there. I arrived then, at this Con- 
vent; and found the Church ſet off with all the 
Splendor imaginable. I was introduced there by a 
Symphony of the King's vocal and inſtrumental Mu- 
fick ; which his Majeſty had the Goodneſs to ſend, 
in order to render the Solemnity, of which he had been 
pleaſed to approve, more auguſt. 

NO ſooner had I entered the Church, than the 
incomparable LEON ORA appeared; attended by the 
Lady-Abbeſs, and ſeveral of the Nuns ; ſhe was dreſ- 
ſed ina Suit of white Sattin ; embelliſhed with Pearls, 
and other precious Stones ; and lined with a light Silver 
Stuff, embroider'd with Flowers.

TO conclude, at the very Moment, I was giving 
myſelf entirely up to pleaſing Reflections upon my 
Happineſs, the beauteous LeoxorAa took me by the 
Hand, and, raiſing me up; My Lord, Don MaxvueL, 
faid ſhe, my Father promiſed, before your Depar- 
ture for Barbary, not to diſpoſe of my Hand for two 
Years ; to commence from the Day, you did me the 
Honour to demand me in Marriage; and, if I'rightly 
remember, (finding myſelf continually importuned, 


fince your Return, by your aſſiduous Attendance on 


me, which was more owing to your Complaiſance, 


than my Merit,) I likewiie gave you my Word, 


never to have any other Husband, upon Earth, than 


yourſeif, My Father has kept his Promiſe with you, 


as you are now ſenſible; and I am going to per- 
form mine, as you will preſently find. Knowing, 
continued ſhe, that Diſſimulation, upon however vir- 
tuous Principles it may be founded, has always the 
Look of Perfidy, when carried on too long; I will, 
this Inſtant, juſtify myſelf, in having been guilty of 
ſomething like it towards you ; which you might 
think criminal, ſhould I longer delay explaining the 
Cauſe thereof. 

KNOW then, my Lord, I was married, before I 
began to diſſemble with you, in Complaiſance to a 
Father, whom I tenderly love ; and, my firſt Huſ- 
band being ſtill alive, it is not lawful for me to take 
a ſecond, To extricate you, purſued foe, from the 
Trouble, wherein I cannot ſee you without Concern, 
be aſſured, I do not renounce your Alliance, in fa- 
vour of any Man, upon Earth; he whom I have pre- 
ferred to you is in Heaven; and it is my Saviour a- 
lone, who has gained the Preheminence over you, in 
my Heart. I am willing farther to confeſs to you, if 
that will now afford you any Comfort, had I choſen 
a Spouſe, from amongſt thoſe who offered me their 

Hands, 
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Hands, I ſhould have pitch'd upon you; and if, after 
this ſincere Confeſſion, you ſtill look on my Diſſimu- 
lation as an Injury; impoſe what Puniſhment you 
pleaſe upon me, ſo you leave me at Liberty, never to 
part from my crucified Lord. 

LEONO RA, having thus explained herſelf, /aid 
Don MANUEL, moved a little away from me; when 
the Lady-Abbeſs, with her Nuns, ſtripp'd her of her 
rich Cloaths, and cut off her ineſtimable Treſſes; 
which her Father would have oppoſed, but in vain. 
For my Part, notwithſtanding what I beheld, and 
could hardly believe, though I ſaw it, I refrained Tears; 
that I might not give an open Proof, before ſo many 
Witneſſes, of my Want of Reſolution. I threw myſelf,

FINDING him abſolutely dead, PrRIANDER 
turn'd his Thoughts wholly to his Burial. A Grave 
was mas made then in the Hut,which they were prepar- 
ing to leave; and they cover'd him with Earth, as was 
done by the Governeſs of Aur1sTELLA ; his own 
Cloaths ſerving him as a Shrowd, no other being to 
be got in that Place: However, PRRIAN DER, havin 
{een him wear a Croſs, of the Order of Cyr1sT, of 
which he probably had been a Commander, placed 
it himſelf, upon that Part. of the Grave, where the 
Head was laid. This Mark of Honour, /aid he, was 
not at all neceſſary, to ſatisfy us of this Cavalier's Con- 
dition ; the Gracefulneſs of his Perſon, and Wiſdom 
of his Diſcourſe, had ſufficiently ſhewn him to be a 
Nobleman of the firſt Rank. 

DAY appeared before they had taken any Reſt ; 
though they might have done it, in the Hut ; where 
the Fire, which had been kept up all Night, invited 
them to ſtay, till the Cold ſhould become leſs intoler- 
able; but the Image of Don MAN ETL, giving up the

ment of all Strangers, who put into the Road ; which 
you will find, on the other Side of the Rock, you 
ſee before you. If you are inclined to touch here, 
whoever you are, you ſhall be received kindly ; and 
may be ſupplied, with whatever the Place affords. 
Only keep us in Sight, and we will ſhew you the 
Way, with all Safety, into our Road. 

ON hearing this, PERIAN DER, and AURISTEL- 
LA, with the Reſt of their Companions, returned 
hearty Thanks to Heaven, for meeting, for the firſt 
Time ſince their Deliverance, Men of ſome Hu- 
manity ; and Den ANTON 10 obſerved to them, that 
the Confidence, they had all of them repoſed in Provi- 
dence, had procured them this viſible Mark of its Pro- 
tection. Filled with Joy then, they follow'd by Sea, 
thoſe who guided them byLand ; and after having paſſed 
the Rock, whereof one ot the Men had told them, found 
a Sort of Road, which deſerved, from them, the Name 
of a Harbour; where they beheld ten or twelve Vel- 
ſels, of all Sizes, at Anchor. | 

IT would be impoſlible to expreſs their Satisfac- 
tion at this Sight ; being perſuaded, ſome of the Cap- 
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tains would conſent to take them aboard, on being 
well paid for it ; and convey them to ſome more con- 
ſiderable Port, where they might find Shipping, to 
carry them to ſuch Places as they deſired, 

THE four Boats being got almoſt to Land, there 
came, out of the ſeveral Veſſels, and the large Habitation 
mentioned by the Guides, a good Number of People, 
to receive them. PEr1anDer firſt ſet Foot aſhore, 
giving his Hand to Aux IsTELLA; who wore the ſame 
Habit, wherein PErR1anDER had been fold to the 
Barbarians, by the Prince of Denmark. Don Ax ro- 
No did the ſame by his dear RicLa ; and his Son 
gave equal Aſſiſtance to the prudent Txas1LLa, and 


- the fair Coxs TAN TIA. They who were in the 


Barks, followed this joyful Company; who ſtruck the 
People, that came to meet them, with Admira- 
tion and Surprize; for they look d upon AurisTEL- 
La, as another VEN Us, riſing out from the Boſom of 
the Sea: In ſhort, they fix d their Eyes upon her with 
ſuch a profound Reſpect, that they utter'd not one 
Word; being afraid of opening their Lips, leſt it 
ſhould take off their Attention, from viewing her. 
TRASILL 4, therefore, who, as has been before 
eber ved, underſtood the Jargon of the Place, broke 
Silence firſt : Fortune, ſaid /be, to the Maſter of the large 
Habitation, has long perſecuted us ; but begins to treat 
us ſomewhat favourably at preſent, ſince ſhe has 


brought us among People full of Civility, and Huma- 


nity. You may perceive, doubtleſs, by our Appear- 
ance, we are in Diſtreſs, and not to be apprehended 
as Enemies; we hope then you are willing to re- 
lieve us in our Misfortunes; will uſe us hoſpita- 
bly; and ſupply us with ſuch Refreſhments as are 
neceſſary ; however dear they may be here, nay, 
though the Price ſhould be exorbitant, we wall not 
only pay for them freely, but accept them as if given 
us. Our Barks, purſued ſbe, not being able to bear 
the Sea any longer, we ſhould expoſe ourſelves inevi- 
tably to be caſt away, ſhould we be ſo imprudent, as 
to venture any farther therein, As it may be eaſily 

Vol. I. E ſeen, 
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ſeen, that no Danger can enſue from us ; if any of 
the Captains of theſe Veſſels, will be ſo obliging, to 
carry us to a Southern Country; where we may have 
the Opportunity of embarking for our reſpective 
Homes; he may be aſſured of an Acknowledgment, 
ſuitable to ſuch an important Service. 

WE muſt have very little Judgment in Perſons of 
Probity, anſwered in Spaniſh, the Commander of one of 
the Ships, ſhould we queſtion your Sincerity ; Falſhood 
may appear, indeed, under the Diſguiſe of Truth, to 
circumvent an Enemy ; but your bright Eyes not be- 
ing made to create you any Foes, no Deceit can come 
out of ſo beauteous a Mouth. It is not, therefore, 
the Promiſe of a Recompence, induces me to offer 
you the Accommodations of my Veſſel ; the Satisfac- 
tion alone, of ſerving Perſons of your Merit, will 
make me put to Sea ; as ſoon as you have taken here 
that Reſt, whereof you cannot deprive yourſelves, 
without running the Hazard of as great a Danger, as 
what you have juſt eſcaped. 

THE Maſter of this large Habitation, continued 
he, of whom you defired ſome Refreſhments, treats 


This Gueſts with great Hoſpitality ; neither are we 


leſs hoſpitable in our Veſſels : Confider then, Ma- 
dam, whether you chuſe rather to go on board of 
them, or to enter the Houſe of this generous 
Man; who ſeems (by his Uneaſineſs at what I have 
propoſed,) to envy me the Happineſs, of receiving you 
and your Company on board my Ship: Which of us 
ſoever you think fit to honour with the Preference, 
you will be entertained with that Zeal and Affection, 
which cannot be refuſed you by any one. 

T HE prudent TRAS1L LA was juſt about to make 
a ſuitable Reply, to the obliging Offers of the Spa- 
n;þ Captain, when Don AxTox10, over-joyed to 
hear one ſpeak his Mother-Tongue, interrupted her, 
and faid ; ſince Heaven has bleſſed me ſo far, as to 
let me again meet with one, who talks my dear na- 
tive Language, I look upon it as a ſure Pledge, that 
my Misfortunes are almoſt at an End: He was then 


going 
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going to ask a hundred Queſtions at a Time, about 
the Affairs of Spain ſince his Abſence, when he was 


prevented by a Sailor; who cry'd out to them, 
he ſaw a large Veſſel, coming full fail towards the 
Road. They waited then, the Approach of this 
Ship; and, as ſoon as it drew near, could diſtinguiſh 
that it carried Erg/; Colours. On its Arrival in the 
Road, it gave them a Salute, with ſome Pieces of 
Cannon; which the Groenlanders, having no Artillery 
to return, anſwered with ſome ſmall Arms, as a Sig- 
nal of Friendſhip.

UTUAL Signals of Friendſhip having been 
given, as has been before obſerved, both by 
t 


e Ship newly arrived, and the Groenlanders; the one 
caſt Anchor, and the others waited for their new 
Gueſts, upon the Shore. No ſooner was the Boat 
hoiſted out, than ſome Sailors getting into it, and 
ſpreading Carpets in the Stern, a venerable old Man, 
about Sixty, in a long Robe of black Velvet, and a 
large Hat of the ſame, got down therein, A young, 
brisk, and robuſt Man leap'd in nimbly afterwards ; 
to ſupport him in the Boat, which danced a little ' 
upon the Water. He was likewiſe dreſſed in black 
Velvet, though his Habit was made ſomething like a 
Sailor's z he carried in his Hand a Sword with a Gold 
Hilt; and had a Dagger, _ in a Girdle, W = | 
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Middle. As ſoon as they were ſeated, ſome Soldiers 
threw careleſly into the Boat, (as if not caring if they 
toſs'd them into the Sea,) a Wretch loaden with Irons, 
like a Galley-Slave, and a Woman faſten'd to him 
with a Chain: The Man might be about Forty, and 
his Fellow- Sufferer at leaſt Fifty.

h MAURITIUS came to himſelf ſoon after; and, 
as he recovered, TRA$1LL a fainted away: But, as thoſe 
Swoonings, which are cauſed by an extreme Joy, ſuc- 
ceeding faddenly to a deep Sorrow, either kill in an In- 
ſtant, or are of no long Continuance, Tr as1tLa's Dil- 
order did not hold her long ; for ſhe came to herſelf in 
a few Minutes. 

THE Maſter of the large Manſion, ſeeing them 
pretty well recovered, deſired both them, and the 
Reſt of their Company, to remove to his Habita- 
tion: You will be there more at your Eaſe, /aid /e, 
than in this open Place ; where the Cold is intolerable 
even to me, who am uſed to this Climate; and you 
may there alſo, more conveniently, inform each other 
of what you think proper. The Company, approve 
ing of this honeſt 's Advice, went immediately 


with him to his Dwelling ; which ſeem'd to them 


large enough to lodge, and entertain, the Crews, of a 
whole Squadron of Men of War ; and the Priſoners 
were brought after them by the Soldiers. Mean while 
the Captain of the Span; Ship, who had offered his 
Service to Tras1LL a, inſtead of following the Com- 
pany, went aboard his own Veſſel; and brought from 
thence ſuch Refreſhments, as were not to be had in 
the Groen/ander's Habitation, | 

A great Fire was already lighted up, in the Room, 
deſigned for the Entertainment of the new Gueſts, 
when he returned ; and the Cloth being laid, they 
were going to ſerve up Variety, of different Sorts of 
Fiſh ; Fleſh and Fowls being exceeding ſcarce in that 
Country: In Effect, they have only one Sort of the 


latter; and thoſe of ſuch an uncommon Kind, it may 
not be amiſs, to give ſome little Account thereof, ex 
T3. paſſa»?. 
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zaſſant. They ſet up, near the Shore, between the 
Rocks, ſome long Poles of a certain Wood, and of ſuch 
a Quality, as is not to be found in any other 
Clime. That Part of theſe Poles, which is under 
Water, is changed, in a few Months, into a very 
hard Stone ; and the other, which remains expoſed to 
the Weather, beginning to rot and grow Worm-eaten, 
about the ſame Time, there proceeds from thence a 
{ſmall Bird, which they call a Barnacle ; which flying 
along Shore, gains Strength by Degrees, grows large, 
and mes exquiſite Food. 

DINNER being over, many of the Company 
were impatiently deſirous, of hearing the Adventures 
of the Perſons newly arrived; and old MAURITIUS 
being requeſted to relate his firſt, gave a hard Stroke, 
with his Fiſt, upon the Table, as a Signal to warn 
them to liſten with Attention ; after which, he began 
as follows. 

J was born in one of the ſeven Iſlands, which lie in 
the Northern Ocean; and am deſcended from à very an- 
tient and illuſtrious Family: When I have told you it 
is that, which bears the Surname of MauxziTiwvs, I 
can add nothing more, to give you a right Notion, 
both of the Antiquity and Luſtre of my Extraction.

THIS Daughter was educated under my Care; 
having loſt her Mother, two Years after ſhe brought 
this precious Pledge of her Love. As ſhe advanced 
in Age, conſidering ſhe began to grow marriageable, 
I reſolved to chooſe her a Husband ; that he might ſerve 
her as a Support, whenever it ſhould pleaſe Heaven, 
to deprive her of me. After having ruminated there- 
en maturely, I fix'd my Eyes upon the Cavalier, you 
ſee here with me, whoſe Name is LaprsLavs; and 
accordingly conſulted my Daughter upon that Head ;

YOU muſt know, continued he, that amongſt ſome 
other ill Cuſtoms, practiſed in my Country, there is 
one yet more abominable than the Reſt ; for which I 


have ever had an invincible Averſion: Do but ima- 


ine with what Horror it muſt ſtrike thoſe, who are 
bred up with any Sentiments of Honour, or Religion. 
When a Marriage is concluded, and the Day of cele- 
brating it is arrived, there is a particular Houſe ſet 
apart, in the City, for the Solemnizing all Nup- 
tials: Thither the new-married Pair are obliged to

crop that Flower, which ſhe would wiſh to preſerve 
untouch'd for her Spouſe. Barbarous and curſed Cu- 
ftom | which breaks at once through all the Laws of 
Modeſty, and common Honeſty! In Effect, what 
more valuable Portion can a Maiden bring her Huſ- 
band, than her Virginity ? What more deſirable For- 
tune can a Man expect, with her who is to become a a 
Part of himſelf, than Innocence, and Purity? Chaſti- 
ty ought always to accompany Modeſty ; and Modeſty 
ought to be inſeparable from Chaſtity : If either the 
one or the other begins to totter, the whole Edifice of 
Beauty falls to the Ground; and it is no longer 
look*d upon but with Indifference and Contempt. 

I had frequently endeavoured, to prevail on my

fulfilled ; where you will be treated as the moſt lovely 
Perſon in the World. As to what relates to the Iſland 
of Barbarians, whither the Corſair carried me; the 
Entertainment I received from thoſe ſavage People; 
the vain Prophecy of their Magician; their odd Cuſ- 
toms ; the Occaſion of my meeting the Company I 
am now with; the Deſolation of the Ifland of Barba- 
rians, by Fire and Sword; and the Courſe we took to 

procure 
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procure our Liberty and Eſcape from thence ; I wilf 
give you an Account thereof another Time ; being 
willing to hear, at preſent, by what Chance I find my 
Father, in a Country, where I ſhould never have 
flattered myſelf with the Thoughts of ſeeing him. 
TRASILLA, having thus ended her Story, 
2 ſome Breathing- Time to the Company; who had 
earkened thereto, with an Attention, which ren- 
dered them in a manner motionleſs; being equally 
charmed with the Sweetneſs of her Expreſſion, and the 
Luſtre of her Beauty, with which few could compare, 
but the charming ConsTANTIA, and the matchleſs 
AVURISTELLA; to the laſt of whom indeed all were 
forced to give Place. The venerable Mauritius, 
then breaking Silence, You know, my dear TR a- 
SILLA, ſaid he, of all my Studies, judicial Aſtrology, 
as I have already told the Company, was my chief 
Delight; and I applied myſelf more to that Science 
than any other ; accordingly, by the Means thereof, 
I have gained a pretty certain Inſight into Futurity. 
As TI had the Misfortune, therefore, to loſe you, I 


took notice of the Inſtant when you left us; obſerved 


the Courſe of the Stars; and conſidered the Aſpect of 
the Planets, with their "Poſitions, Conjunctions, and 
Retrogradations, that my Labour might anſwer my 
Defiress The Sciences, of themſelves, do not 
lead us into Errors; and when we do fall into 
Miſtakes, we ought only to blame our own Igno- 
rance ; eſpecially in what relates to Aſtrology; 
wherein we don't always obſerve preciſely the Poſition 
of the Heavens ; by reaſon of the rapid Motion of the 
celeſtial Circles, which hurry all the Stars along with 
them; ſo that being carried away by that Impetuoſity, 
they do not diffuſe their Influence equally on all 
Places : 'This is the Reaſon, judicial Aſtrology is not 
always exact in its Determinations, 
NEVERTHELESS, when an Aſtrologer is 


Maſter of all the Principles of his Art, if he ſhould be 


ſometimes miſtaken, after having made all his Cal- 
eulations with the greateſt Care, we mult not, _— 
deem 
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deem him an ignorant Pretender ; on the contrary, 
we ought to believe, he would have rightly foretold, 
what he was deſired to inquire into, had he not been 
prevented by ſome Dzmon ; the Spirits of Dark- 
neſs not being willing, Mankind, by their Study, 
ſhould penetrate as far into Futurity as themſelves ; 
fince they can only determine by Conjecture, and by 
the Compariſon of Things paſt and preſent, whereof 
they have a more perfect Knowledge than Mankind. 
In ſhort, in ſpite of all the Hindrances they could lay 
in my Way, to render my Labour unſucceſsful, I 
found, by my Calculations, I had loſt you but for two 
Years ; and ſhould meet again in this Place, this very 
Day, and at the veryHour when I did, the only Good, 
which could reſtore me to that Happineſs, whereof 
her Abſence had deprived me: This it was made 
your Husband and me embark on board the Veſlel, 
which was bringing hither the two Priſoners, you 
ſee here chained : Not but that with all the Satifaction 
I feel, in having found you again, my Mind till la- 
bours under ſome Uneaſineſs; on confidering, that 

ood Fortune is generally counterbalanced by Adver- 
ty ; which intervenes, when one leaſt thinks there- 
of, to intermingle its unwelcome Allotments, with 
our moſt propitious Moments. On ſeeing the Happi- 
neſs which has befallen you here, /a Avuris- 
TELLA, addreſſing her Diſcourſe to TA ASI1L LA, we 
ought to hope, that, under the Protection of your 
Horoſcope, we ſhall purſue our Voyage with favour- 
able Omens, as far as Jerne; whither the venerable 
MavuxiTivs has aſſured me he will conduct me, 
with all thoſe ſhall think fit to go with me. 

HERE, the Female Captive, who had heard 
what was ſaid by Txas111Aa, and whoſe Tongue 
itched to make her Comment thereon ; being no long- 
er able to refrain, raiſed herſelf up ; notwithſtandin 
the Weight of her Chain; and the Endeavours uſed 
by her Fellow Priſoner to prevent her; and breakin

FT: thcſ: who are under Affiiction, may be per-

ſome Amends, for the Diſpleaſure you might. receive 
from it, ſhould I ſpin it out to too great a Length. In 
Pity to her Condition, they granted her Requeſt; upon 
which ſhe addreſſed herſelf to Txas1LLA, in the 
Manner following ; You have been juſt complaining 
of the Cuſtom of your Fellow Citizens ; are you ſure 
you have good Grounds for condemning, contrary to 
the Opinion of the Generality, a Practice, which is 
not repugnant to Modeſty, as long as we don't loſe 
our Honour in conforming thereto ? Tell me, which 
in your Opinion, is fitteſt to ſteer a Ship, the old Sai- 
lor, who has been long uſed toit ; or the young Scho- 
lar, who has but juſt learned the Theory ? Expe- 
rience is allow'd, by the joint Conſent of the Learned, 
to be the Miſtreſs of all Sciences; whence you may 
judge; it would have been more advantageous 
for you, to have entered a little experienced into a 
married State, than to have offered to venture upon it, 
without any previous Knowledge of the nuptial Rites, 
SCARCE had her Fellow-Priſoner heard the 
laſt Words, before he topped her Mouth with both 
Hands: O Roſe the Chan! as thy Name, Rosa- 
MUNDA, implies in Latin; or rather, Roſe the Un- 
clean, which ſuits thy Nature ; fince clean thou 
never waſt, nor art at preſent, nor wilt be, _— 

| thou 
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thou live till Time ſhall be no more: I am not at all 
ſurprized, that thou ſhouldit ſet a light Value upon 
Modeſty; becauſe thou haſt never been ſenſible, 
what Honour, that real Good means. Know, La- 
dies and Gentlemen, /aid he then, turning to the Com- 
pany, that this Woman, whom you ſee here chained 
with me, is the famous, or rather infamous Ros A- 
MOND ; that notorious Courtezan; that lewd Proſti- 
tute, who never knew what Virtue and Chaſtity 
were; and who gained ſuch an Aſcendant over the 
King of Exgland, to whom ſhe was Concubine, that 
ſhe governed both him, and his Kingdom ; ordaining 
new Laws, and abrogating old ones, juſt according 
to her own Fancy. ; the Time of her _ in 
Favour, one could ſee none but vicious and diſſolute 
Wretches promoted to any Dignity ; whilſt they who 
were Men of the moſt untainted Honour, and the moſt 
incorruptible Probity, were baniſhed the Court; or 
rather left it of their own Accord, unable to bear 
the open Debauchery, they ſaw practiſed there. In 
ſhort, ſhe carried her Exactions, as well her Lewd- 
neſs to ſo great a Height; that, at laſt, break- 
ing the Diamond Strings, or rather the brazen 
Links, wherewith ſhe held the King's Heart en- 
chained, that Prince was induced to drive her away 
from Court; and to ſcorn and loath her, as much as 
ever he had efteemed and valued her. 

DURING the Time that ſhe expoſed herſelf 
to the publick View, from the higheſt Spoke of For- 
tune's Wheel, I mourned the Diſorders, ſhe cauſed 
in my Country; and could not bear, without the 
e, Impatience, her abuſiug the Goodneſs of my 

vereign. I am Maſter, purſued he, of a ſatyrical 
and poignant Genius ; myPen flows with as much Ra- 
pidity and Virulence, as my Tongue, which I uſed 
to indulge in the greateſt Liberties ; and my malicious 
Flights were wont to give me fo much Pleaſure, that, 
rather than have the — of ſuppreſſing one 


nipping Jeſt, I ſhould have ſacriſiced not only my belt 


Friend,

Friend, but a thouſand Lives, had I been Maſter of 
ſo many, ; 

I gave free Scope then to my Wit, in ſpeaking of 
the King's Love to Ros uon; and wrote every 
Day ſu _ Lampoons upon that Head, as drew 

0 


to the Places of publick Reſort, all the Idlers of the 
Town ; to read, and treaſure them up in their Minds, 
as Pieces, which, under the Mask of Raillery, diſ- 
covered all the moſt myſterious Paſſages of the Court. 
I was frequently threatened with Puniſhment, unleſs 
I wou'd ceaſe my envenomed Writings; but theſe 
Menaces, inſtead of deterring me from it, prompted 
me to give a greater Looſe to my Genius: In ſhort, 
neither Impriſonment, nor Baniſhment, would have 
been able either to have ſtopt my Mouth, or my Pen. 
Nevertheleſs, the Authority of a Poet, whatever I 
then fancied, being inferior to that of thoſe in Power, 
I was forced to ſubmit to the Baſtinado; which I ſuf- 
fered by RosamonD's Order; and, which provoked 
me the moſt, the Saunterers, who had laughed moſt 
at my Lampoons, laughed yet more, at my Drub- 
bing and Difgrace. 

HIS Correction, however, rendered me never 
a Jot the more diſcreet ; on the contrary, it only ſet 
my Gall a flowing the more copiouſly ; and my Writ- 
ings were but the more plentifully ſtored, with the 
moſt cutting Sarcaſms. In ſhort, ſome of theſe proved 
not without Effect; but then, from thence enſued a 
Conſequence, which I never expected; for it not ſo 
much as once entered into my Thoughts: In a Word, 
the King's Eyes were opened; and he was made 
fully ſenſible, how greatly he had ſuffered in his Re- 
putation ; by giving himſelf up to the Love, and Ad- 
vice, of the moſt luſtful, rapacious, and ambitious 


Monſter, that Luſt, Rapine, and Ambition, had ever 
yet ſuffered to plague the Earth. Struck with the 
black Scene laid open before him, and tortured at 
the ſame Time with the moſt lively Jealouſy, he cauſ- 
ed an Enquiry to be made into Rosamon®'s = 

| z 
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duct; and was ſoon informed, ſhe beſtowed Part of 
the immenſe Wealth, his Love had laviſhed upon 
her, in debauching of the young Nobility of his 
Court. Tranſported with the greateſt Fury, at ſo 
baſe a Perfidy, and ſuch unparallell'd Ingratitade, he 
diſcarded her with the utmoſt Ignominy ; enjoining his 
Subjects, at the ſame Time, under the ſevereſt Penalties, 
not to ſell her, at any Price whatever, any other Food, 
than Bread and Water. The King, having thus 
made her an Example of his Juſtice, did not forget 
me in my Turn; but, in Requital of my Preſumption, 
in ſetting up as Cenſor of my Sovereign's Conduct 
(eſpecially in what related to her) ordered us both to 
be chained together ; driven out of all his Dominions ; 
and tranſported to one of the deſart Iſlands that lie in 
theſe Seas ; without leaving us any other Conſolation, 
than what we can give each other; a more rigorous 
Puniſhment, continued he, than if he had taken away 
my Life ; the Days, I paſs in her Company, being 
more intolerable to me than Death itſelf. 

T H A Tisthe only Thing we are agreed in, miſer- 
able Wretch, cried Ros amonD, interrupting him; and 
fo odious is thy Sight to me, that I have been already 
tempted a thouſandTimes to plunge headlong into the 


deepeſt Part of the Ocean; and the only Reaſon, why 


I have not done it, is, becauſe I could not put it in 


Execution, without dragging thee along with me: 


How wretched ſoever I might be, continued foe, figh- 
ing, ſhould I immediately drop into the infernal A- 
byſs, my Pains would not be half ſo dreadful, ſhouldſt 
thou not accompany me thither. 

I confeſs, purſued be, my paſt Life has not been 
very —— to the Scrupulous ; but then, the Faults 
I committed, procured me the Conveniences and 
Pleaſures of Life; whilſt the Harm I did, was only to 
myſelf ; but the Offences whereof thou waſt guilty; 
brought thee none of theſe Advantages ; which renders 
thee yet more blameable than me ; and thou muſt al- 
low they were equally injurious to every one. Thy 
Serpent's Tongue ſtung the Innocent as well as the 

Guilty ; 
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Guilty ; without thy gaining any other Advantage 
thereby, than a Pleaſure as trifling and tranfitory, as 
a Feather, which is toſſed about by every Breath of 
Wind. Without any Provocation or Reward, thou 
wouldſt attack the Honour of the beſt Families; 
blaſt the Reputation of the moſt virtuous Perſon ; 
and reveal the Secrets the moſt carefully concealed : 
In ſhort, thou carriedſt thy Inſolence as high as the 
Throne; ſpok'ſt of thy Sovereign without Reſpect; 
of thy Friends without Regard ; and of thy own Re- 
lations without any Reſerve; ſo that, in order to be 
thought a Wit, and an agreeable Writer, thou haſt 
drawn upon thyſelf, thy King's Reſentment ; the 
Scorn of thy Fellow Citizens ; and the Averſion of 
all Mankind. 

WOULD to Heaven, contiuned She, the King 
had thought fit to condemn me, to any other Puniſh- 
ment, than being forced to undergo the Laſhes, I 
ſuffer every Moment, from thy envenom'd Tongue; 
from which neither Heaven itſelf, nor the Saints who 
inhabit it, are ſecure. When thou haſt rail'd all thou 
canſt, ſaid Go WIR, for that was the Peet's Name, 


my Conſcience does not accuſe me, of having ad- 


vanced any thing, which was not Truth. Does it 
follow from thence, anſwered Ros Aon p, that thou 
art not to be reproached with any Thing? Are all 
Truths to be told and publiſhed to the World? 

NO, cry'd the venerable MauriTivus, joining in 
the Converſation ; and Ros AM ox is in the right, in 
maintaining, that Faults committed in ſecret, ought 
not to be blazed abroad; eſpecially thoſe of the 
Kings, and Princes who govern us. In effect, does 


it become a Subject to reprimand his Sovereign; or to 


publiſh his Prince's Faults? Is it not well known, 
that inſtead of reclaiming him by this Means, it wou'd 
but irritate his Paſſions the more; and is apt to ſow 
the Seeds of Contempt, and even, ſometimes, of Re- 
bellion, in the Minds of his Subjects. Who does not 
ſee, that if we, who are Subjects, muſt reprove each 


other like Brethren ; Princes ought to enjoy wy 
rivi- 
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Privilege, with thoſe under their Command ? Why 
ſhould a Prince be reproach'd to his Face, and even 
publickly, with his Vices ; rather than his Subjects, 
who are of a Condition ſo much beneath him, that 
there is almoſt as great a Diſtance between them, as 
between Heaven and Earth? 

A Poet, like Gow Rx, purſued he, ought to have 
xemember'd, before he publiſh'd his magiſterial Sa- 
tires, that a publick and inconſiderate Rebuke, rather 
exaſperates the Perſon, to whom it is addreſſed, than 
brings him to himſelf, and reforms him. In a Word, 
Ro body, however well-diſpoſed he may be, to make 
a good Uſe of CorreQion, loves to receive it from 
ſuch Men, as ſet up, of their own Heads, for publick 
Reformers ; and are frequently the moſt Blame-wor- 
thy themſelves. Beſides, no Perſons, whatever, ſuf- 
fer Reproof ſo impatiently, as Crown'd Heads; as 
knowing Providence has exalted them above the Reit 
of Mankind, to teach them Virtue, not to be taught 
it by them. This has always made me think, ſuch 
ſatirical Wits, are juſtly baniſh'd all well-govern'd 
States; and ought even to be expell'd human Society; 
being look'd upon as Traitors; which are every where 
abhorr'd, though we ſhould love the Treaſon. Let us 
then reafon calmly, added be; What Advantage do 
the Satiriſts derive, from tranſmitting down, from 
Generation to Generation, a black Catalogue of V ices, 
whereof the Perſons, to whom they are aſcribed, 
might, perhaps, never be guilty ? Can they, after 
theſe Libels are diſperſed abroad, repair the Damages 
their Poſterity may ſuffer from thence, in Times to 
come ? O gracious Heaven ! ſaid he, thy Mercies 
muſt be boundleſs, if ſuch Crimes are pazdoned ! 

I know all you have told me, and all you can add, 
cryd Gow ER; but my Tongue and Hands muſt be 
cut off, if they would prevent my ꝛither writing or 
talking ſatirically; nay, even then, I ſhould run my 
Mouth into the Bowels of the Earth, and mutter as 
well as I could; in Hopes ſome Reeds might grow 
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out from thence, which might repeat my Thoughts; 
as happen'd in the Caſe of Minas. 


WE have had enough of Politicks, and Morality, 
faid-LaDisLavs, interrupting them, in bis Turn; 


Let us make up the Quarel between Ros Auo xp and 
GoweEs, by concluding a Match between them: Per- 
haps the nuptial Bleſſing may induce them to change 
their Lives, together with their Condition. Rather 
than conſent to your Propoſal, cry'4 Ros Aa Moxp, I 
would ftab myſelf to the Heart, to let out my Life; 
which is ready to take Leave of my Body, on only 
hearing it mentioned. As for my Part, anfewered 
Gow, as much as it ſtrikes me with Horror, I 
I would not kill myſelf; the Pleaſure of ſatirizing 
others, when I do it with Wit and Humour, is too 
great, to conſent to deprive myſelf thereof; and I 
will live, were it only to tell thee thy own, and to 
proclaim the Faults of my Neighbours. I confeſs, 
however, added he, I will keep within ſome Bounds, 
with regard to ſuch as have long Arms ; becauſe they 
can reach to a great Diſtance: Experience tells me, 
we ought not to ridicule Princes ; and Religion teaches 
me, when a Prince is good, we ought to pray for his 
Preſervation ; and, when he is bad, we ought to beg 
of Heaven to mend him, and make him better. 

HE who knows that, /aid Don Ax rox io, willing 
to have ſome Share in the Diſcourſe, is not far from re- 
forming himſelf; and I hope, a ſincere Repentance, 
will obtain GowWER a Pardon, for his paſt Invectives. 
The Tongue of a Backbiter, purſued he, is ike a two- 
edged Sword, which cuts to the Bone; or like Light- 
ening from Heaven, which will melt the Blade, without 
hurting the Scabbard ; and though Converſation may 
be reliſhing to the Hearer, when ſeaſon' d with the 
Salt of Detraction, the Conſequences are ſometimes 
bitter to the Speaker; which Gow x ought ever to 
remember, 
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C HAP. XV. 


The Prince of Denmark arrives at Groenland, 
where he meets PERIANDER and AURI- 
STELLA. 


ON AxTox10 was yet ſpeaking, when the 

Voice of a Sailor was heard, crying out as loud 
as he could, He ſaw a large Veſſel coming full ſail, 
and about to enter the Road. Scarce had they made 
a Shift to diſtinguiſh what he ſaid, when they heard 
ſeveral Guns, fired without Ball, as a Signal of 
Friendſhip. The Ship which had brought Ma v s1- 
ius, having anſwered this Salute in the ſame Man- 
ner, all thoſe who were in the Houſe haſten'd to the 
Sea-Side 3 whither PExIANDER was no ſooner got, 
than he knew the Veſſel, to be that of the Prince of 
Denmark. 

THIS Surprize, immediately cauſed a total Revo- 
lution in all his Senſes ; and his Heart beat, as if ap- 
prehenſive of ſome great Misfortune. AuxIsTEIIA 
alſo felt the ſame Emotions in her Breaſt ; the Fear 
of not being able to reconcile the Love of Ax NAT - 


bus, with that of PERIAN DER, creating in her an 


Uneaſineſs, very difficult to be concealed ; the 
Thoughts, likewiſe, of the Danger, to which Jealou- 
ſy might expoſe both the one and the other, terrify'd 
her greatly; ſo that the Roſes in her Cheeks, giving 
Place to a deadly Paleneſs, took off conſiderably from 
her Beauty. 

PERIANDER, perceiving the Diſorder of her 
Mind, endeavour'd to diſpel her Fears; ſince we can- 
not avoid meeting the Prince of Denmark, (aid — = 
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think, charming AUR1sTELL A, you ought put 2 
little Conſtraint upon yourſelf; and to receive him as 
1 Lover, who is the more deſerving of your 

eem, as, being an entire Stranger to your Rank, he 
offers you a Crown, of which Love alone renders you 
worthy in his Eyes. Heaven, purſued he, has declared 
itſelf in our Favour, in bringing us again together; I 
believe, therefore, it will not permit us to be parted a 
ſecond Time; I dare even hope, it will inſpire me 
with ſome Means, to induce ſo magnanimousa Riyal, 
to be Witneſs to my Happineſs, without endeavouring 
to diſturb it. 

I cannot enjoy a perfect Tranquility, anſwered 
AvuRISTELLA, but by getting away from this Prince; 
as generous and magnanimous as he is, the Marks of 
his Affection will be intolerable to me; and whilſt I 
was at his Father's Court, it only renew'd my Grief 
every Day, to hear any one, but PErIanDER, de- 
clare, he thought me amiable, I knew I ow'd him 
my Life before, reply'd PErRIANDER ; but, by what 
you tell me, I am indebted to him for ſomething yet 
more valuable; and I will not forget the Pains he 
then took, to make you remember a Wretch, 
who thought only of dying, when he had loſt all 
Hopes of recovering you. 

MEAN while, the Prince of Denmark was got into 
his Barge, and making to Land; PRRIAN DER, there- 
fore, advanced forwards to meet him: But Au- 
STELLA would not ſtir from the Place where ſhe was ; 
and could have wiſhed her Feet had taken Root there, 
as did, in The/aly, thoſe of the Daughter of PEN Es, 
when ſhe was flying from AyroLLo. Prince Ax Nx AT- 
pus, having ſeen PsR1aNnDER at ſome Diſtance, 
knew him again ; wherefore, without waiting till his 
Men carried him aſhore, he leaped nimbly from the 
Boat, into the Arms of that Cavalier; who held them 
out to receive him. Friend PE RNIAN DER, ſaid the 
Prince, were J ſo fortunate, to meet here your Siſter 
AustsrE LTL alſo, we ſhould both be the happieſt 
Men in the World; I ſhould again ſee the Darling of 


my 
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my Heart, and you ſhould ſhare my Fortune. Gene- 
rous Prince, anſwer'd PERIANDER, AURISTELLA 
is here with me ; and Heaven being willing to favour 
your Deſigns, has reſtored her into my that 
might keep her for you. Ch 
IT was ſoon known what Prince was arrived; and 
every one rejoiced thereat, but AuzisTELLA ; who, 
iving Way to her Sorrow, ſtood motionleſs, and 
5 eſs, with TrRASILLA, Cox s TAN TIA, and 
Ricta. Prince Ax NAL DVus, who had been ſhewn 
her by PE RIAN DER, from the Place where they were, 
advanced eagerly towards her, that he might the 
ſooner enjoy the Pleaſure of again beholding her ; and 
ſaluting her with Rapture, cry'd out; What Happi- 
neſs can equal mine, Madam; ſince I find you again, 
at the very Time when I leaſt expected it? A Sort of 
Foreſight, of a Felicity ſo long defired, has made me, 
againſt my Will, take a contrary Courſe to what I 
would have ſteer'd. I deſign'd to have return'd to the 
Iſland of Barbarians, (from which adverſe Winds had 
driven me for ſome Days) but the Star, which go- 
verns my Deſtiny, being willing to put an End to 
my Labours, has itſelf ſteer'd, as it were, the Helm 
of my Veſſel ; and made it enter this Road, whi- 
—— it had likewiſe conducted, the Object of all my 
opes. 
' AS paſſionate and finely turned as this Com- 
1 was, AuRISTELLA did not ſeem in the 
leaſt affected therewith ; but, inſtead of an Anſwer, 
the Tears began to trickle from her beauteous Eyes. 
The Prince was ſomewhat out of Countenance there- 
at; not being able to diſcover, whether they were 
owing to Love, or Averſion; which PRRIAN DER, 
who judged what paſſed in the Heart of AAN AL Ds, 
perceiving, broke Silence for Auz1sTELLA ; and 
endeavour'd to recover the Prince from his Diſorder. 
With this View, My Lord, ſaid he, the Silence and 
Tears of my Siſter, are the pure Effects of her Sur- 
prize, and extraordinary Satisfaction. In Effect, pur-

nity ; the Waves roll gently along the Shore, and 
the Birds fly off to a good Diſtance from Land, All 
theſe favourable Preſages will ſoon induce my Gueſts 
to be gone from me; and, if I may be allowed to con- 
feſs it, I am ſorry Fortune ever brought them hither ; 
fince ſhe deſign'd to deprive me again of them, before 
I had ſhewn, by my Care, and Diligence, the great 
Eſteem, and Veneration, I have conceived for ſuch 
agreeable Company. | 
WE ſhould be very unwiſe, an/wered the antient 
MavziTivs, ſhould we not take Advantage of this 
favourable Diſpoſition of Weather ; however agreea- 
ble your Company may be to us, the Deſire of return- 
ing to our own Countries, will not permit us to enjoy 
it, ſo long as we might otherwiſe wiſh : For my Part, 
added he, I had already reſolved, to engage the Cap- 
tain of the Veſſel, wherein I came hither, to ſet fail 
to Night, if he and the reſt of the Officers ſhould 
think proper. Time once loſt can never be regained, 
ſaid Prince ARNaLDpus ; eſpecially in Navigation, 
where the Loſs is irreparable: I am, therefore, of 
your Opinion, purſued he, addreſſing himſelf to Mav- 
RITIUSz and, if every one conſents, we will all ſteer 
our Courſe together, this Evening, for England; where 
I deſign to make ſome Stay.

BEING arrived at a Place, where they could not 
be overheard; Undoubtedly, Friend PR RIANDER, /aid 
he, your Siſter muſt have ſpoken to you, of the Love 
I profeſſed for her, whilſt ſhe was at my Father's 
Court. I had myſelf made you my Confidant, as to 
that Point, the Day you went to the Ifland of Bar- 
Larians; whence, thank Heaven, you have brought

ViRtories, I had myſelf gained over our Enemies. But, 
without flattering me with any Hopes, ſhe anſwered, 
ſhe could not be at her own Diſpoſal, till ſhe had been 
at Rome, and performed a Vow ſhe had made, to viſit 
the Tombs of thoſe Martyrs, whoſe Bones are repo- 
ſited in that Capital of the Chriſtian World.

T HE Prince having here concluded; my Lord, an- 
ſwered PERrIANDER, both my Siſter, and myſelf, are

gratefully minded of all your Favours. After this 
Confeſſion, continued he, ask nothing farther of me ; 
becauſe, ſhould you do ſo, you would force me, a- 
gainſt my Inclination, to anſwer you contrary to the 
Truth; not being at Liberty to diſcover our real 
Quality, till our Pilgrimage is over, 

DISPOSE of me, Brother, as you think proper, 
rejoined the Prince of Denmark; and as Curioſity has 
not made me treſpaſs upon good Manners hitherto, de- 
pend upon it I will not ask anyQueſtions for the future, 
which may oblige you not to behave towards me with 
that Sincerity, which I love in you; and I intruſt in 
your Hands the whole Care of my Deſtiny. As for the 
reſt, purſued he, if you think proper, we will ſet fail 
this very Night for England; whence we may eaſily

either to the Modeſty of the Prince, or the Prudence 
of PERIANDER, yet cou'd not that Conſideration in- 
tirely diſpel her Uneaſineſs.

MEAN while, the fatyrical Gower, having 
been made acquainted with 1 of Ax x AL pus, 
threw himſelf at that Prince's Feet; and conjured 
him to get his Chain taken off, that he might be 
parted from RosamonD ; upon which the venerable 
MavxiTius acquainted his Highneſs, with the 
Crimes of the two Priſoners ; awellin pretty much 
upon the Severity of the King of England's Sentence, 
in the Puniſhment to which he had condemned them. 
The Prince, as well as Mauz1Trus, agreed, that the 
F 3 Judg- 
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Judgment paſſed upon them, had been too rigid; So- 
vereigns, in his Opinion, in Imitation of the divine 
Majeſty, whoſe Delegates they are upon Earth, bein 
obliged to diſplay their Mercy, rather than their Juſ- 
tice, in ſuch Caſes, where the Crimes committed a- 
— them, proceed more from human Frailty, than 

m a determinate Deſign to offend them: And being 
moved with that Compaſſion, which People, under 
Misfortunes, always meet with, from Perſons ſuſcep- 
tible of Humanity; he begged the Captain to deliver 
them into his Hands; taking it upon himſelf to ob- 
tain their Pardon. 

T HE Captain complying with the Prince's Re- 
queſt ; If all great Men, /aid Gower, would employ 
themſelves in doing Good, nobody would inveigh a- 
gainſt them; but why ſhould they, who do Ill, ex- 
pect to be well ſpoken of? O Prince! my Deliverer 
continued he, take me along with you; and you ſhall 
find, I will make the Heavens themſelves reſound with 
your Commendations. No, no, anſwered ARN AL. 
DUS, I will have none of your Commendations; be- 
cauſe Praiſe is no farther valuable, than when it pro- 
ceeds from the Mouths of worthy Perſons; and though 
it is the juſt Reward of Virtue, it is never to be te-

The Prince of Denmark informs AURISTELLA 
of TAURITISA; and of his Agreement with 
ERIA NDER» 


URTNG theſe Tranſactions, AurisTELLA 
waited impatiently an Opportunity to ſpeak 
privately with PE RIAN DER]; in order to be informed 
what was the Subject of his Converſation with the 
Prince of Denmark : Nor was ſhe much leſs eager to 
know what was become of Taurisa, for whom ſhe 
had a great Value 3 not having ſeen her come out of 
his Ship, though Prataxbk s, had ailured ker, he 
leſt her chere. 

THE Prince of Denmark alſo, was watching an 
Opportunity to diſcourſe privately with her; which 
having ſoon found; Charming Aur1sTELLA, /aid 
he, your Misfortunes have baniſhed from your Me- 
mory certain Things, which you was, in ſome Mea- 
ſure, obliged to have kept in Remembrance. I do not 
alledge this in Behalf of myſelf, for I could almoſt wiſh 
to have been baniſhed thence ; it would be a Proof of 
my having had a Place there, at leaſt for ſome Mo- 
ments; which is a Happineſs I ſhould value above all 
Things in the World. But, whether you have allow'd 
me any Share in your Remembrance, or would not ſo 
much as vouchſafe to think,of one, whoſe Thoughts have 
been intirely fixed upon you, I ſhall always conform 
myſelf to the Will of Heaven, which has created me 
to be wholly reſigned. to your Pleaſure. But, to re- 
turn to the prodigious Effect your Misfortunes have 
had upon you, they have made you forget en- 
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duiring both after the Welfare of the King my Fa- 
ther, and of your faithful TavRisa. Being fully 
convinced, Ingratitude has no Share, in your Oblivion 
of a Prince, who tenderly loves you, and has always 
given you uncommon Proofs of his Eſteem, I will, of 
my own Accord, inform you, he would be better than 
he is, could he fee you take one Step, towards aſ- 
cending the Throne which he deſigns you. As to 
TAU RISA, I had indeed taken her on board with me, 
with intent to ſell her to the Barbarians, in order to 
diſcover, by her Means, whether you was in their 
Power ; and to have delivered you from thence. 

AS to your Brother, he has undoubtedly told you, 
by what Means he fell into my Hands; as alſo what 
we had concerted together for your Deliverance, in 
caſe you ſhould happen to be in that Iſland. I have 
attempted divers Times, as, I believe, I told you be- 
fore, to return, when the adverſe Winds very fortu. 
nately prevented me ; and brought me, where I now 
enjoy the Happineſs, of again beholding the Charmer, 
whom I had reſolved to have ſought the World over. 
As to Tavrisa, continued he, the Sea-Air not 
agreeing with her ; I delivered her into the Care of 
two Officers, who were returning to Ierne; becauſe I 
had not in my Veſſel, which is more like that of a 
Pyrate, than a King's Son, the Remedies neceſſary 
for her Recovery; enjoining them, at the ſame Time, 
very ſtrictly, to take a particular Care of her 
Health; and aſſuring them, I would ſoon come in 
Perſon to fetch her, and carry her to Denmark. Theſe 
are two Things, whereof I was willing to inform 
you, and this is a third, which I am obliged to tell 
you: I have agreed with PRERITAN DER, that we will 
all of us embark this Night for England ; and that 
from thence we will croſs over to F:qnce ; where we 
ſhall find Conveniences, to carry you by Land, to ac- 
compliſh your Vow ; and to crown, even in Rome it- 
ſelf, if you think proper, a Happineſs, which I can 
never enjoy, unleſs Iderive it from you. As for the 
reſt, /aid he, in ſhort, our Agreement will take Place 
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no farther than you do not oppoſe it; and we dont 
pretend to put it in Execution, without your Conſent. 

I ſhall always acquieſce, anſwered AurSETL LA, 
with whatever my Brother and you ſhall be pleaſed 
to agree upon together. Lovely AURISTELL a, an- 
fred the Prince, you ſpeak with a Coldneſs that 
greatly alarms me ; and ſeems to foretel me a Misfor- 
tune, which I ſhall not have the Strength to ſupport. 
No, divine Beauty, purſued he, I cou'd not bear, with- 
out dying, to be made ſenſible, that yourCondeſcenſion 
to our Deſign, is only in pure Complaiſance to the 
Deſire of your Brother. 

I do myſelf noViolence,myLord,/aid AurISTELL A, 
in agreeing to what you have concluded with PE R1- 
ANDER ; it is even with Pleaſure, I hear, you are 
both going to conduct me to a Place, whence, without 
running any new Dangers, I may continue my Pil- 
grimage to Rome; and ſhould look upon myſelf as 
moſt ungrateful, ſhould I not, inſtead of theAverſion, 
whereof you complain, be touch'd with an Eſteem 
and Gratitude, proportionable to the Obligations you 
have laid upon me. You conſent, cried Ax x Alus, 
to my carrying you to a Port, whence you may con- 
tinue your Pilgrimage by Land, to {taly; but you 
don't tell me, charming Aua 1s5TELL 4; that you will 
then permit me, to accompany you farther. That 
does not depend upon me, anſwered AURISTELLA : 
Heaven has again placed me under the Authority of 
my Brother ; Iam now obliged to _ my Will 
by his: He owes you his Liſe, which you have pre- 
ſerved ; and he is too grateful, for ſo ſignal a Benefit, 
not to be conformable to your Deſires. 

IF Ihave been fortunate enough, replied the Prince, 
to deliver PERIAN DER, from the Danger wherewith 
he was threatened ; he has ſaved me, from the Perils, 
to which the Deſire of finding her, without whom I 
cou'd not have lived, would have expoſed me; and, 
ſince you have the Goodneſs not to oppole his Deſigns, 
let us rejoin this, dear Brother, who will ſoon be mu- 
tually allied to us ; fince he does dot refuſe, on his 
Side, to put the finiſhing Stroke to our Happinels.

The Prince of Denmark, with PERIANDER, 
AuRIsSTELLA, and their Company, embark, 
MauRITius foretels their being caſt away, 
but ſaving their Lives, 


T was reſolved, by the Majority of Voices, that, 

according to the Prince of Denmar#'s Intention, 
they ſhould ſet ſail about Midnight; that Part of thoſe, 
who had returned from the Iſland of Barbarians, 
ſhould go on board the Eigliſb and Spaniſb Ships; and 
that PERRI¹ANDER, AuUkRiSTELLA, MavkimTivs, 
LapisLauvs, TRASILLA, the two ANxToN10's, 
RicLA, CoxnsTANT1A, and Rur IL 10, ſhould em- 
bark in the Prince of Denmark's Veſſel; wherein the 
releaſed Priſoners, Gower and RosamonD, were 
likewiſe ſuffered to go. It would be needleſs to men- 
tion, that they took care to ſupply themſelves, with 
every Thing, their obliging Landlord's Habitation 
could afford, 

DURING this Interval, the venerable Mav- 
RIT1UsS was contemplating the Stars, and obſerving 
the Poſition of the Heavens, in order to point out 
the favourable Moment for their Departure ; and, af- 
ter a long and ſerious Deliberation upon that Head,

der the Waves. No ſooner were theſe Words out of 


his Mouth, than five or fix Sailors ſlid down by a 
Rope to the very Keel of the Ship ; ſearched it ex- 
actly on all Sides; and found it had not any Ways re- 
ceived the leaſt Damage : Accordingly, mounting a- 
gain upon Deck, they aſſured the Prince, that all 
was tight, and in good Order ; and that the Water in 
the Sink was thick and ſtinking, which was a certain 
Sign none had got Entrance lately.

Don Ax rod io having ſpoken this, loud enough to 
be overheard by PERIAN DER, and MauRITIUSs, who 
had not fallen aſleep again; it is not at all ſurprizing, 
ſaid the latter, to find a Tradeſman, who is a tolerable 
Poet ; becauſe Poetry does not lie in the Hands, but in 
the Underſtanding ; and the Soul of a Taylor may be 
as well turn'd for that Art, as that of a General Ofi- 
cer ; every Soul having been originally form'd of the 
all- productive Breath of the ſame Creator: Inſomuch, 
that it is onl hanna to the Frame of the Body, 
and the Diſpoſition of its Organs, that the Soul diſ- 


plays more or leſs Underſtanding ; and attains to that 
Kind of Knowledge, to which its Stars moſt incline it ; 
it not being to be ſuppoſed, that thoſe Defects in the 
Senſes, which we obſerve daily in the World, as in 
natural Fools, and Ideots, proceed originally from my 
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Defe& in the Soul; but that they ariſe from the ill 
Conformation of the Organs of the Body. 

WE muſt not wonder then, continued he, at find- 
ing RuT1L10 to be a Poet, tho“ we only knew him 
hitherto to have been a Dancing-Maſter: Ay, and 
ſuch an incomparable Maſter, . chi Don Ax ro 10, 
that he has cut a Caper up to the very Clouds. That 
is very true, ax/wered RuTILIO, and I almoſt cut 
one up to the ſtarry Heavens ; when an abominable 
Sorcerels tranſported me, through the Air, in leſs than 
four Hours, from Tuſcany to Norway ; where, as I 
was telling you, not long ago, I kill'd her under the 
Form of a Wolf ; which ſhe had aſſumed, to terrify 
me, and to gain her deteſtable Ends, by that Means. 

I T is a prodigious Miſtake, /aid again old Mav x 1- 
ius, interupting him, to imagine the People, in any 
of theſe Northern Parts, can transform themſelves into 
He or She Wolves; although this fabulous Story is 
generally believed, by the Inhabitants of theſe Re- 
gions. Why ſhould not this Metamorphoſis be thought 
poſſible, cry'd Prince AxnalDus, when they will 
aſſure you, that, in one of the Iſlands, in the Northern 
Seas, whole Herds of Wolves are to be ſeen, 
which are only Men and Women, who have trans- 
form'd themſelves into thoſe Animals? It is an idle 
Story, anfever'd Mauritius, to which none of the 
Natives, who have any Underſtanding, give the leaſt 
Credit; and this ſilly Fable is yet more improbable, 
as no Wolves are bred in that Iſland. 

WH AT we are to underſtand then, by this Trans- 
formation of Men into Wolves, is, that they are ſub- 
je, in ſome Parts of that Iſland, to a certain Di- 


Kemper, which the Phyſicians call Mania Lupina, or 


the Wolf-Phrenzy; and which is of ſuch an unac- 
countable Nature, that they, who are ſeized there- 
with, imagine themſelves to be changed into Wolves: 
Accordingly, they flock together in the Fields, and 
upon the Mountains, where they either howl like 
thoſe Animals, or bark like Dogs. They alſo pull up 
the Trees, and tear them in Pieces with their * 4 
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falling likewiſe upon any Paſſengers they meet ; and 
devouring the Fleſh of ſach, as cannot make their 
Eſcape from them. But, in ſhort, /aid he, to con- 
clude, for my Part, I give not the leait Credit to any 
of theſe Reports, of actual Transformations ; but 
believe they are imaginary, and not real. 

I ſhall not determine ſo nice a Problem, either 
on one Side, or the other, an/wer'd RurrLIO; all 
that I know 1s, that thinking to kill a She-Wolf, I 
found my Sorcereſs expiring at my Feet. I don't 
contradict you, as to that Point, eh' MauriTius ; 
but you cannot prevent my believing, that the Sor- 
cereſs caſt ſuch a Miſt before your Eyes, as to make 
you ſee one Thing for another ; for I can never agree, 
that any Creature can change its Nature, into ano- 
ther, different from that, which was firſt aſſign'd it by 
our great Creator. 

AS the Converſation turned, almoſt the whole 
Night, upon this Subject, towards Break of Day, 
Gower, who had liſten'd to them till then, without 
ſpeaking one Word, cou'd not help joining therein ; I 
wou'd not give a Farthing, /aid he, to be aſſured, 
whether there is any Truth, or not, in theſe Trans- 
formations, In Effect, what is it to me, whether, or 
no, there are any Men, who change themſelves into 
Wolves? Or whether, or no, any Monarchs take 
Wing along the Skies, in the Shape of Ravens, as is 
ſaid of King AxTHUR. Nevertheleſs, added be, if 
the latter had the Power of metamorphoſing them- 
ſelves into Birds, I ſhould rather chuſe to have them 
transform themſelves into Doves, than into Vultures, 
or Kites. | 

SOFTLY, Gower, cry'd the Prince of Den- 
mark, don't ſpeak ill of crown'd Heads; but take 
care of offending them in the leaſt. That is 
what I ſhall be ſufficiently upon my Guard againſt, 
anſwered Gower ; my laſt Puniſhment has put a 
Gag in my Mouth, or rather a Curb upon my 
Tongue, which will prevent its ſtirring in that Re- 
ſpect. Upon mature Conſideration, purſued he, ] be- 
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gin-to be ſenſible, that witty and ill-natured Jeſts may, 
perhaps, divert ſome, but that, at the ſame Time, 
they are diſagreeable to, and provoke others; and that 
the Laſh is only for the Back of thoſe, who cannot 
keep Silence. In ſhort, made wiſer by woful Expe- 
rience, I conclude, I ought, for the future, to be 
quiet; and lead a ſedate Life, under the Protection, 
your Highneſs has been ſo generous to afford me. 

I ſet no little Value, /aid AUuRISTELLA, who had 
fome Time been taking the Air upon Deck, on the Sacri- 
fice Gower makes us, of that Inclination, which 
hurried him on to ſatyrize his Neighbours : Detrac- 
tion is a Paſſion, which is almoſt unſurmountable ; 
and ſince he has got the better thereof, I hope, 
he will alſo maſter all thoſe, which might make him 
loſe the Favour of his Deliverer, and Benefactor. 
When Gower learns how to govern his Tongue, 
cry'd Ros Auoxp, /ooking at AURISTELLA, I thall 
learn Diſcretion ; my Inclination to Pleaſure, and 
his Propenſity to Slander, are Vices too natura!, and 
too much inbred in us, for any one to depend upon 
our Amendment in thoſe Reſpects: Nay, purſued /+, 
it is more probable, that an Alteration will be {een in 
my Behaviour, than in his ; becauſe Beauty decays as 
old Age advances; and, in Proportion, as we loſe our 
Charms, our Paſſions grow leſs ungovernable, and loſe 
their Ardour by Degrees. But it is not the ſame with 
Detraction; Slander being the Daughter of Malice, 
and Envy, Time has no Power over her; the more 
he who is intoxicated with her Poiſon, advances in 
Years, the more he ſheds his Venom, out of meer 
Spite, upon all that fall under his Laſh. Virtuous, or 
Blame-worthy, Innocent, or Guilty, all ſeem then, 
more than ever, to become the Objects of his Aver- 
fion ; becauſe he cannot, without Regret, ſee thoſe, 
who are younger than himſelf, enjoy agreeably the 
Flower of their Age, and lead a voluptuous Liſe, 
whilſt he can no longer taſte the Sweets thereof him - 
{elf 
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ALMOST all human Actions, /ai4 TaA81L TA, 
in her Turn, tend continually to Evil; and I would 
iay, if I durſt, that every one poſts on to his own 
Ruin, by a different Way. The Courſe we are now 
ſteering, however, cryd LADIsLAus, does not ſeem 
to be amiſs ; and if I may judge, by the Winds which 
fill our Sails, we ſhall arrive proſperouſly at the Har- 
bour, where all our Troubles will end. The Winds, 
ſaid the young Cox sr AN TIA, did not ſeem leſs favour- 
able laſt Night; and yet, the Dream of the venerable 
MavRiT1vs, gave us ſuch a terrible Alarm, that, I 
thought, we were all upon the Point, of being ſwal- 
low'd up by the Sea. 

CONFOUNDED, and grieved, at the Terror 
he had cauſed, old Mauairius was a little out of 
Countenance ; whereſore, charming Coxs r ANTI, 
ſaid he, had I not been brought up in the Chriſtian 
Religion, and did I not know, that Heaven forbids 
our giving Credit to Dreams, becauſe all have not the 
Gift of underſtanding them, I ſhould ftill readily lay 
ſome Streſs upon that, which was the Occaſion of your 
Uneaſineſs: Nay, to tell the Truth fincerely, I am 
not yet ſo well recover'd, from the Shock given me by 
that Dream, but that I have ſtill ſuch a Palpitation of 
the Heart, and ſuch an Oppreſſion upon my Spirits, 
as will not ſuffer my Mind to be in its uſual Tranqui- 
lity. However that be, purſued he, if we are really 
threatened with any Danger, either all the Rules of 
judicial Aſtrology are uncertain, or this Misfortune is 
not to befal us, by any of the Elements — 
againſt us, but only by ſome Treachery, contriv 
— Enemies, whoſe Hearts will be full of impure De- 
res. 

I cannot entertain a Thought, an/wer'd the Prince 
of Denmark, that any of our Company can harbour a 
criminal Paſſion ; eſpecia!ly in the Midſt of a Sea, 
which, though now calm, may in a Moment become 
tempeſtuous, and involve us all in one common Ship- 
wreck; but, added he, a chaſte and innocent Love 
may remain in its full Vigour, even when _ 
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ſtares one in the Face ; becauſe it is the Nature there- 
of, to exiſt even in the other Life. ARrNaLDvus 
ſpoke in this Manner, to the venerable Maus 1T1vus, 
in order to inſinuate artfully to PERIAN DER, Au RI 
STELLA, and the reſt, that the Motions of his 
Heart were all regulated, hy the Dictates of Reaſon. 
A Prince, continued he, who treats his Subjects as if 
they. were his Children, ought not to be apprehenſive, 
of their joining in any wicked Attempts 3 him; 
they look upon him as their common Father, who is 
near and dear to them. In order to judge the better 
of the Truth of my Prediction, /aid Mau RI r ius, let 
the Reſt of the Day paſs over our Heads; and if no 
Misfortune befals us before Night, we will all rejoice 
together, at the Vanity of my Art. 

WHEN the Sun began to ſet under the Horizon, 
and TuzEris ſeemed to hold out her Arms ready to 
receive him, the Sea continued ſtill in an equal Tran- 
quility ; the Wind held fair, without any Variation; 
and not a Cloud could be diſcovered, which could 
alarm the Pilot: In ſhort, the Sea, the Wind, and 
the Heavers, all together, and each in particular, 
— 17 a moſt proſperous Voyage; when they all 

eard the prudent Mauritius, cry out a ſecond 
Time, with more Vehemence than at firſt, We are 
ſinking! Heaven help us! we are ſinking! we are all 
drowned ! 
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A Shipwreck occaſioned by two Soldiers, in order is 
carry off AURISTELLA, and "TRASIL= 
LA; the Separation of PERIANDER and Au- 
RISTELLA. 


Woo RCE had the diſcerning Mavrirtrus be- 
gun to lift up his Voice, when the Prince of 
Denmark running to him, what new Dream have you 
had now, venerable Sir, /aid he ? What Floods are 
overwhelming us? Or what Waves ſo much as toſs 
our Veſſel, with the leaſt Violence? Inſtead of an 
Anſwer, which he was in vain expecting from Ma v - 
RITIUs, who was fo much ſeized with Fear, he could 
not ſpeak a Word ; he ſaw a Sailor come up one of 
the Hatches, with the Water running out of his 
Mouth and Eyes, and Terror painted in his Face : 
Our Ship is uncalk'd in ſeveral Places, ſaid he; and 
the Water ruſhes in with ſo much Violence, that in 
a few Minutes the Deck will be covered therewith : 
Let every one think how to preſerve his Life; and 
you, my Prince, added he, order the Pinnace to be 
hoiſted out inſtantly; and get away therein, with 
whatever you have of moſt Value on Board, 

EVERY one, then, began to conſider, how to fave 
imſelf; the Prince and PE RIAN DER help'd to hoiſt 
but the Pinnace, and made Aua sT EL LA, TRASILLA, 
Ricla, CoxsrAN TIA, and old Mau Ririvs, with 
young AnToxn1o, enter therein, pell-mell together; 
and, as for RosamonD, finding nobody troubled his 
Head about her, ſhe got down into it like the reſt, 
without asking Leave ; the Prince then being buſy, 
obſerving a Couple of Soldiers, who were —_— 
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a —1 which was faſtened to one of the Sides of the 
eſſel. 

ONE of theſe Soldiers, ſeeing his Companion re- 
folved to get in firſt, drew a Dagger, and ſtabbed him 
to the Heart: This done, he /aid, fince we have in 
vain plotted a Treaſon, againſt the Son of our Sove- 
reign, let thy Death be thy Puniſhment for it, and ſerve 
as an Example to me ; at leaſt, for the few Moments I 
have to live: Leaping then into the Sea, O Prince 
ArxnALDUs, cry'd he, ſupporting himſelf above the 
Waves, hear the Conſpiracy, which I will declare be- 
fore my Death. That Traitor, whom I have juſt pu- 
niſhed, in Concert with me, has uncalk'd, and bor'd 
Holes in your Veſſel, with Deſign to ſink it ; and to 
take Advantage of your Confuſion, to carry off Av r1- 
STELLA and TRASILLA ; whom we had reſolved to 
enjoy, on the firſt Land, whither we could get, with 
that Boat. But our Deſign being rendred abortive, by 
his Imprudence, I have juſt now deprived him of 
Life, whilſt I myſelf, to avoid your Reſentment, am 

oing to the Bottom of the Waves, to waſh away my 
rime ; having thus ſaid, he ceaſed to bear him- 
felf up any longer, and ſunk in an Inſtant. 

NOTWITHSTANDING the Clamour:, 
and Lamentations, of thoſe, who ſaw themſelves up- 
on the Point of periſhing, Ax x A LD vs heard what the 
Soldier had faid ; and, in the mean time, PertanDtr 
got hold of the Boat; into which he made the Prince 
enter, together with old ANTox1o, LADISLAus, 
RuT1r1o, and CLop io, without thinking of wha: 
Proviſions they might want: This done, they 
rowed away after the Pinnace, that was got to ſome 
Diſtance from the Ship, which was ſoon covered wit! 
the Waves. Unfortunately Night came on, before 
the Boat came up to the Pinnace ; from whence Au- 
RISTELLA was Continually calling her Brother PE- 
RIANDER,whilſt he anſwer'd her, by the tender Name 
of Siſter. Ta A81L LA, and LapisLavs, alſo, mu- 
tually cry d out to each other; and the Words, dear 
Husband, and beloved Wife, reſounded in the — in 
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Proportion as they both loſt the Hopes of rejoining 


each other, by reaſon of the Winds, which began to 
riſe, and to blow, from different Quarters. 

IN ſhort, the Boat, at laſt, was ſeparated entirely 
from the Pinnace; and driven away, whither the 
Winds were pleaſed to carry it. As to the Pinnace, 
more burthened, if I may ſo ſay, with the Grief of 
thoſe within it, than their Weight, it continued ſtill, 
almoſt in the ſame Place ; becauſe they had no Oars 
therein, they having been forgotten in their Fright and 
Hurry. As the Night grew yet darker, Au a 1871 K L LA, 
and 'TRASILLA, with the reſt of the Women, be- 
came more and more ſenſible of their Misfortune, 
and the wiſe Maur1T1vus knew not himſelf what to 
think. He ſaw himſelf, with theſe afflicted Ladies, 
in the midſt of an unknown Sea ; threatened with all

I go 
too faſt, for you to keep up with me ; beſides, my 
Walk may, perhaps, be longer, and more laborious, 
than either you or I imagine. 

O young Man, without Experience, an/wwered Ro- 
S$AMOND, how far are you, at preſent, from knowing 
why I follow you, and how much you are obliged to 
me for my Procedure! O new Hunter, purſued ſbe, 
fairer than Apollo, you behold another Daphne, who, 
inſtead of flying you, earneſtly ſeeks your Embraces : 
Don't mind what little Decay Time may have cau- 
ſed in my Charms; but look upon me as that 
famous Ros A moxp, who has long kept a great Mo- 
narch in her Chains, and triumphed over the Liberty 
of Men, the moſt Proof againſt the Charms of Love. 
I adore you, lovely Youth, more amiable than the 
Son of Venus; and the Paſſion, wherewith he has in- 
flamed me, reduces my Heart to Aſhes, in the midſt 
of theſe frozen Snows : Yield yourſelf up to my ten- 
der Embraces ; and taſte there ſuch Delights, as you 
never yet knew the Sweets of ; and if you will unite 
your Fortune with mine, when we arrive at England, 
where I have concealed immenſe Riches, I will make 
you Maſter of as much Gold, as Midas or Cre jus. 
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HAVING thus ſaid, Rosamons held her 
Tongue, leaving it to her Hands, to explain the Reſt 
of her Intentions; and was juſt going to lay hold of 
thoſe of ANnTox10, When ſtand back, filthy Harpy, 
cry'd he, puſhing her away, and don't infect the Table 
of PHiNEAsS ; neither form any of thy criminal De- 
ſigns upon a Youth, who is not born thy Slave, Far 
from looking upon you as ſuch, anſwered Rosamoin, 
I regard you as a Maſter, whom I will ſerve as long 
as I live ; it is no longer in my Power not to love you 
the Reſt of my Days: Why have I not ſtill my for- 
mer Charms ! perhaps, you would then find in me, 
what you now obſerve in AUR1ISTELLA; and would 
be ſenſible of the ſame Ardour for Ros Auoxp, as 
you ſhew for the Service of that divine Maiden. 

IF I do ſhew any Zeal for her Service, /aid An- 
rox io, quite out of Patience, it proceeds only from 
Friendſhip ; and I don't ſo much deſire to ſee Aux - 
8TELLA for her Beauty, as for her Virtue ; wert 
thou therefore, as young and beautiful as that Maiden, 
whom you call divine, undoubtedly, becauſe the Pu- 
rity of her Soul makes it an Image of the Deity ; 
wert thou, I /ay, as adorable as her, not having the 
ſame Innocence and Virtue, I ſhould only abhor and 
deſpiſe thee. As for that Wealth thou boaſteſt of, in- 
ſtead of exciting in me any ambitious Defires, it on- 
ly brings to my Remembrance, the frightful Number 
of abominable Actions, which a chaſt Mouth dares 
not utter; and which, nevertheleſs, thou haſt been 
guilty of to acquire it. Be gone, leave me at quiet. 

AH! Barbarian, cryd RosamonD, interrupting 
im; Tyger, whom no Woman, but a Monſter, has 
brought into the World, cannot I molhfy the Fierce- 
neſs of thy Soul ? Can not I melt that frozen Heart ? 
Cruel as thou art ! oughteſt thou to have inſpired me 
with ſuch tender Sentiments! Alas! wilt thou ſuffer — 

CEASE, ©v&yd AN rox io, interrupting her in his 
Turn ; ceaſe to diſcover to me, what Impurity thou 
harboureſt in thy Heart; and rather reflect, how 
little Diſtance, perhaps, there is, between the Mo- 
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nent wherein thou propoſeſt this Crime to me, and 
that of Death, wherewith Hunger threatens us in this 
deſart Iſland. Return from whence thou cameſt, pur- 
ſued he, or, if thou followeſt me any farther, I will 
niſh thee for thy Obſtinacy, by publiſhing thy 
railty; and perhaps, even by putting an End to thy 
filthy Life. This cutting Reply, which Rosa MOD 
did not in the leaſt e . ſtruck her ſo to the Heart, 
ſhe could neither fetch a Sigh, nor ſhed a Tear ; but 
remained more frozen than the Snow, whereon ſhe 
ſtood, and in a Manner motionleſs. 
THE virtuous Ax rox 10 left her in that Condi- 
tion, to continue his Search of Game, and Diſcovery of

IN order to diſſuade from their Deſign, theſe two 
Competitors, whoſe noble and majeſtic Look, in- 
ſpired him both with Eſteem and Compaſſion, the pru- 
dent Maur1Tivs was about to repreſent to them, the 
Injuſtice of that Compulſion, they would uſe to the 
indiſpoſed Fair One; and the eternal Puniſhment to 
which they condemned themſelves, in running the 
Hazard of a Combat, forbidden by all Laws, both hu- 
man and divine. But the Cavalier, who had not yet 
ſpoken, immediately interrupted him : It is not now 
a Time, /aid he, to amuſe us with any Remonſtrances ; 
nothing can diſſuade us from our Intention; and, for 
my Part, I only called you, to ask whether you could 
give any Relief, to this juit-departing Beauty, 
ſo as to prolong her Life; to which mine is fo 
cloſely united, that ſhe cannot die, without my expir- 
ing at the ſame Time. Our Impatience, reſumed the 
Fit, to know what Fate will decide about our reſpective 
Pretenſions, will not ſo much as allow us Time, to 
_enquire who you are; nor by what Chance you hap- 

n to be in a Country ſo deſolate. Having thus ſaid, 
Fe fell Sword in Hand upon his Adverſary ; who re- 
ceived him, not only with the Courage of a brave 
Man, but of a Rival; in whom all the Reſolution of 
a valiant Soldier, and all the Fury of a deſperate 
Lover, are united. ;

He had Strength enough, how- 
ever, to get back to her whom he adored ; and draw - 
ing nigh to that expiring Fair One, I have got the 
better, /aid he, and you are the Reward of my Vic- 
tory ; and though I ſhall not enjoy you many Mi- 
nutes, yet does the Joy of poſſeſſing you one Moment, 
without a Rival, render me the happieſt Creature in 
the Univerſe. Receive, continued he, into your Bo- 
ſom, that Soul, which my laſt Gaſp reſigns up to 
you; that is the Place where it ſeeks to be united to 
you, never to part again. All this Time, he bathed 
her Face with his Blood, whilſt ſhe had already ſo far 
loſt her Senſes, as neither to perceive it, nor to be 
able to return him any Anſwer, to his moſt moving 
and tender Expreſſions. 

FINDING neither of the Antagoniſts offered

But who 
can imagine her Surprize, when ſhe had no ſooner 
cauſed theſe melancholy Objects to be ſeparated, than 
ſhe knew the expiring Fair One, to be the very Mai- 
den, whom Prince Ax x AL p us had placed in her Ser- 
vice, whilſt ſhe was at the Court of Denmart. 
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SHE was grieved, to a Degree not to be expteſ- 
ſed ; eſpecially when, on going to aſſiſt her, ſhe per- 
ceived her quite motionleſs, and dead. Ah! my 
dear Tavris A, cry'd foe out, is this the Condition 
wherein I was again to find you? Is this the Reward 
of all your faithful Services? Juſt Heaven! what 
Prodigies do you cauſe to happen, to ſhake my Con- 
ſtancy under my Misfortunes! Weak Mortal as I am, 
can I bear up under the intolerable Preſſure! Oh] too 
happy Tavis a, thou no longer art ſenſible of thy 
Sufferings! neither would mine be ſo grievous, if, 
like thee, I could hope to find an End to them, in the 
Arms of Death. Great God! to what Means haſt 
thou Recourſe, to debar me from all the Ways, which 
might lead me to that Repoſe, I only ſeek in thee, 

AFTER fixing her Eyes ſome Time longer upon 
TaurisA, it is not now a Seaſon for Lamentations, 
ſaid ſhe ; neither are Complaints any longer proper; 
let us rather employ ourſelves about a Work of Cha- 
Tity : Let us bury, and pray for the Repoſe of the Souls 
of theſe unfortunate Wretches. She defired old MA v R- 
Tivs, therefore, to ſend back the Sailors, to fetch 
ſome Inſtruments to dig up the Ground, in order to 
their Interment ; and the prudent Sire not only readi- 
ly complied with her Requeſt, but accompanied them 
to the Ship, to engage the Captain, to take him and 
his Company aboard. | 
_ WHILST Mavrzrrtivs was thus employed, 
Avur1STELLA, TRASILLA, and the reſt, prepared 
Tavrisa for her Burial. This done, the old Sire 
ſoon returned, and informed them, of his having 
agreed with the Captain. They interred TAauRIs4a, 
then, in a Place, where the Waves could not waſh a- 
way the Earth ; but the Sailors would not ſuffer them 
to do the ſame by the two Cavaliers, who had died in 
the Duel ; they left their Carcaſes, therefore, a Prey, 
to whatever Beaſts, or Reptiles might happen to be in 
the Iſland. 

ROSAMOND, whom Shame had made fix her 
Eyes upon the Ground, from the Time ſhe _ -4 

ucceſs- 
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ſucceſsfully declared her criminal Love to Ax rox ic, 
at laſt raiſed them up, to follow 'TAavr1sa's Corpſe, 
to the Place of Burial. There, giving way to the 
moſt lively Sorrow; You, ſaid ſhe, who are doing ſo 
charitable an Action, if Juſtice, and Mercy, dwell in 
your Breaſts, exerciſe thoſe two greatV irtues towards me. 
As ſoon, purſued ſhe, as I arrived at the Age, to make 
uſe of my Reaſon, I rebelled always againſt her Coun- 
ſels, and that Share of Light, which Heaven had 
conferred upon me. 

SEDUCED by the Charms of Riches, which 
my Lovers brought me in Abundance, I gave myſelf 
up to the Debauchery of Youth, till Vice grew, in a 
Manner, inſeparable from me, Gower has already 
informed you, that I forced a powerful Monarch to 
wear my Chains; and had all the Men, whom I 
thought handſome, to my Adorers; but Time, that 
unmerciful Deſtroyer of Beauty, having made ſome 
Havock with mine, when I leaſt expected it, I am 
become homely, before my being recovered from my 
Follies ; and, as our Paſſions are ſeated in our Souls, 
which never grow old, they ſtill maintain the ſame 
Power as ever over me, and I am not able to reſiſt 
them. Being hurried on, added foe, by my predomi- 
nant Inclination to the Joys of Love, I conceived a 
more ardent Affection for Ricra's Son, than any I 
have, perhaps, ever. felt, even in the Flower of my 
Years. I have declared it to him, but, Barbarian as 
he is, he has not been in the leaſt affected therewith z 
but has heard me with a Heart as frozen, as the Snow, 
upon which we tread. Finding myſelf then deſpiſed, 
at preſent, inſtead of beloved, as uſual, this Turn of 
Fortune has quite exhauſted my Patience, and I can- 
not bear up under it 

OLD Mavkirtivs, who was preſent, a 
this Confeſſion of her enormous Crimes, though he 
could not help ſhuddering thereat, told her, that, in 
the preſent Condition of ih Conſcience, ſhe ought to 


have Recourſe to Repentance, and not to Deſpair : 
And as, being threeſcore Years old, he loved to mora- 
G 3 lize, 
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lize, better than he did in his younger Days, he 
diſplayed at Length, before that Sinner, thoſe Re- 
flections upon human Frailty; which he had care- 
fully treaiured up in his Memory. 

YOU complain, /aid he, that you cannot bear, 
not to have the ſame Regard ſhewn you at Fifty, as 
you met with when you was but Fifteen.

YOU fay, continued he, that, as our Souls don't 
grow old, (which I grant, becauſe they are immortal) 
our Paſſions, which have their Seat therein, don't grow 
old neither, but are always in equal Vigour. By your 
Leave, this Conſequence is not juſt. Though theſe 
Paſſions take their Riſe in the Soul, it does not follow 
from thence, that they are of the ſame Eſſence as that, 


which is a Particle of the divine Breath. As they 


are not, therefore, any eſſential Part thereof, they 
may ceaſe to have ſuch an Aſcendant over us, as you 
aſcribe to them, without the Soul's ceaſing of Courſe, 
to exiſt, 

I wiſh you well, Ros amonD, purſued he, you cane 
not but know it ; and what I ſaid in your Favour to 
the Prince of Denmark, ſhewed it ſufficiently : If you 
are convinced of this, you ought to look upon me 
with a ſomewhat leſs ſullen A , and to hear me 
with ſome Confidence, I am not one of thoſe, who 
expect People to make a thorough Reformation in a 
Moment; an old inflamed Sore in a diſtempered Bo- 
dy, is not fo eaſily, or ſo ſoon healed, as — — 

ou 
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Wound in a ſound one: But our Senſuality muſt 
have an End, ſhould we enjoy its moſt ſeducing Plea- 
ſures, even to decrepid old Age; becauſe our Concu 
piſcence can extend no farther than this Life, which 
has a limited Term : And when we are arrived at 
that Period, if we reflect upon thoſe voluptuous De- 
fires, which have ſeduced us, we only look back upon 
them as on a Dream, which vaniſhes when we a- 
wake ; and nothing remains thereof but the Sorrow, 
for having given ourſelves up to them. I refer my- 
ſelf to your own Experience, Ros amonD, added he; 
recollect thoſe Pleaſures you have enjoyed, and be 
Judge yourſelf, whether they now ſeem, to you, dif- 
ferent from thoſe Illuſions, which are produced by 
Sleep. I ſee, by the Confuſion in your Face, you 
are ſenfible of this Truth. Agree then, with me, 
that were you to enjoy thoſe Pleaſures, if poſſible, y<t 
fifty Years longer, you would have nothing left, at 
the End thereof, but the Remorſe, for not having 
ſpent the latter Part of your Life, in 2 Amends, 
for the Licentiouſneſs of the former. You ligh ! Hea- 
yen grant, that an Impulſe of its Grace, may make 
you turn back upon your paſt ConduR, thoſe Eyes, 
which you never yet opened, but to tempt thoſe to 
offend, who, being as weak as yourſelf, have fallen 
into the Snares, you Jaid for their Innocence. Tears 
flow from your Eyes! Happy Preſage of a holy In- 
troſpection into yourſelf; you will then no longer 
think, Vice muſt be your inſeparable Companion. 
Take Advantage of this fortunate Moment, when 
Heaven touches your Heart ; a fincere Repentance, 
and its Mercy, will extricate you from that Abyſs 
of Miſery, into which you have been plunged by 
thoſe Paſſions, whoſe Power over you is ſtill the 


ſame as ever, becauſe you never yet ſufficiently 


reſiſted them : Some few hearty Efforts, and you 
will get the better of them! 

ROSAMOND did ſigh indeed, and ſhed Tears; 
but that ſhe did ſo, was not the Effect of the moral 
Lectures of Mauxirius, but of her Rage; for 
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having been diſappointed, in her Deſign upon the 
young Barbarian ; and the Contempt, into which Age 
had brought her, contrary to her Expectation, ren- 
dered her inconſolable. — then, towards Au- 
RISTELLA and TRAs1L LA; for Pity, ſaid foe, put 
me into the Grave with this chaſt Maiden; my Aſhes, 
when mixed with her's, will not ſully their Purity. 
Then, looking upon AxnTon1o, and thou, young 
Inſenſible, continued ſbe, thou, who either art ar- 
rived, or art on the Point of arriving, at that Period, 
wherein thou wilt take thy full Swing of Pleaſure, 
pray Heaven, to let thee live no longer, than thou 
canſt enjoy Life, without growing diſagreeable; and 
if, by what tender Things I have ſaid to thee, I have 
offended thy nice Ears, which have been, as yet but little 
uſed to the Language of Lovers, forgive me a Tran- 
Port, which was only the Effect of a Paſſion thou hadſt 
inſpired; and which ſends me to the Grave. Having 
thus ſaid, ſhe fell in a Swoon, which made the Com- 
pany think, ſhe had given up the Ghoſt.

AURISTELLA, and her Company, embark on 
board the Veſſel of a Pyrate ; miſtaking it for a 
Merchant-Ship, The Death of RosamonD, 


HE venerable MauziTivs, though he faw 
with Aſtoniſnment, the little Regard Ros A- 
MOND had given, to what he had been ſaying; could 
not retain his Gravity, whilſt they were employ d in 
recovering her. What can this mad Woman mean, /aid 
be, wwithin himſelf ? Has Cur ip left Paphos, and Cy-

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therea, to inhabit theſe Hills and Deſarts, where all 
Sorts of Calamities ſeem to be met, to perſecute 
thoſe, who are fo unfortunate as to touch here! In 
my Time, purſued he, he uſed only to dwell in thoſe 
Places, where Mirth, and Joy, and Sports, and Paſ- 
times, reigned ; how comes he now to reſide here, 
amongſt Sighs and Groans? Neither were Au Ri- 
STELLA, and the reſt, leſs amazed than he, at her 
Diſcourſe; they gave her, however, what Aſſiſtance 
was neceſſary ; after which, old MavriTivs, and 
young Ax rox 10, conducted the Ladies to the Boat, 
which waited to carry them on board the Veſſel. yo 
were received there with all the Marks of a perfe 
Reſpect; and entertained ſo generouſly, as might 
make them Amends,for having been ſo ſeverely dieted, 
fince their Shipwreck : RosamonD, however, was 
ſo oppreſſed with Sorrow, for Ax rOoNMo's Inſenſi- 
bility, that they could not prevail on her, to take any 
Refreſhment. 

DURING their being thus regaled,two new Officers 
were created inſtead of thoſe, who had killed each other; 
which done, they again hoiſted Sail, without _—_ 
any certain Courſe ; for this Veſſel was not mann 
by lernians, as the Prince of Denmark thought, but 
by a Sort of Pyrates. MavriTivus was not a little 
concerned, at his having delivered himſelf into the 
Hands of Corſairs; he knew the Depravation of 
Manners, which generally reigns amongſt ſuch People;

at preſent, at the Expence of your Neighbours, let us 
hear ſome of your own Adventures; and, if I am 
nct miſtaken,they will be as entertaining, as any thing 
you can borrow. elſewhere. I would willingly agree 
thereto, anſwered the Captain, if I had not juſt be- 
thought me of one, the Relation of which will paſs 
your Time more to your Satisfaction, than the Recital 
of any of mine; the Occaſion of its being told me, was 
as follows. | 

BEING laſt Year at London, I got acquainted 
there with a young Lady, with whom TI fell deſper- 
ately in Love. Having the good Fortune not to ſeem 
diſagreeable to her, ſhe gave me Leave to demand her 
in Marriage ; but, juſt as I was preparing ſo to do, I 
was informed, her Mother had newly promiſed her 
to another; whereas I did not before imagine I had 
any Rival.

As I have never, made any Thing a Secret to you, 
reply'd J, I ſhall readily tell you what has brought 
me hither ; provided you promiſe me, in return, to 
acquaint me, why you choſe this Retirement: Know 
then, aid I, that I am in Love, and they are going 
to rob me of the dear Object of my Adorations. You 
ſtare at me, and make no Anſwer: Is there any 
Thing fo very ſurprizing in what I have told you? I 
am in a great Doubt, /aid he, ſhaking his Head, whe- 
ther you ſpeak ſeriouſly or not. hat! BETTORT 
in Love ! Berrokr, whom I have always 
known the profeſt Enemy of that ſoft Paſſion ! 
You, my dear Friend, who, more fickle than a But- 
terfly, have ever roved from one Miſtreſs to another;

You judge at pre- 
ſent, by what is paſt, anſauered J; becauſe you don't 
know I am quite altered. I confeſs, formerly, the 
mof. tempting Beauty, could keep me no longer in her 
Service, than was neceſſary, to inſpire her with a Paſ- 
ſion, I had no Deſign to feel myſelf ; and my 9 
would have been mortified, had I not ſignalized eac 
Period of my youthful Days, by ſome new Conqueſt: 
But this is not the Caſe at preſent ; two fine Eyes have 
humbled that — 4 and my Heart ſiding with 
them, I find myſelf caught, at a Time when I leaſt 


expected it.

What ! my dear Friend! cry'd I haſtily, will it be 
poſlible to bring this Mother to alter her Mind? We 
may even induce her to give you the Preference over 
your Competitor, /aid my Friend: To conyince you

a Sort of Sympathy, which unites Hearts at the firſt N 
Glance: I found myſelf — — moved, on lend - [ 
ing her my Hand; and a Bluſh overſpread her Face, | 
every Time our Eyes met. 

AS ſoon as ſhe was a little recovered, I could not 


help making her ſome Compliments upon her Beauty ; 
| but my Words could not ſufficiently extol its Luſtre 
I found her beyond all Expreſſion. If theſe pretend 
ed Charms, /aid foe, were as powerful, as your Com-

I open my Heart to you, perhaps, a little indiſ- 
creetly, added ſbe; nevertheleſs, as I believe, by your 
Air, I ſpeak toa Cavalier of confiderable Rank, I 
ought not to be apprehenſive of any ill Conſequences 
from my Imprudence ; and hope you will - aſcribe it 
only to the Grief which overwhelms me, and de- 
prives me of my Senſes.

Permit me, con- 
finued ſhe, remounting her Horſe, to rejoin the Hun- 
ters, leſt my Reputation ſhould ſuffer, by my being 
parted from them; and do not prejudice yourſelf a-

. W AS born, /aid the Captain, in one of the 
q Iſlands adjacent to Jerne ; which is fo large, that it 
| bears the Name of a Kingdom. The Government of 
1 this Iſland is not hereditary; not deſcending from Fa- 
| ther to Son, by the Right of Succeſſion. The Natives 
| always chuſe them ſelves a King, according as 
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| think proper ; inſomuch that the Choice always falls 
| to that Perſon, who is reckoned the moſt virtuous 
| Man in the Country; no Trafficking being there 
| allowed, to corrupt the Voters ; but the Sovereign be- 
| ing elected by a Choice, and an unanimous Con- 
. ent. | | 
| WHEN he has once aſſumed the abſolute Com- 
| mand, he retains it during Life ; unleſs he forfeits it 
| by an Abuſe of his Authority : And this makes thoſe 
Perſons, who aſpire to the Crown, walk in all 
| the Paths of Virtue, in order to arrive thereat, in 
their Turn ; whilſt the Prince, upon the Throne, en- 
deavours to ſurpaſs them therein, that he may not be 
forced to deſcend from thence. By this Means, the 
Wings of Ambition are clipped ; Avarice dares not 
give Way to its ſordid Deſires ; and Hypocriſy can- 
not long conceal itſelf, without throwiug off the M 
[| which diſguiſes it. 
[| BY fo prudent and well-regulated a Conduct, the 
| People live in Tranquility ; Juſtice keeps them _

the Buſineſs of the Poor is diſpatched, as well as that 
of the Rich, in the ſeveral Offices; no Sollicitations 
are hearkened to in the Courts of Judicature ; no Fraud 
is ſuffered in any Affairs of Commerce; and every one 
enjoys in Peace, what is his lawful Property. 

T H I'S Cuſtom, fo juſt, and well-grounded, in my 
Opinion, has placed the Scepter, at preſent, in the 
Hands of Por1cary ; a Man renowned, both for Arts 
and Arms. On his Acceſſion to the Crown, he had 
two Daughters, tranſcendently beautiful; the Eldeſt 
of whom is named AupaAL1a, and the youngeſt S1N- 
FOROSA. They had loſt their Mother, before they 
were advanced to the Rank of Princeſſes; but they 
were even then ſo admirably poliſhed, that they be- 
came, from that Time, incomparable Patterns, of all 
Sorts of Virtues, to the whole Kingdom.

ONE Time, when Por1cany had a Mind, to 
ſurpaſs all the Monarchs, his Predeceflors, at this So-

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a Carouſal, which ſhould exceed all that had gone 
before it, for Splendor and Magnificence. This ap- 
pointed Day being come, and Po LI AR being ſeat- 
ed in a Pavillion, upon the Stage, with AvD ALI A, 
SINFOROSA, and all that was moſt ſhining in his 
Court ; the Inſtruments of War, and Muſick, in 1 
Conjunction, having proclaimed the Opening of the 3

FOUR Cavaliers, who were going to diſpute | 
with eachother the Prize of the Foot-Race, had al- | | 
ready their Left Legs placed upon a Line, and their 
Right uplifted to ſtart away; when a Boat, newly 
if careened, was perceived, advancing ſwiftly towards 
| the Port, by the Help of Twelve Men who rowed, and 
| a2 Thirteenth who ſteered it. The Rowers were all 
| clothed in white, and he who held the Rudder in 
blue. On obſerving this, Port1cary forbid the Be- 
ginning the Race, till it was known who they were, 
who made ſuch Haſte to land ; preſuming they were 
l hurrying to the Feſtival, to ſhew their reſpective Per- 
1 formances. The firſt, who advanced to ſpeak to the 
1 King, was the Perſon who had ſteered the Boat. 
HE was a young Man, in the Flower of his Youth; 
whoſe Complexion ſurpaſſed in Beauty the Colour 
| of the Lilly and the Roſe; hjs fair Locks, tied 
| with a ſcarlet Ribbon, hung down in waving Curls to 
his Girdle; and he had ſuch a Sweetneſs, and Softneſs, 
1 in his Eyes, as won the Hearts of all who approached 
ll him.

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Preſence, will inſpire us with ſufficient Courage, to 
prevent our bluſhing, ſhould we fink under the Ef- 
forts, of thoſe Adverſaries, whom your Majeſty may 
be pleaſed to oppoſe againſt us, 

CHARMING Cavalier, anfwered Por i- 
CARP, you make your Requeſt with ſuch a graceful 
Air, it would be unjuſt to refuſe you ; although, if I 
may judge by Appearances, you deprive my Subjects 
of all Hopes, of carrying off any of the Prizes, I per- 
mit you, nevertheleſs, to enter the Liſts ; and promiſe 
to crown, without the leaſt Partiality, whoever ſhall 
happen to be Conquerors. The King having thus 
ſaid, the young Man made his Majeſty a low Bow, 
to expreſs his Acknowledgment of his Goodneſs ; 
which done, he joined the four Cavaliers, who waited 
only forPoticary's Order, to begin their Race; his 
Twelve Companions placing themſelves upon theSteps, 
which went up to the Stage, whereon the King's Pavil- 
lion ſtood, 5 

THE Trumpets having then given the Signal to 
begin, the five Cavaliers ſtarted for the Prize; but 
ſcarce had the four Iſlanders run thirty Paces,when the 
New-comer had out-ſtripped them by ten ; and they 
were not got a hundred Yards, from the Place where 
they ſet out, when he was above forty before them ; 
inſomuch that he reached the Goal, when they had 
arrived but at the Middle of the Courſe ; where they 
were forced to ſtop, quite ſpent with Wearineſs. The 
uncommon Swiftneſsof this Stranger, filled, with Ad- 
miration and Aſtoniſnment, not only all the ordinary 
Spectators, but the whole Court; and eſpecially S1 N- 
FOROSA, the youngeſt of the two Princeſſes ; who, 
by the Motions of her Body, and her Eyes, which 
were fixed all the while upon him, ſeemed to follow 
him from the Place where ſhe ſat ; or rather to fly a- 
long by his Side, the whole Length of the Courſe. 

T HE Eaſe wherewith he had won this Prize, pro-

made bare immediately his well-ſet Shoulders, and 
ſupple nervous Arms ; and, with equal Strength, and 
Addreſs, threw them, one after the other, to the 
Ground; whence they only got up, to confeſs him 
their Conqueror. 

AFTER this third Victory, perceiving an Iron 
Bar, of a conſiderable Weight ; and being informed, 
whoever could pitch it to a certain Place, would win 
the fourth Prize; he raiſed it up, and making a Sign 
to thoſe who ſurrounded him, to ſtand afide, they ſaw 
him toſs it from him, with ſuch uncommon Force, 
that, flying beyond the appointed Mark, it fell into 
the Sea; and quite deprived all his Opponents, of any 
Fancy, to fetch it from thence, in order to vye with 
him, at that Exerciſe. 

THE laſt Trial of Skill was, who ſhould prove 
the moſt expert, at drawing a Bow. To decide this, 
a Spear was fixed, on to the Top of a very lofty Tree, 
whence hung a String, wheretoa Pigeon was faſtened ; 
at which the Competitors, for the fifth Prize, were to 
ſhoot but once, in order to determine whoſe it ſhould 
be. One of them, therefore, who imagined himſelf a 
better Markſman than the reſt, preſſed forward to try 
his Skill firſt ; being perſuaded, as I believe, that he 
could bring down the Pigeon, with more Eaſe, than 
any of them ; he was deceived, however ; though his 
Arrow did actually ſhake the Spear ſo violently, 
that the Bird, being frightened thereat, flew up into 
the Air, as far as the String would give her _ e

Immediately a ſecond Archer, no leſs confident of his 
Dexterity than his Companion, let fly his Shaft ; and 
that with ſo good an Aim, that it cut the String, 
wherewith the Pigeon was faſtened ; inſomuch, that 
finding herſelf at Liberty, ſhe flew away, as faſt as 
ſhe poſſibly could: When, as it was undoubtedly writ- 
ten in the Book of Fate, that he, who had gained the 
four firſt Prizes, ſhould alſo win the fifth ; the young 
Stranger, drawing his Bow that Inſtant, his Arrow, 
whizzing through the Air, with the utmoſt Rapidity, 
overtook the Pigeon ; and, piercing her quite through 
the Heart, put an End, at once, both to her Flight and 
Life.

We ſay this, be- 
cauſe Aux 15TELLA, hearing PE RIAN DER named, and 
having before taken notice, of the Praiſes beſtowed on 
him by SixFoRosa, gave herſelf up, to the moſt 
violent Tranſports of that deſtructive Paſſion ; and ad- 
dreſſed herſelf as follows, to TRAS1LLIA, in a low 
Voice. Ah! my dear Friend, Heaven will, perhaps, 
rant, that you may only be parted from your Huſ- 
and, for a 'Time, but, it has ſuffered me, to loſe my 
Brother for ever. Can I doubt it, after what has 
been juſt told me? Have you not reflected, on his be- 
ing crowned with Flowers, by the Hands of the Prin- 
— ? And, paying more Regard to her Favours, than 
the Trouble I endure, he goes about in Search of 
Conqueſts, and Trophies, in foreign Countries, and 
leaves, expoſed to all manner of Dangers, a Siſter, who 
has ventured her Life, a hundred Times, to ſave his. 
THE Captain liſtened carefuliy to what the fair 
Mourner ſaid, but could not hear her Words diſtinct- 
ly; and, ſoon after, his Attention was taken off, by a 
udden Wind ; which aroſe with ſuch Violence, that it 
obliged him to quit the Cabbin, in order to look = 
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the Preſervation of his Ship. Tras1LLa, taking 
Advantage of the Captain's Abſence, to comfort Au- 
RISTELLA With the more Freedom ; anſwered her as 
follows : I can't conceive, why you ſhould give Way, 
in this Manner, to Sorrow ; I never yet heard, that 
the glorious Actions of a Brother, or the Praiſes be- 
ſtowed on him for them, ought to alarm a Siſter, or 
make her ſhed Tears. Alas! aid Aur1s TELLA, you 
would confeſs I ought to weep, were I to reveal a 
Secret, I am obliged to conceal, till my Return from 
Rome. Perhaps, ſhould it pleaſe Heaven, I may one 
Day diſcloſe it to you ; and then you will approve of 
my Grief; and not blame thoſe Sighs, which I can- 
not refrain. If the Ties of Blood unite me to a Bro- 
ther, there are other Bonds, which bind me yet 
cloſer to PERIAN DER; and, if it is the Nature of 
Love to be ſometimes jealous; it is not leſs uſual, for 
Friendſhip to be ſuſceptible, of ſome Emotions of the 
ſame Paſſion: I own myſelf ſo, of a Brother, 
whom Sympathy has rendered more dear to me, 
than any Lover, who has yet made his Addreſſes 
to me. 

THE Captain, continued foe, has deſcribed 81 x- 
FORO3A as a perfect Beauty; and did not the Eager- 
neſs of that Princeſs, to crown PRRIAN DER with her 
own Chaplet, ſurprize you, as well as me ? You have 
ſeen my Brother, and know he is amiable ; would it 
then be any Wonder, if S1x Foros A ſhould have taken 
an Affection to him; and had inſpired him, recipro- 
cally, with ſuch Sentiments, as might induce him to 
forget his Siſter ? Tr As1LLAa could not imagine what 
to make, of all this ambiguous Diſcourſe ; wherefore, 
conſider, /aid ſbe to Au RISTELL A, every Paſſage, the 
Captain has been now relating to us, happened be- 
fore your Impriſonment, in the Dungeon of the Bar- 
barians ; and PENIAN DER having, fince then, deli- 
vered us from their Hands, without ever ſo much as 
mentioning the Name of this StxNFoR084, be aſſured 
be never was in Love with her. 
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AS for the Reſt, purſued ſbe, ſuppoſing PRAIAN- 
DER to have been charmed by that Princeſs, his Heart 
would only have done as it ought, in rendering to 
her Beauty the Homage due thereto; and I can't 
conceive, why a Siſter ſhould find Fault, with a Bro- 
ther's diſcharging himſelf of ſo juſt a Debt. Tell 
me, added ſbe, does PRRIAN DEA take any Excep- 
tions, at the Court, paid by ArNnaLpus, to your 
Charms ? Does he complain of that Prince's having 
failed over ſo many Seas, to lay a Crown at your 
Feet ? Wherefore, as he is more ſtudious of your Ag- 
grandizement than yourſelf, why ſhould you not be- 
hold his Advancement, with equal Satisfaction? 

DOES Friendſhip prevent his confirming Ax- 
NALDUS, in the Sentiments he feels for you? As 
that Prince is never pleaſed, but when talking of your 
uncommon Perfections, does he not carry his Com- 
plaiſance ſo far, as not to part with him, that he may 
not deprive him of a Pleaſure, wherein he partakes 
himſelf, together with that illuſtrious Lover ? We 
cannot, without Injuſtice, think otherwiſe, of his aſſi- 
duous Attendance upon the Prince of Denmark ; which 
makes me preſume, he is not prepoſſeſſed with any other 
Paſſion. For, in ſhort, had his Thoughts been em- 
ployed about SinFor 05A, as you imagine, he could 
never have kept himſelf under ſuch a Conſtraint, till 
this Time; but ſome Diſtraction of Mind, whilſt his 
Head was full of that Princeſs, would have diſcovered 
the Sentiments of his-Heart. 

YES, dear AuRISTELLA, if PERIANDER was 
touched with that bright Flame, which Love kindles 
in a Heart ; whatever Care he might have taken to 
conceal it, ſome Sparks muſt have burſt out, which 
would have ſhewn you what lurked within ; and how 
tender ſoever his Friendſhip to you may be, it would 
not have been in his Power, to give himſelf up ſo en- 
tirely, to the Prince who loves you, as not to reſerve 
ſome Moments to himſelf, wherein to think, on the 
Object of his Deſires. Beſides, what Reaſon could he 
have, to make a Myſtery of his Paſſion to you! Be- 
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ing the Confidant of Prince ARNALDus, would not 
he have intruſted him, in his Turn, with the Secret 
of his Love? And would not both of them together 
have acquainted you with a Flame, whereof you could 
not have difapproved ? Since ſhe, who had cauſed it, 
is of a Rank, which need not make you bluſh, were 
you already on the Throne of Denmark, 

HOWEVER ſplendid the Offers may be, which 
may be propoſed either to my Brother, or myſelf, we 
can neither of us accept of them, an/wwered Av Rr1- 
STELLA, before our having performed a Vow, you 
have heard us mention ; and which neither of us can 
violate, without being guilty of Perjury. Being ſa- 
tisfied of this Truth, * Prince of Denmark would in 
vain honour me with his Affection, if he imagined, as 
you fancy, to induce me, by the Splendor of his For- 
tune, to commit an Infidelity, which Heaven, per- 
haps, would never pardon : And PEARIANDER, being 
bound under the ſame Engagement, ſhould he ſuffer 
himſelf to be ſo far influenced, by SinForosa's 
Charms, as to be perjured, I would no longer own 
him as my Brother, but ſhould look upon him, as a 
perfidious Wretch, who had baſely ſacrificed his Duty 
to his Love, 

THERE are ſome Vows, replied TrasitLa, 
which, in my Opinion, may be diſpenſed with, wen 
unforeſeen Accidents require it ; and, I ſhould think, 
Heaven would excuſe you from performing yours, in 
order to your accepting the Hand which is offered you. 
For, as Heaven never diſtributes Crowns by Chance, 
I believe, it is by one of its Decrees, rather than by 
any of the Caprices of Love, the Prince of Denmark 
would fain place upon your Head, the Diadem de- 
ſigned him by his Father: In Effect, would it have 
endued ſo much Beauty, with ſo many Virtues, had it 
not intended, to have raiſed them to a Throne, from 
whence, as from their true Light, every one might 
view, and imitate them. No, purſued foe, it never 
made you, to bury you in Obſcurity ; being ever wiſe, 
in its Deſigns, it intends to advance you, above your 
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proper Sphere, to the End that, like a new Sun, you 
may light a whole People, to walk in the Paths of 
Virtue : And being prepoſſeſs'd with this Opinion, of 
its Intentions relating to you, I ſhould think, you 
ought not to put off, till your Return from Rome, the 
Happineſs of a Prince, who knows no other Joy, 
than that of obtaining you. To conclude, I dare 
likewiſe add, ſaid ſbe, that, ſhould the Princeſs Si- 
FOROSA be as much ſmitten, with the Merit of Pp - 
RIANDER, as ARNALDUS is with yours; and ſhould 
ſhe have as great an Aſcendant over her Father, as 
the Prince has over his, far from being offended, at 
your Brother's Inclination, to make a ſuitable Re- 
turn, to her favourable Diſpoſition, you ought your- 
ſelf to encourage him, not to let ſlip ſo fair an Op- 
portunity, of advancing himſelf, near the Throne of 
Por1carP; ſince, as his Son in-law, he might open 
himſelf a Way thereto; and, by the Help of his Cou- 
rage, make that a Step to mount thereon, 
BEFORE you offer at interpreting, to me, the 
Will of Heaven, /aid AurisTELLA, ſtay, my dear 
TRASILLA, till you are charged with a Commiſſion 
of that Importance, by an expreſs Revelation : Your 
Friendſhip induces you to give me ſuch Counſel, as 
Heaven does not yet approve of ; and I ſhould ren- 
der myſelf the Object of its Averſion, if, dazzled by 
the Splendor of a Rank, which ought only to ſeduce 
an ambitious Mind, I ſhould not fulfil a Vow, it has 


itſelf inſpired me to make, If it had deſigned me the 


Hand of Prince Ax N AI Dos, it would have determin- 
ed me to accept thereof, when his Father deſired it 
of me; and, ſhould PERRIAN DE R find himſelf diſpoſed, 
to receive that of SN FO ROS A, it does not ſuffer him 
to be gnilty of ſuch a Crime, but to render him the 
more ſenſible, afterwards, that a poor weak Mortal, 
does not violate his Promiſes with Impunity, when he 
calls it to be Witneſs to the Performance thereof. 

THEREFORE, prur/ued foe, having always 
tenderly loved this Brother, judge whether my Un- 
eaſineſs is not well-grounded, when I hear, that, be- 
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ing ſenſible of the Goodneſs of an amiable Princeſs, 
he promiſes her Father to return to his Court, and 
does not depart thence without Reluctance. On mak- 
ing this Promiſe to King Por IAR, ſhould not you 
apprehend, as well as I, that he had forgot the Vow 
above-mentioned ? For, in ſhort, when intreated 
that Prince to defer, till another Time, the Honour 
he would then have done him, was it not the Defire, of 
again beholding Sinrorosa, induced him to requeſt 


this Delay ? And can this Deſire be judged any Thing 


elſe, than the firſt Dawning of a growing Paſhon ? 
Dear Txas1LL Aa, I tell you once more, you have 
loſt Lapis LA us but for a Time, and I am deprived of 
PER IAN DER for ever. 

I dare not ask you, rejoined TRAStLL a, What is 
the Nature of this Vow, which alarms you in this 
Manner ; fince it is a Secret, you cannot reveal, till 
you have been at Rome : Be more diſcreet, Daughter, 
ſaid the prudent Mausi ius, to the curious TRASIEL= 
L A ; don't endeavour to penetrate farther than 1s proper, 
into the Secrets of your Friends; nor deſire to know 
any more, than they are willing to inform you. Curi- 
oſity, in what relates to us perſonally, is natural and 
reaſonable 3 but it is neither right, nor decent, in 
Affairs that don't concern us. At this Remonſtrance 
of the venerable Sire, Aux Is TE LTA came to her- 
ſelf; and being ſenſible of her Inadvertency, talked 
afterwards with more Reſerve. By the Manner of 
her beginning, to complain of Px AIAN DER, and by 
the Way TRAS1L LA took, to ſhew her the Injuſtice of 
her Reproach, the latter would have drawn her in, to 
ſay more, than ſhe cared to have known; and to diſ- 
Cloſe a Secret, it was not her Intereſt to have diſ- 
covered. 

MEAN while, the Wind ceaſed to blow, with the 
ſame Impetuoſity as at firſt ; and the Hurricane was of 
ſuch ſhort Continuance, that the Pilot had neither 
any Time, to be afraid of its Conſequences, nor the 


. Paſſengers to be uneaſy thereat. Tranquility being 


then re-eſtabliſhed, on Board, the * into 
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AvuR1STELL a's Cabbin, to make an End of the 
Story, ſhe had interrupted ; and as ſhe was likewiſe 
deſirous, he ſhould go on with his Relation, to know 
whether the Favour of S1xrForosa, had not extend- 
ed any farther, ſhe asked it of him, with ſo much 
Addreſs, he never obſerved her Uneaſineſs. 

SINFOROSA, anſwered the Captain, had no 
Opportunity to do any 'Thing more ; becauſe, grow- 
ing melancholy on a ſudden, by Reaſon of ſome- 
thing that came into his Head, he defired, as has been 
before obſerved, to have the Honours that were de- 
ſigned him, put off to another Time; and returned to 
his Ship, with his Companions, there to diſpel the 
Chagrin, he could hardly conceal. The Princeſs, 
however, purſued he, conceived ſuch an advantageous 
Idea of him, that ſhe never ſpoke of any Thing but 
his fine Qualities ; and one could not make one's 
Court better to her, than by extolling his Merit, 
Indeed, I ſuſpeted, added he, that ſhe had more 
Eſteem for him, than ſhe was, perhaps, herſelf aware 
of; and the Requeſt, the made me privately, to go in 
Search of him, and prevail on him, to return to her Fa- 
ther's Court, almoſt confirms me in what I miſtruſted. 

I'S it poſlible, cry AurIsTELLA, that a great 
Princeſs, Daughter to a powerful King, ſhould debaſe 
herſelf fo, as to conceive favourable Sentiments, for a 
Man of an inferior Rank ? Greatneſs and Majeſty 
don't agree with Love; and S1iNFor054 ought not, 
at firſt Sight, to have let herſelf be prepoſſeſſed in Fa- 
vour of an Unknown ; whoſe Condition could appear 
but mean; ſince he ſteered the Boat himſelf, (in an 
ordinary Garb, no doubt) as they generally are, who 
row, and who hold the Rudder. 

IN Nature's Operations, charming Av RISTELLA, 
anſwered old MaurITIUs, none are more extraordi- 
nary, or more wonderful, than thoſe of Love: Its 
Prodigies are fo ſurprizing, and ſo numerous, that we 
ſee but the leaſt Part of them; and the greater Num- 
ber never come to our Knowledge. It has been ſeen, 
more than once, to match the Sceptre 2 _ 
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Crook : You know, as well as I, the Merit of your 
Brother; you are ſenſible, Nature has united, in him, 
ſo many Perfections, as render him, perhaps, the 
moſt gallant, and moſt le Cavalier, of -our 
Times. If then, purſued he, Beauty has the Privi- 
lege, to ſubdue Hearts, and gain Adoration, why 
ſhould you think it amazing, that StNFTOROSd, as 

reat a Princeſs as ſhe is, not being able to withſtand 
fis irreſiſtible Charms, has conceived an Affection for 
him: Love not having repreſented him, as a Man of 
an inferior Rank ; but as an amiable Cavalier, whom 
his Courage, and Virtue, render worthy of a Crown, 
and of her whole Affection? 

WHAT, /aid the Captain, is PERIANDER Brother 
to this beautiful Lady? Yes, anſwered TRASIL LA; 
and it is his Abſence, plunges her into the Grief, where - 
in you now ſee her: Neither are we leſs afflicted, be- 
cauſe we love her, as much as we eſteem him; who, 
perhaps, is not, at preſent, leſs to be pitied, than his 
Siſter, She afterwards told him, of their Shipwreck 
in the Prince of Denmark's Veſſel, and the Separation 
of the Pinnace from the Boat after which, going 
back to what had paſſed in the Iſland of Barbarian, 
ſhe acquainted him with all that had befallen them, 
from their firſt Meeting, till the Time ſhe was then 
giving him that Account.

The Shipwreck of AurIsTELLA, and the Reft 
of her Company. 


HE Author of this Hiſtory, ſeems to have 
been better qualified for a Lover, than an 

Hiſtorian He takes up almoſt the whole 
Q& firſt Chapter, of this ſecond Book, in de- 
fininrg Jealouſy ; on Account of Auri- 
STELLA's giving Way to that Paſſion, upon hearing 
PErIANDER had obtained the Prizes at the Feſtival 
of King Por ic ART; and the Princeſs SiNForOSA 
had crowned him as Conqueror, with the Chaplet of 
Flowers ſhe took from her own Head. We ſhall re- 
trench, however, this long and tireſome Definition, 
to 
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to come to the Narration of Matter of Fact; which we 
are more concerned to know, than to follow an Author, 
who ſeems to have forſaken his Subject, and under- 
taken a Treatiſe of the Paſſions of the Soul ; as if his 
3 did not underſtand Philoſophy, as well as him- 
elf. 

THE Wind beginning then again, to blow with 
greater Violence than before, and the Clouds gather- 
ing from all Sides, as if they had come to a general Ren- 
dezvous; Day diſappeared, and was ſucceeded by a 
Night of unuſual Gloom and Darkneſs. The Flaſhes 
of Lightening (which did not in the leaſt prevent a 
terrible Storm of Rain, or rather a Deluge) dazzled 
the Eyes of the Sailors, and filled them with Terror, 
In vain was Art and Induſtry employed, to oppoſe 
the Fury of the vaſt Billows, raiſed by the tempeſtu- 
ous Winds; nevertheleſs, they were not diſcouraged ; 
every one was ready to obey the Orders of the Com- 
mander; and if they did not labour, with Hopes of 
ſaving themſelves from Death, at leaſt each of them 
endeavoured to prolong his Life, for a few Hours. Old 
MavziTius:held his Daughter TaasiL.LA in his 
Arms; and young Ax row 10 embraced his Mother 
RicLa, and his Siſter Coxsr AN TIA. The afflicted 
AuikIsTEILA was alone, without any Aſſiſtance to 
ſupport her Courage ; ſhe placed herſelf then between 
the others, who crowding together, {lid down all toge- 
ther, to the loweſt Part of the Veſſel, that they might 
not ſo plainly hear, the dreadful Claps of Thunder, and 
the doleful Cries of the Mariners, who were no longer 
able to obey their Orders. Confuſedly intermixed, in 
this Kind of Limbo, they eſcaped the Terror, of ſee- 
ing the Veſſel ſometimes ready to touch the Sky, be- 
ing lifted above Clouds; and ſometimes ready to 
plow up the Sands, of the enraged Ocean, which 
ſeemed gaping, to ſwallow them up every Moment, 
Reſolved not to ſee the Approach of Death, they 
kept their Eyes ſhut ; for in what Shape ſoever it 
appears, it is always dreadful ; eſpecially to ſuch as are 
fond of Life. AURIsTELLa, however, ſince S1N ro- 
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ROSA had diſturbed her Mind, could have beheld her 
End, almoſt with Indifference. Mean while, the Tem- 
peſt grew yet more furious ; ſo that the Knowledge of 
the Flo, and the Skill of the Commander, were no 
longer of any Service; inſtead of hearing him give 
the neceſſary Orders, nothing was heard but Groans, 
and Prayers to Heaven; to which all addreſſed their 
Vows. At laſt, the Danger grew ſo evident, that 
TzAas1LLA thought no more of LADIS LA us, nor 
Aur1STELLA of PERIANDER ; ſo great a Power, 
has the Fear of immediate Death, to eraze the Re- 
membrance, of the moſt endearing Objects.

O virtuous 
TRASIL La ! Pattern of Modeſty and Honour! What 
a nuptial Bed art thou in! Alas, how different from 
that where LapisLavus expected to receive thee ! 
And thou, ſage R1cL a, who waſt going to ſeek Re-

are expiring in your Arms. Offer them in Sacrifice, 
to him who gave them to thee ; and ask him, to beſtow 
on 
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on all of you the Enjoyment of his Glory, in a

No doubt, the Overſetting of the Veſſel, and the 
) tragical End of the Paſſengers, made the Author of 
this Hiſtory break forth into theſe Exclamations.

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CHAP. II. 


by A wonderful Accident, which ought to be read at 
7 Length, 


NE would be ready to ſay, that the Overſet- 
ting of the Ship had overſet, or, to ſpeak more 
modeſtly, had diſturbed the Imagination of the Author, 
who by his Writings, has tranſmitted to us the Know- 
ledge of this Shipwreck ; as if he had been an imme- 
diate Spectator thereof, he ſeems, in deſcribing it, to 
be ſtill fo terrified, and diſordered, in his Senſes, that 
he begins this Chapter four or five ſeveral Times; 
being in doubt, according to all Appearance, in what 
Manner he ſhould conclude it: At laſt, however, 
be comes to a Reſolution, by ſaying ; Good and bad 
Fortune are generally ſo near united, that they are 
ſcarcely ſeparated by any Medium; and that Plea- 
ſure and Vexation follow each other fo cloſely, that, 
when we are fortunate, we ought neither to depend 
too much on our Succeſs; nor, when we are in Af- 
fliction, to give up ourſelves to Deſpair, as appears 
by this Event; the Account of which he purſues, in 
the following Manner. 

- THE Ship, as has been already ſaid, being buried 
in the Waters, thoſe that were in it, were a” 
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of all Hopes; they abandoned themſelves to Deſpair ; - 
but Heaven, ever merciful, who prepares before- 
hand the Remedy, for the Evil that is to befal us, ſuf- 
fered the Waves, now grown leſs boiſterous, to raiſe 
up the Veſſel by Degrees; and carry it on to a Road, 
which was as good as a Haven. There was one not 
far off, capable of receiving ſeveral large Veſſels; in 
whoſe ſmooth Waters, clear as poliſhed Glaſs, might * 
be ſeen the Repreſentation, of a populous City, with © 
ſumptuous Buildings, riſing by Degrees, upon a gentle 
Aſcent, which terminated in a very pleaſant Coun- 
try. The People of the Town, diſcovering the Hulk 
of the Veſſel, took it to be a Whale, or ſome 
large Fiſh, which the Storm, of the Night before, had 
thrown upon the Coaſt ; and great Numbers flocked 
down to the Shore, to ſee what it might be ; and finding 
It was a Ship overſet, they gave notice of it to King Po- 
LICARP, Who kept his Court in this City. Hereupon, 
that Prince, followed by his Officers, and accompanied 
by his two Daughters, AupaL1a and S1nFoRosA, 
whoſe Beauty never appeared ſo charming and brit- 7 
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men, to open the Keel; when ſome, who returned from 
the Wreck, told him, they had heard a Noiſe in the |: 
Ship, of hammering againſt the Sides; as alſo the Voice 
of ſeveral People. « 
HEREUPON, an elderly Gentleman, wo 
ſtood nearPor 1car? aſſured him that the Thing was 
poſlible ; and that there had been Inſtances of he 
ſame Nature. I remember, great Prince, /aid he, once 
when as I was on a Voyage in the Mediterranean, up- 
on the Coaſt of Genoa, I jaw a Spaniſh Galley, that 
crowding too much Sail, overſet, like this Veſſel ; her 
Maſts, in the ſame Manner, being buried in the Sands, 
and the Keel turning upwards ; and before any At- 
tempt was made to ſet her afloat, a Noiſe was heard 
within (as in the preſent Caſe) and the Voice of 
ſeveral | 


in the Ship. He ſent, therefore, inſtantly for Work- N 
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ſeveral People, calling out for Help. The Galley was 
ſawed through the Keel, and an Opening made, large 
enough, to ſee what it contained: This Accident is 
related by ſeveral Span; Authors, and there may be 
ſtill ſome of the Perſons living, in Spain, who, ina 
Manner, came a ſecond Time into the World, out of 
the Hulk of this Galley. If the ſame Thing ſhould 
happen now, we ought not to look upon it as a Mi- 
racle, but only as a Myſtery ; becauſe Miracles are 
contrary to the common Order of Nature, and Myſte- 
ries are Events that have only the Appearance of Mi- 
racles, becauſe they ſeldom happen. Let us make no 
Delay then, /ays PoLIcAR i his Turn, but put in 
Practice, what you ſaw done before; that we may know 
if this is nt one of theſe Myfleries; Nevertheleſs, 
whatever you may think of it, if any livingPerſons come 


cout of the Hulk of this Veſſel, I ſhall look upon this 


ſecond Birth, as a Miracle,which Heaven has wrought 


in their Favour. This ſaid, he ſoon cauſed a large 


Opening to be made, in the Keel of the Ship, and 
they immediately perceived ſeveral Bodies of Perſons, 
ſome dead, and others juſt expiring, The firſt that was 
drawn out,through the Opening, was a young Maiden, 


the Beating of whoſe Heart ſhewed, ſhe had Kill Life 
* remaining in her ; ſeveral Men, at the ſame Time, 


drew out whatever came firſt to Hand; and every 


N one brought up either a living Perſon, or a dead Body; 


becauſe they laid hold on ſeveral of the latter, think- 


ing they were ſtill alive. 


THEY had no ſooner given Air to, and reſtored 


7 to Light, thoſe who were expiring, than they began 


to breathe. They then gave them ſeveral Cordials ; 
and cleanſed their Faces, from a dirty and ouzy Water, 
with which they were almoſt blinded; ſoon after, they 
began to ſtretch out their Arms, in an indolent Man- 
ner; and, like People juſt waking out of a ſound Sleep, 
they kept their Eyes fixed, for ſome Time, on thoſe 
who ſurrounded them. AuRIST ELTA found herſelf 
in the Arms of ARxalLbus ; TRrASILLAa in thoſe of 
Gow ER; RicLa and Co xs TAN TIA were ſupported 
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by young AxTox10; and old Mauritius was 
brought out of the Opening, by the Aſſiſtance of Ru- 
T1L10, Who had ſtill kept up his Courage. The 
Winds, which had a long Time ſported with their 
Boat alſo, had happily thrown them into this Port. At 
this melancholy Sight, the Prince of Denmark was 
more aſtoniſhed, than the Perſons who were juſt re- 
ſtored to Life ; and as motionleſs, as thoſe who had 
periſhed in the Ship's Belly. AvuzIsTELLA kept her 
Eyes fixed upon him, for ſome Time, without know- 
ing him, and, at laſt, breaking Silence, before ſhe 
had entirely recovered her Senſes, Brother, /ays She, 
is not the beautiful Six FOROSA amongſt the Crowd 
that ſurrounds us. Juſt Heaven ] /aid the Prince to 
himſelf, is this a Time, to enquire about SIN rorosa, 
when we ought only to think of giving Thanks, for 

our Deliverance. Nevertheleſs, he replied, that the 

rinceſs was amongſt the Company; but being a Stran- 
er, to what the Captain of the Ship had related to 

er, about the Triumphs of PztrianDER, at 
PoLicarP's Feſtival, he could not imagine, what 
made her enquire after Six Foros A; of whom, as he 
thought, ſhe could never have heard the leaſt Mention, 
If he could have diſcovered the Cauſe, perhaps he 
would have ſaid, Jealouſy is ſo powerful a Paſſion, 
that even theApproach of Death, can never overcome 
it, but. it ſtill continues to torment the Soul, to the very 
laſt Gaſp. 

WHEN the Perſons, who were in a Manner raiſ- 
ed from the Dead (for we may thus ſpeak,of thoſe who 
were taken out of the Ship) when theſe new-raiſed 
Perſons, we ſay, and thoſe who had reſtored them to 
Life, had a little recovered their Surprize, and were 
capable of converſing together, they begun to ask va- 
rious Queſtions, of each other. The Natives of the 
Coantry enquired, by whatAccident they came to their 
Iſland ; and the Strangers asked them, how ſuch Num- 
bers came together upon the Shore? Por1cary, then 
perceiving, that the Water came into the Ship, through 


the Opening, he had cauſed to be made, ordered Cables 
| to 
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to be faſtened thereto, to draw it aſhore with Cap 
ſterns ; which was executed with ſo much Diligence, 
that, by thisMeans, they ſaved theLives of ſeveral other 
People, who had been drowned, without this Prince's 
Forecaſt ; and whom he received, as well as the o- 
thers, with his uſual Goodneſs. The Princeſſes, his 
Daughters, ſhewed an equal Regard for their Miſ- 
fortunes, as did alſo the principal Citizens : But what 
he moſt admired, as well as SiNForRoOsA, was the 
incomparable Beauty of AurisSTELLA. He was e- 
qually ſurprized at the Charms of Tras1LLa ; and 
the genteel, though odd Dreſs, and Youth, of Cox- 
STANTIA, Which did not at all leſſen the 
Mein, of her Mother Ricra, charmed him to that 
Degree, that the Joy he felt in his Heart, for having 
reſcued, from ſuch imminent Danger, theſe Maſter- 
Pieces of Nature, was evidently viſible in his Eyes : 
and the Town not being far from that Place, he return- 
ed thither on Foot, as he came. Mean while, Pz x 1- 
ANDER, Who had not been informed, Time enough, 
of what had happened on the Shore, was juſt come to 
meet AUuRISTELLA ; as was alſo LaprisLavs to ſee 
'TrAsSILLA ; and Don AxToN10 had already em- 
braced his Wife, his Son, and Daughter. On the Way, 
they related, to each other, their Adyentures, fince 
their Separation; AURI3TELLAa only was filent, ſo 
greatly was ber Head filled, with the Thoughts of $1 x- 
FOROSA. Nevertheleſs, ſuſpending her Prejudice a 
little; Brother, /ays he, to PERRIAN DER; who is that 
lovely Perſon, that walks before us? Is it not Six ro- 
ROS a, the youngeſt Daughter of King Por1icary ? 
The very fame, anſwered PERitanDEr; and we 
may juſtly ſay, of this Princeſs, that in her are united, 
all the Charms of Beauty, Politeneſs, and Generoſity. 
She muſt be very generous indeed, replied Au RI“ 
STELLA, if her Generoſity is equal to her Beauty. 
Had ſhe leſs Generofity, ſaid PERRIAN DER, the Fa- 
vours ſhe has conferred on me, would engage me, Siſ- 
ter, to look upon her, as a Princeſs of the moſt generous 
Sentiments. If you ſet a Value on Beauty, returned 
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AvRI5TELLA, in Proportion to the Obligations you 
owe to the Fair, after what 1 have done tor your Ser- 
vice, you ought to eſteem mine the moit perſect in 
the World; and to give it the firſt Rank,amongit thoſe, 
which have been able to make any Impreſiion,on your 
Heart. We ought not, anſeer'd PERIAaNDER, to 
compare Things human with divine; we may, cont: - 
nued he, go even to Heaven, to ſeek tor Compariſons, 
the better to exalt, the Beauty of a Princeſs; as when 
we ſay, ſhe is as beautiful as an Angel; but this Ex- 
aggeration is meer Courteſy, and is then only really 
neceſſary, dear Siſter, when we have Occaſion to 
ſpeak of that Beauty, which renders you adorable to 
all, who have the Happineſs to behold you. If my 
Cares, and Anxieties, /ays AUR1STELLA, again, did 
not diminiſh what I might otherwiſe have, I ſhould be 
ready to believe, what you ſay, to my Advantage. 
Perhaps, continued foe, Heaven, in Compaſſion to my 
Misfortunes, will, one Day, caſt a more favourable 
Eye upon me; and change, to a more eaſy State, the 
Troubles, that oppreſs me, and the Torment, I endure. 
In Expectation of that happy Day, added ſhe, I intreat 
you, Brother, not to ſuffer any tair one, to baniſh the 
Memory of Aur1STELLA; and if you join the 
Beauty of my Perion, ſuch as it is, to the Beauty of my 
Soul, you will find in me, what you will, with Difh - 
culty, meet with in another. PERIANDER did not 
comprehend the Meaning of Aur1STELL a, yet he 
thought, what ſhe {aid proceeded from Jealouſy, though 
he could not diſcover the Cauſe; and he was the 
more ſurpriz'd at her Diſcourſe, as he knew, by long 
Experience, ſhe was ſo careful, in all her Expreſſions, 
that ſhe never let a Word eſcape her, that was not 
ſtrictly proper; and might not be ſpoken, to a Brother, 
either publickly, or in private. Mean while, Ax N AT- 
Dus envied PERIAN DER his long Converſation, with 
AuRiSTELLA; LADISsTLAus accompanied TRASIL- 
La with a Heart perfectly at Eaſe; and the venerable 
Mavaitius was as well pleas'd, with the Company 
of his Son, and Daughter, Don Ax rox 10 inwardly

return'd Thanks to Heaven, as he look'd on his Wife, 
and Children, who were preſerv'd, by ſuch an extra- 
ordinary Providence: Whilſt Gower, and RurTt- 
L 10, related to every one, who was willing to 
hear them, the moſt terrifying Circumſtances, of the 
Danger, theſe Strangers had eſcaped, by being taken 
out of the Veſſel. 

THEY ſoon arrived at the Capital; where the 
Citizens were ſtanding, on both Sides of the Way, to 
ſee the King paſs by, with the Perſons he had ſo hap- 
pily ſaved. Being near his Palace, this Prince obliged 
them to enter there; having been informed, that 
AURISTELLA was Siſter to PERIANDER, who was 
unexpectedly returned to his Court, with the Prince of 
Denmark, by an Accident, which will be related in the 
Sequel. PoricaRy, being highly charm'd with the 
Beauty of Aur 15TELLA, gave her an Apartment be- 
tween his own, and that of Six Forosa ; whothought 
her ſo extremely handſome, that, as ſhe beheld her, ſhe 
was continually giving Thanks to Heaven, who had 
made her the Siſter, rather than the Miſtreſs of PE- 
RIAN DER.

her Heart, rendered her as dear to that Princeſs, as 
the Charms of her Perſon would have rendered her 
formidable, if the had known her for a Rival: She 
never turned her Eyes from an Object, which appeared 
to her ſo adorable : She examin'd all her Actions; obſer- 
ved all her Motions ; admired her lovely Air; every 
Thing pleaſed her; even to the Tone of her Voice, 
and the Sweetneſs of her Expreſſions. AurIsTELL a 
beheld S NFO ROSA with equal Admiration, but with 
very different Sentiments ; and ſhe never caſt her Eyes 
on that Princeſs, but the felt in her Soul a Jealouſy, 
which all her Reafon was not able to ſurmount. S1x- 
FOROS A, on the contrary, never viewed AURISTELLA 
but ſhe diſcovered ſome new Charm in her, which 
rendered her always more lovely, and more worthy 
of her Regard.

THEY paſſed ſeveral Days, at the Court of Po- 
LICARP, to recover the Fatigue, they had undergone 
at Sea; after which, Prince AxNALpvus intended to 
have returned to Denmark, or to go toany other Place, 
as AURISTELLAand PERIAN DER ſhould determine; 
for he was entirely governed by their Inclinations. 
Mean while, Gow en, at his leiſure Hours, having ob- 
ſerved, with a curious Eye, the particular Tenderneſs 
of PertanDERr for AuriISTELLA: Great Prince, 
ſays he, to ArxNALDus, as he happened, one Day, 
to be alone in his Apartment, I have often re- 
primanded Princes, in publick, for their Vices, without 
any Regard to Decency, or Fear of the ill Effects of 
my Imprudence ; but, at preſent, I ſhall be more cau- 
tious, and will only make you a ſecret Remonſtrance, 
which I intreat you to hear with Patience. Whatever 
is ſpoken in the Way of Advice, carries its Excuſe 
with it, even though it ſhould be diſpleaſing; and 
the Intention of him who gives the Counſel, ſhould 
always be taken in good Part. Surprized, at this Pre- 
lade, to GowER's Speech, the Prince of Denmark was 
reſolved to know his Aim, and bid this Satyriſt ſpeak 
his Mind freely. Secured by this Leave, Great Prince, 
continued he, People plainly perceive here, that you 


love, I ſhould rather ſay, that you adore Aux1- 


STELLA ; and they think it ſtrange, a Prince, who 
may ſoon inherit a powerful Kingdom, ſhould expoſe 
himſelf to the moſt evident Dangers, to follow an un- 
known Perſon, of whoſe Birth and Fortune, they ſay, 
he has no more Knowledge, than what he has received 
from her own Information. I my ſelf know, that you 
kept her in Denmark a whole Year, during which, 
you tried to ſoften her Heart, and to triumph over her 
Indifference, by the Way of Marriage: And I know 
farther, ſhe has, at preſent, the ſame Averſion, to an 
Union with you, as ſhe had when you purſued her, 
with the molt preſſing Sollicitations; from whence, if 
you will give me Leave, I make this Concluſion; 
that, the greater Inſtatices you give her of your Good- 
neſs, the farther is ſhe from making any —_— 
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This induces me to imagine, that her refuſing a Hand, 
that offers a Crown to a Wanderer, contains a My- 
ſtery, you ought not to think impenetrable. There 
is another, as eaſy to unravel, in the Aſſiduities of a 
young Man, who calls himſelf her Brother, and per- 
haps is not ſo in Reality. His Perſeverance, in fol- 
lowing her from Country to Country, gives Room for 
Miftruſt, even in thoſe, who are the leaſt inclined to 
Suſpicion : And, ſeeing them thus wandering, without 
any Support, ſometimes expoſed to the Injuries of the 
Weather, and often running all the H=zards of croſ- 
ſing Woods, and Deſarts; ought you to give Far to a 
ſeducing Paſſion, which, by caſting a Milt before your 
Eyes, prevents your ſeeing,the whole Myſtery of their 
Conduct, and diſcovering the Motive, that drives 
them from their native Country ; which, perhaps, 
may only be, to enjoy, with greater Liberty, the volup- 
tuous Deſires of a criminal Love ? If you do not for- 
bid me, great Prince, I will obſerve, farther, that, of 
all the valuable Things, Heaven beſtows upon Man- 
kind, Honour is that,which a Perſon, of Rank, ſhould 
refer before Liſe; and I maintain, that, when a 
rince ſees himſelf, upon the Point of aſcending a 
Throne, the Center, to which the Eyes of a whole 
Court are directed, that they may diſcover his Man- 
ners, in order to regulate their own thereby, he ought, 
after the Example of the wiſe Man, to regulate the 
Motions of his Soul, by the Counſels of Prudence, 
and Reaſon, Gower was proceeding, like a Philo- 
ſopher, with his grave Lecture; but, in Spite of the 
ſtrong Deſire he had to ſay more, and, even againſt tle 
Inclination of Axxar.Dus, who was pleaſed with his 
Inſinuations, he was interrupted by PE RIAN DER, who 
came in to the Prince; being followed, a Moment af- 
ter, by MAuURIT ius, LanisLaus, TRASILLA, and 

AvrISTELLA, ſupported by SiNFoROSA; havin 
been ſuddenly taken fo ill, that they were obliged to 
lead her to her Apartment, where ſhe was put to Bed : 
And this unexpected W ſuch an Emo- 
4 tion, 
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tion, in the Hearts of PER RIAN DER ard Aa NATDUS, 
that they were within a Trifle, of wanting a Phyſician, 
as much as Aux Is TELLA. - 
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SINFOROSA, contrary to the Inclinatian of Au- 
RISTELLA, attends her, during her Illneſs ; 
aud not being able to conceal her Paſſion for 
PERIANDER, entruſts her with the Secret. 


S ſoon as Poricary was informed of AvR1- 

STELLA's IIlneſs, he ſent for his Phyſicians, and 
ordered them to take as much Care of her, as of the 
Princeſſes, his Daughters: Wherefore as the Pulſe ge- 
nerally indicates the Nature of the Diſeaſe, thoſe Gen- 
tlemen ſoon found, by AUr1sTELLA's, that her Dif» 
o:der did nat proceed from the Body, but the Mind. 
Pra lAN DER had gueſſed as much before, and An- 
V pus had ſome Miſtruſt thereof ; bet Gow ER had 
judged, better than any of them, what was the real 
Cauſe. The Phyſicians, therefore, ordered the Pa- 
tient not to be left alone, and to be diverted with ; 
Muſick, and ſuch other Amuſeinents, as ſhe ſhouid | 
think moſt agreeable, SIN TOROSAd took upon her | 
ſelf the Care of her Recovery, and offered to keep 
her Company, all the Time ſhe ſhou!d be confined to 
her Bed ; which obliging Offer, was no way pleaſing 
to Auris ETA, who did not chuſe, to have the Oc- 
caſion of her Diſtemper continually in her Sight; and 
de ſpaĩred of any Cure, becauſe her Honour would not 
permit her, to diſcover the Cauſe. After the Phy ſi- 
clans had finiſhed their Conſultation, every Body re- 
tired from her Apartment, except the Princeſs 
Avoalia, 
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Aunatia, and her Siſter SIN POROSA; who ſoon 
found a ſpeciou: Pretence, to ſend AuDaL 1a after the 
Reſt. 

SINFOROSA, then, finding her ſelf alone with 
AuRISTELLA, embraced her, preſſing her Lips, with 
an eager Kiſs, and fetching, at the ſame Time, ſuch 
ardent Sighs, that ſhe ſeemed ready to breathe her very 
Soul into her; but AuRISsTEIL La could not receive this 
Mark of the moſt tender Affection, without feeling a 
freſh Concern, which increaſed her Diſorder. What 
mean theſe Sighs, /a:a h; and what am I to judge 
from thence, but that your Soul ſuffers a more cruel 
Anguiſh,than what I feel in my own ? Let me know, 
if 1 can aſſiſt you in any Thing; though I am far 
from being well, I ſhall, yet, find Strength enough, to 
ſerve you. Dear Friend, replied Six rox OoSA, I am 
not able to expreir, how much I am obliged, by your 
generous Offer; and I equally devote my ſelf to your 
Service, with a Sincerity, that has not the leaſt Tinc- 
ture of Diſſimulation. Dear Siſter, added ſbe, for 1 
will always call you by that Name, I will open to you 
the deepeſt Receſſes of my Heart, in telling you, I 
love: Iam very ſenſible, that, being what I am, Mo- 
deity forbids me to reveal it, and ſhould prevent my de- 
claring even to you, the Pain my Heart has felt, for ſome 
Time: But muſt I ſacrifice my Life, to a ſevere Diſ- 
cretion ? Will Nature work a Miracle, to preſerve it ? 
Can Silence be the Interpreter, to demand that Remedy, 
which, alone, can ſave me, from the ſilent Tomb? 
Can Eyes, for ever fixed upon the Earth, have Power, 
to ſpeak the various Sentiments, of a Heart, that Love 
has deeply wounded ? SN FORNOSA uttered theſe Words 
with ſuch a Torrent of Tears, accompanied with ſuch 
melting Sighs, that Aux TsTEZLLA could not help 
being moved with Pity, and embraced her, in her 
Turn, wiping her Eyes. Charming Sixrorosa, 
ſaid ſbe, open your Heart freely, to me, and truſt me 
without Fear, with the Secret of your Soul. You tell 
me, that you love; I am not ſurprized at it; and I 
know, as well as you, that our Souls cannot reſiſt an

Affection for that Perſon, towards whom our Stars in- 
cline us; nay, they even compel, with Violence, when- 
ever we rebel againſt their Influence. Acquaint me 
then with the Object of your Wiſhes. As I am ſatiſ- 
fied you do not imitate the Wife of Mixos in your 
Choice, ſo I am ready to believe, like another 
PsYCHE, you do not ſubmit to a Conqueror, leſs pow- 
erful than the God of Love. In ſuch a Caſe, I ſhould 
not look upon your Defeat, as a Thing that ought to 
excite any Wonder, or Surprize. I am of the weaker 
Sex, as you are; I have my Deſires, as you have 
yours; and Honour, that Tyrant of our Hearts, hav- 
ing never permitted me to reveal them, I attribute, to 
the Violence I do my ſelf, in concealing my Wiſhes, 
the Fever that I ſuffer, through the Inconſtancy of 
him, who has all my Affection. SinForosA heard 
her with Attention ; and thought every Word a Sen- 
tence, pronounced by the Mouth of an Oracle. Alas 4 
replied the Princeſs, ſure Heaven, in Pity to my Pains, 
has conducted you to this Place; to pour into my Soul 
the Conſolation it has deſtined for me; and, I am 
perſuaded, by delivering you from the Veſſel, it has 
reſtored you to the Light, only that you might diſpel 
the diſmal Gloom, in which I am plunged, by the Diſ- 
order of my Heart But, continued ſbe, not to keep 
vou any longer in Suſpence, know, my dear Avz1- 
:TELLA, your Brother, PERi1anDER, came one Day 
to this Iſland, to be preſent at an Entertainment, my 
Father gave to his Subjects: Having obtained the 
King's Permiſſion, to enter the Liſts, he behaved with 
ſo much Addreſs, that he triumphed over all his Anta- 
goniſts ; and bore away the Prizes, deſtined for each 
of thoſe, who ſhould excel, in the different Exerciſes 
Po Lic had propoſed. You cannot conceive how 
gracefully he appeared. Dreſſed in the plain Habit of 
a Sailor, his noble Carriage, and reſolute Countenancg,

Subject; and AUur1STEL La was vexed at her Return; 
nevertheleſs, good Manners made them attentive, to the 
incomparable Voice of AuDALIA, who ſung the fol- 
lowing Words :

beſt to follow the Counſel, by intruſting, in the Bo- 
iom of AuriSTELLA, the whole Secret. One Day, 
renewing the Converſation, which Au ALA had in- 
terrupted ; dear Siſter, /aid ſbe, let me intreat your 
Patience: The Remainder of my Story grows inſup- 
portable, and I muſt die, if I do not tell you, that I 
can no longer live without your Brother. His Virtues, 
which are well known to me, render him ineſtimable ; 
and, without troubling my ſelf, to enquire after his 
Country, Family, or Fortune, I have only Regard to 
thoſe Gifts, which Nature has beſtowed upon him,with 
ſuch Profuſion ; I love him for himſelf, and adore him 
for his Merit, alone.

Do you then contrive, that I 
may be united to PERIAN DER, and you ſhall,not only, 
ſhare my Riches, but I will engage my Father,to make 
you a happy Bride to the moſt amiable of his Subjects, 
IN opening her whole Heart thus tenderly to 
AURISTELI.Aa, ſhe held her Hands, which ſhe bathed 
with her Tears; and AunisTELLA, who ſuffered, like 
her, all the Diſtreſs of an amorous Heart, with over 
flowing Eyes, bedewed the lovely Cheeks, of his 
Princeis. She looked upon her, as her moſt cruel 
Enemy, 
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Enemy, and yet the unfortunate Condition, in which 
ſhe ſaw her, overwhelmed her with Grief ; and gentle 
Pity took that Place, in her Heart, which Hate poſ- 
ſeſied before. StxForosa ( /ays /e, to her ſelf) has 
no ways offended me; ſhe does not endeavour to de- 
ceive me; why ſhould I hate her kill? Her Fault, if 
it is one to love that which is moſt amiable, is the 
ſame, that I commit, without a Scruple.

endeavoured to diſſuade, from his Love ; Great Prince, 


a ſaid he, J have already begun to repreſent to you, the

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little Dependance there is, on the inconſtant Humour 
of the fair Sex; and to tell you, that AurisTELLA 
is a Woman, though ſhe ſeems to you an Angel; and 
that PERIANDER 1s but a Man, though he may be 
her Brother. I do not ſay this, to give you any ill 
Opinion of either ; but to engage you,to behave with 
more Caution towards them ; and if, at any Time, 
they ſhould, by Chance, leave you the free Uſe of your 
Reaſon, for a Moment, I beg of you to make uſe of 
it,to confider what you are ; and to think of the pre- 
ſent Situation, of the King, your Father; of the Un- 
eaſineſs you give the People, who look upon them- 
ſelves as your Subjects; and of the r you are in, 
of loſing your Kingdom, which is, at preſent, like a 
Ship without a Pilot. I beſeech you, alſo, to call to 
Mind, that Kings are obliged to , not for meer 


Beauty, but for Alliances ; not for Riches, but Vir- 
tue; becauſe they are under an Obligation, to pur- 
ſue the moſt probable Means, of obtaining worthy 

Succeſlors ; 
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Succeſſors: For a Prince often fails of meeting with 
Reſpect, whoſe Blood does not flow, from an untainted 
Spring. From whence you ought to infer, that thoſe, 
who are entirely guided by their Senſes, act contrary to 
the Principles of found Policy, when they eſtabliſh this 
Maxim; That Royalty is, in it ſelf, ſo powerful, that 
he who is poſſeſſed of it, may make any Woman his 
Equal, that beit pleaſes his Inclinations, I confeſs til is 
Maxim is tolerable, amongſt People of a meaner Con- 
dition; becauſe it is indifferent, to the Welfare of the 
State, whether they conſult Reaſon, in their Mar- 
riages, or are guided only by Love: But it is not io, 
with reſpe& to Perſons of high Birth; and I maintain 
it, they ought to preſerve a jult Lquality, in their Al- 
liances, unleſs they are re ſolved to degenerate; from 
their ancient Splendor. Therefore, my Lord, return 
to your Kingdom, or behave your ſelf in this, that 
you may not l- over-reached, in your Purſuit. I hope 
you will pardon my Zeal, which makes me talk in 
tius Manner; and, though I may be called a Male- 
content, and a Calumniator, yet I cannot be accuſed 
of any evil Intention; eſpecially at preſent, as I am 
under your Protection: In Confidence of which, I 
have nothing to fear, from the powerful Aſcendant, 
that influenced me, againſt my Inclinations, to di- 
vulge thoſe Secrets, which I had done, perkaps, better, 
to have buried in Silence, Iam obliged to you, replied 
— ARNALDus, for your {age Advice; but Heaven does 
not permit me, either to receive it, or put it in Practice. 
I ſhall always think AuRISsTELLA an Angel, and 
PERIANDER her real Brother; nay, I am convinced 
of it, honeſt Gow ER, becauſe Aur1STELLA has 
told me ſo; and, nothing, but Truth, can proceed from 
her heavenly Lips.

ALL this paſſed in the Palace of Poitcare;

Don ANTONIO was extremely deſirous to be 
iu Spain, with his Wife and Children; and Rur IL 10, 
in Lah, from whence the Sorcereſs had conveyed him 
to Norway. Every one had their particular Inclina- 
tions, and none of them accompliſhed their Deſires. 
Unhappy Condition, of human Nature ! Heaven cre- 
ated it perfect, in the Beginning; but now we find it 
defective, through our own Errors; and this Imper- 
fection will never ceaſe, but with our Defires, Whilſt 
Things were in this Situation, SinrForoOtA gave 
AUR15STET. LA an Opportunity, of talking with Per tr- 
ANDER in private: She was extremely impatient, to 
bring on the hearing of a Cauſe, on the Iſſue of 
which, her good or ill Fortune entirely depended. 
AURI5TELLA, therefore, thus addreſſed her ſelf to 
PERIAN DER: Our Pilgrimage, Brother, is attended 
with ſo many croſs Accidents, Troubles, and Dan- 
gers, that I am, every Day, and even every Moment, 
tormented with the Fear of Death; I wiſh, we 
could ſecure our ſelves in ſome Retreat, where we 
might paſs the Remainder of our Lives in Safety; ard 
J know of none, more convenient than this Place. A 
young Lady, of the higheſt Rank, extremely hand- 
ſome, whoie Merit ciaims your Addreſſes; and 
who ought not to make the firſt Advances, offers you 
here an immenſe Fortune, and a Rank, that is not to 
be deſpiſed. Whilſt AurIsTErL.LA wes talking in 
this Manner, PERIAN BER beheld her, with ſuch a 


fixed Attention, that he did not fo much as move hi- 
Evelids ; 
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Eyelids ; the Quickneſs of his Apprehenſion, ſeemed 
to out- run the Words of Aur1sTELLA, the more 
readily to diſcover her Thoughts ; but ſhe ſoon re- 
moved this Confuſion, by ſaying ; Brother, for I will 
always call you by that Name, to whatever Dignit 

you are advanced, I acquaint you, that the Prince 

S1NFOROSA adores you, and defires to be your Bride. 
She poſſeſſes a vaſt Treaſure, which her Mother left 
her ſecretly, at her Death ; and her Beauty is ſuch, it 
deſerves all the Encomiums, Werds can beſtow, I 
know her to be of a gentle,and engaging Temper ; of 
a quick, and penetrating Judgment ; and her Manners 
are as pure, as Chaſtity it ſelf, Notwithſtanding what 
I have ſaid, knowing who you are, I ſtill think you 
deſerve a more valuable Partner, than SinForos a ; 
but, in the preſent Situation of Affairs, the Favours 
of this Princeſs are not to be rejected.

E ſee ſeveral Cauſes, in Nature, the Effects of 

y which, we cannot diſcover. For inſtance, it 
will ſet ſome People's Teeth on Edge, to ſee a Piece of 
Cloth cut with a Knife; others are frighted, at the 
unexpected Sight of a Mouſe; and we have known 
ſome Perſons tremble, at the breaking of a Turnip ; or 
riſe from Table, upon bringing in a Plate of Olives, 
or ſome particular Fruit. It we aſk the Cauſe, they 
can give no Reaſon for it; and thoſe, who make the 
moſt curiozs Enquiries, are reduced to ſay, that theſe 
Antipathies, in particular Perſons, proceed from the 
Influence of the Stars; which incline them to certain 
Actions, Fears, and Terrors, upon Sight of the be- 
fore · mentioned Objects. According to theſe Philo- 
ſophers, Man is Animal riſibile, becauſe he is the 
only Animal that laughs; and we ſay, he may as 
well be defined, Animal plorabile, becauſe he weeps 
Too frequent Laughter, diſcovers a Man's ſhallow 
Underſtanding ; — many Tears, is the Sign of an 


abject Soul. Nevertheleſs, a wiſe Man may be al- 
lowed 
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lowed to weep for three Things: The firſt, for Sin? 
the ſecond, to obtain Pardon for it; and the third, for 
Jealouſy. Tears ſhed, on any other Occaſion, are 
unbecoming the Gravity of a prudent Man. Let us 
return to PERIANDER, Who was fallen in a Swoon, 
by the Side of AurISTELLA; though he does 
not weep as a Sinner, or as a Penitent, but Jealouſy, 
alone, is the Occaſion of his Tears; yet, perhaps, 
we may find, ſome gentle Hearts, will be ready to ex- 
cuſe him; and ſome charitable Hand offer to wipe 
them away, like that of AurrsTELLA; who, with 
ſome T'ruth, but more Art, had reduced him to this 
Condition.

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Love for PER1ANDEx ; yet thought it beſt to let him 
go on, and fee if he would explain himſelf more 
clearly. All this Time, her Heart was in a continual 
Paipitation ; but ſhe reſumed her Courage, upon hear- 
ing him proceed thus : Since I loft your Mother, my 
Affection, tor you, hath made me obſerve a Conduct, 
conformabie to my Reſolution, not to give you a Step- 
mother, who, during your Infancy, might treat you 
with leis Tenderneis, than my ſelf; and, you know, 
I have obſerved the Laws of Widowhood, with the 
greateſt Exactneſs; as well to preſerve my Reputation, 
as to fulfil the Duties, of the Religion I profeſs But 
ſhall I acknowledge it?

my Opinion, although you are a Princeſs, you will 
not think diſagreeable: In a Word, not to deprive 
you, any Jonger, of the Pleaſure of knowing, the Re- 
ward I intend you, for your Service; if [ obtain Au- 
RISTELLA, for my Queen, you ſhall eſpouſe Pe r1- 
ANDER; and, when I honour him, with the Title of 
my Son- in-Law,you will be as much eſteemed, in being 
his Wife, as reſpected, for being my Daughter. Sir, 
replied S1NFOROSA, are you ſure, that PExIANDER is 
not already engaged in — and if he is not, 
whether he will accept your Offer ? In all Appear- 
ance, /aid Pol I ART, he is ſtill free; for, otherwiſe, 
he would not be travelling, ina ftrange Country. As 
to his accepting your Alliance; his extraordinary Pru- 
dence aſſures me, he will think it an Honour ; and, if 
the Beauty of AbRISTELL A ſhould make her a 
Queen, it would not be ſurprizing, that yours ſhould 
obtain Pex1anDER. By theſe 25 Words, Por 1- 
cary fo agreeably flattered, the Hopes of Six po- 
nos 4, that ſhe gave her ſelf up, entirely, to her ten- 
der Deſires; and, without oppoſing the King's, pro- 
miſed to uſe all her.

too, who diſcovers a Secret to another, and begs him 
not to reveal it, becauſe his Life depends thereon ? 
This being my Caſe, ought not I to ſay to my ſelf, 
Heark you. Gow, anſwer me this Queſtion ; if 
your Life is in Danger, by revealing what you ought 
to conceal, why do you communicate it to another, 
who runs no Riſque in diſcovering it ? Why ſhould 

ou expect him, to be more prudent than your ſelf ? 
hat greater Security can you have, than your own 
Silence? I know this is right, RuT1L10, and yet, 
with all this fine Reaſoning, ſuch a Secret's at my 
Tongue's End; and juſt ready to flip out. Tell me, 
then, Sir, what has this Ax NAL pus to do here, fol- 
lowing AURISTRLLA, like her Shadow? Why does 
he leave, to the Care of an old, and infirm Father, the 
Government of his Kingdom ? And run the Riſque, 
of being murdered in one Place, or drowned in ano- 
ther; weeping here, ſighing there, and complaining 
bitterly, of a Fate, he brings upon himſelf ? What 
ſhall we fay, of this Auz1s5TELLAa, and Pexian- 
DER, her Brother ? Strolling about the World, and 
concealing 
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concealing their Birth, in all Places; to leave People 
in Doubt, whether they are, or are not of an illu- 
ſtrious Extraction; becauſe they, who are abſent from 
their own Country, and amongſt Strangers, may ea- 
ſily claim what Parents they pleaſe ?

Have we been 
able, yet, to find out from whence theſe two Non- 


pareilles came, or whither they are going? But what 


I cannot diſſemble Rur IL 10, and I ſwear by the 
eleven Heavens, (fince it is ſaid there are ſo many) 
J can never perſuade my ſelf PExRIAN DER is the Bro- 
ther of AURISTELLA; and, if I ſhould ſuppole it 
true, I ſhould have but an ill Opinion of a Brother 
that wanders through all Parts of the World, and faces 
all kind of Dangers, meerly for the Sake of a Si- 
ſter's Company. What Purſe have they, for Inſtance, 
to defray their exceſhve Expences? Does not the 
good-natured RI c A provide every Thing? I muſt 
own, that the Diamond Croſs, and the two Pearls, of 
AURISTELLA, are of an ineſtimable Value ; but 
theſe are Jewels, which are only for Ornament, and 
not to be uſed for their Support. I am afraid this 
will not laſt long; and they will not always find 
Kings to entertain them in their Palaces ; nor 3 
to ſupply them with their Treaſures. But what ſhall 
we ſay, alſo, RuT1L10, of this TRAS1L LA's whim - 
fical Humour; who values her ſelf upon her Courage 
and Chaſtity ?

I 
would lay a Wager, that LapisLaus would rather 
chuſe, to be quiet in his own Houſe, at the Riſque of

To let you know, rlied Gow x, that you 
will never live, by your Trade, in a Town where the 
Citizens neglect the Exerciſe of Dancing, to give 
themſelves up to the Pleaſures of the Bottle; and to 
acquaint you farther, that, though I have eſcaped 
Death by the Mercy of Heaven, and the Generoſity of 
ARrNALDUsS, I neither thank the one nor the other, 
but ſhould be very glad, though the latter were to 
burſt with Spite thereat, to change our wretched 
Fortune for the better, even at his Expence. Friend- 
ſhip may be laſting among Perſons of low Condition, 
becauſe Equality is the Bond that unites them ; but the 
Caſe is different between the Wealthy and the Poor ; 
for the Inequality between Riches and Poverty, admits 
of no laſting Friendſhip, You are a Philoſopher, 
replied RuT1L 1o 3 but with all your Philoſophy, I 
am afraid,we ſhall never be able, to mend the unlucky 
Condition, to which our Stars reduced us, from our 
very Entrance into the World.

were deſirous of changing their mean For- 

tune for the better, had taken it in their Heads, that 
one was worthy of AUD AL IA, and the other of Au- 
RISTELLA: RuTILIio, depending on his natural 
Confidence, and Gow ER on his Wit. The harmonious | 
Voice, and majeſtic Preſence, of Aupatia, had 
ſmitten RuTiL10;and GowkEx was enchanted, with 
the Beauty of the peerleſs AurisTELLA. Being thus 
prepoſſeſſed, they jointly ſought an Occaſion, to diſ- 
cloie their Sentiments, _ expoling themſelves 
by to 
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to the Inconveniencies, of an ill-timed Declaration ; 
and accordingly RuTiL1o wrote a Letter for Au- 
DALIA; and GowzE R, another for AURISTELLA, 
of both which we ſhall preſently ſee the Contents. 


RUTILIO to AUDALIA. 


AM a Stranger in this Court, Madam ; and, as 

no body can acquaint you with my Extraction, 
perhaps you would hardly believe it to be great and il- 
luſtrious, if I did not give y6u a convincing Proof of 
it, by my Boldneſs, in declaring I adore you.

E ſuffer ourſelves to be caught in the Snares 
of Love, either by the Charms of a Beauty, 
that dazzles at firſtSight, without giving us any Time for 
Reflection; or by the Merit, we diſcover, by Degrees, 
in the Perſon, to whom we are inclined to offer up our 
Hearts. However, charming Aua 15STELLA, I take a 
quite different Way from either of theſe, to induce you to 
think mine worthy your Acceptance ; I mean that of 
Compaſſion: And, indeed, can I be ſo inſenſible, to ſee 
your Life always expoſed to freſh Dangers, without 
being affected with che greateſt Concern thereat ? 
Hath not the Sword already threatened your on 
g ays? 
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Days ? And have not the Flames been near reducing 
you to Aſhes? Hath not Cold, on one Hand, al- 
moſt extinguiſhed your vital Heat? Whilſt, on the 
other Hand, Famine, no leſs deſtructive, attacked 
you with unrelenting Fury, and brought you to the 
Brink of the Grave? Nay, hath it not, Savage-like, 
made War even upon that incomparable Beauty, 
which the very Barbarians reſpected; by depriving 
you of 'that matchleſs Complexion, thoſe Roſes and 
Lillies, which made you at once the Admiration of 
all Men, and the Envy of your own Sex, and ſubſti- 
tuting its own Death-like Paleneſs in its Stead ? In 
ſhort, have you not been ſwallowed up by the merci- 
leſs Waves, and given up again, only by a Kind of 
Miracle? What Heart of Stone could think of all 
theſe your Sufferings without Compaſſion ? It is in 
your own Power, however, now to eſcape them for 
the future; in order to which, you need only forſake 
a ſtrolling Prince, who follows you merely in Hopes of 
enjoying your Favours ; and leave here behind you a 
Brother, (if he really is your Brother) who may not 
_ be able, to aſſiſt you in your Neceſſities. Be 
adviſed by me; be no longer amuied with diſtant 
Promiſes, but accept of what is at Hand; by chooſing 
ſuch a Courſe of Life, as may enable you to ſpend 
the reſt of your Days in Pleaſure, I am young, and 
have ſome Talents, that will maintain you in any 
Part of the World : Give but the Word, and I am 
ready to deliver you, both from the Importunities of 
-ARNALDUSs, and the Reſtraint, you are kept under 
by PEr1AaNnDER, Ihavue it in my Power, to bring you 
out of this miſerable Egypt, and to lead you into the 
Land of Promiſe; that is, to France, Spain, or Italy, 
ſince I am not at Liberty to carry you to England. 
And, that you may be ſatisfied my Intentions are ho- 
nourable, I do not propoſe to go with you but as your

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RUTILIO having hearkened attentively, 
ſhook his Head ; I begin, /ays he, to be ſenſible, we 
are little better than mad Men ; in fancying we can 
fly up to Heaven without Wings ; for thoſe, with 
which our Hopes and Deſigns have flattered us, are 
- Not a Jot beyond thoſe of theAnt; which are given her, 
only that ſhe may periſh the ſooner : Wherefore, ho- 
neſt GowEr, my Advice is, without proceeding any 
farther, to ſuppreſs theſe Letters, which our Idleneſs, 
not to ſay our Folly, has induced us to write. For, in 
ſhort, Love has not prompted us thereto : That grows 
up, and gathers Strength, only by Hope. Since neither 
of us has the leaſt Room to flatter ourſelves with any, 
why ſhould we expoſe ourſelves, to theDanger of being 
ruined, (and without any Proſpe& of Gain,) by the 
Enterprize in which you have engaged me ?

STELLA, I will at leaſt keep it, for my own Cre- 
dit; becauſe therein I have outdone my uſual Out- 
Goings : Nay, on ſecond Thoughts, my Conſcience 
would reproach me, as long as I liv'd, ſhould I give 
way to the pitiſul Repentance you propoſe. Attempts 
are not always dangerous, and no Fear ſhall ever make 
me deſiſt from my preſent Deſign. 

WHILST theſe Two were thus diſcourſing 
PerxrianDer found an Opportunity, of conferring 
[OP with AurISTELLA. His Intention, when 

e entered her Apartment, was to give her his Let- 
ter; 


; 
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ter ; but the Moment he approached her Bed-ſide, he 
forgot it. Wherefore, looking upon her with a lan- 
uiſhing Air, Believe me, AurIsTELLA, ſaid he, 
Faw ſtill the fame PERS1IL ES, who always adored 
ou; in changing my Name for that of Pe xiaxves, 
I have not altered my Sentiments; the Bonds that 
unite us can only be diſſolved by Death; why wou'd 
you adviſe me to any thing, ſo inconſiſtent with 
this Truth ? I conjure you, then, by Heaven and by 
yourſelf, who appear to me yet more beautiful than 
Heaven itſelf, to talk to me no more of Six FOROSA; 
nor longer imagine her Charms, or Riches, are 
capable of moving a Heart, which can only ſigh for 
you; or of making me forget my Promiſe to S1c15- 
MUNDA, ſooner to die, than ceaſe to adore her. I now 
renew this Promiſe, worthy Object of the Tears, with 
which my Eyes ſo lately overflowed ; ſtrive, therefore, 
if poſſible, to recover your Health ; that we may leave 
a Court, where every thing grows hateful to me, 
ſince it has diſturbed your Auer. I ſhall ſoon pro- 
vide what is neceſſary for our Voyage. Though Rome 
is a Heaven upon Earth, Rome is not ſituated in Hea- 
ven; but we ſhall arrive there, whatever Obſtacles 
may retard us in our Way.

URING theſe Tranſactions, Pol ic ARP, giv- 

ing himſelf up to the ſweet Chimeras, wherewith 

Love flattered him, waited impatiently for the Return of 
SIN FO ROSA, to hear AURILTELLA's Anſwer; not 
doubting, but the Luſtre of his Crown would have 
ſuch an Effect upon her, as would determine her, to 
ſhare with him in his Throne. He was even ſo con- 
fident hereof, that he was already laying down the 
Plan, for the Celebration of a Feſtival, on the Wedding 
ay; 
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Day; the moſt magnificent he had ever made, ſince 
his Election, not ſeeming to him ſufficiently ſplendid, 

for that Occaſion : He was reſolved, therefore, to ſo- 

lemnize his Nuptials in ſuch a Manner, as ſhould evi- 

dently ſhew the Ardour of his Paſſion : Nay, he was 

ſo pleaſed with the Thoughts of his approaching 

Marriage, that he granted all the Petitions which 
were preſented to him, and entirely forgot the Dit- 

ference, between Threeſcore and Seventeen. 

T HE Sentiments of SinForosa were more rea- 
ſonable ; though ſhe was both young, handſome, 
and a Princeſs, , Rank did not prevent her being 
diffident of her own Merit: She thought PERIANDER“s 
ſtill ſuperior to her's ; and was afraid of not being 
ſufficiently amiable, to induce him to love her with an 
equal Tenderneſs: SiNFoR 08 A4's Condition, there- 
fore, was very different from her Father's; always 
wavering, between Hope and Fear, ſhe returned to 
AUR IsTEL LA, whom ſhe found alone.

AURISTELLA, ſeeing her Uneaſineſs, receiv- 
ed her with an agreeable Smile; and feigning a Joy, 
to which ſhe was in Reality a Stranger, Come near, 
ſaid ſhe, and hear the Triumph of Six FORNOSA, and 
the Defeat of PERIanDeEr: More captivated with 
your Beauty, than dazzled with your Riches, or high 
Rank, my Brother conteſſes, Love has now, for the firſt 
Time, made an Impreſſion on his Heart; and thinks 
himſelf happy, in pleaſing a Princeſs, whoſe great Quali- 
ties give her a 1 itle, to chuſe a Partner from amongſt 
the greateſt Princes in the World, His good Fortune 
appears the more ſurprizing, as he thinks le ſo little 
deſerves it; having nothing tv oTer, in Return, but a 
Heart, where you reign, with an abſolute Sway.

Surprize; nothing could be more grateful to _ 
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than the Hope of ſeeing me ſeated on the Throne ;

Nevertheleſs, there is one Thing that per- 
plexes him, and it is not without Cauſe: I mean, his 
having entered into a Sort of Engagement, to give me 
to the Prince of Denmark; becauſe he rightly judges, 
PoL1cary will not accept of him for a Son-in-Law, 
unleſs he receives my Hand at the ſame Time. It is 
with no ſmall Grief, therefore, he ſees himſelf under 
a Neceſlity, of Ceferring the Poſſeſſion of his Wiſhes, 
till he has put it out of the Power of that Prince, to 
oblige him to keep his Word, It will not be diffi- 
cult to effect this; and I have pointed out the Means: 
ArNnaALDnvus is already apprized, that we are obliged 
to go to Rome, in Compliance with a Vow, for which 
we leſt our Country; and is ſo thoroughly ſatisfied, of 
the Obligation we are under to do this, that he has 
agreed to ſhorten our Pilgrimage, by conducting us to 
the firſt Port in France; — whence we ſhall proceed 
by Land, to that Capital of the World, while he 
makes the neceſſiry Preparations, for our Marriage, at 
our Return from thence. We will, therefore, purſue 
our Journey; after which, inſtead of going to Denmark, 
we will come back to your Iſland; for, as I can no 
more live without PRERIAN DER, than a Body without 
a Soul, when my Brother is your Bridegroom, I muſt 
neceſſarily accept your Father's Hand, unleſs I would 
renounce my Being.

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his Crown; but, however that be, if you will pro- 
miſe faithfully, to become my Father's, and PRRIA&x - 
DER conſents to give me his Hand, I will take care to 
render fruitleſs, all that the Prince of Denmark can 
undertake, to prevent our mutual Happineſs. 

THE Wiſe, replied AuRISTELLA, judge of fu- 
ture Events, by comparing the preſent with the paſt. 
I would haye you underſtand by this, that, if King 
Po Lic Ax ſhould attempt to uſe any Violence, he 
would make an Enemy of AxnALDus ; who is the 
Son of a powerful Monarch, and, if I may ſpeak 
freely, whoſe naval Force is ſuperior to your Father's.

PERCEIVING that this made ſome Impreſ- 
ſion, on Sin FoROSA, AURISTELLA thus went on: I 
am of Opinion, therefore, we ſhould rather feign a 
Compliance, with the Prince of Denmaxt's Views ; and 
yourſelf ſhould engage your Father, to haſten our De- 
parture, that we may the ſooner return. Abſence be- 
ing a powerful Remedy againſt Love, I preſume that of 
ARNALDUs will grow cold, during our Journey to 
Rome; and forgetting me by Degrees, he will find ſome

In the Courſe of our Voyage, we 
coaſted along the Shore of a certain Iſland; and came 
ſo near it, that we not only ſaw the Trees that grew 
on the Borders, but could diſtinguiſh the different 
Kinds. Having been ſome Time at Sea, and my Siſter 
finding herſelf ſick, with the Motion of the Veſlel, ſhe 
defired to go aſhore, to recover from her Diſorder: Ac- 
cordingly, ſhe begged the Captain's Leave, and, as 
her Requeſt ſeems always to have the Force of a Com- 
mand, the Officer gave his Conſent. My Siſter, then, 
and I, with CLEL1a, her Governante, went into the 
Skiff; and one Sailor only rowed us to Land. As 
we perceived the Mouth of a little River, that emp- 
tied itſelf into the Sea, and the Banks of which were 
covered with high Trees, whole green Leaves formed 
a pleaſant Shade, and whoſe Image was reflected in 
the chryſtal Stream ; the Beauty of the Place inviting 
ue, we deſired the Sailor to carry us thither, Here- 
upon, he immediately rowed up the River; and 
when he had loſt Sight of the Ship, he laid by his 
Oars, and thus addreſſed us. 
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AMIABL E Strangers, /aid he, I am a Chriſtian: 
my Parents, though poor, gave mea religious Educa- 
tion; and, notwithſtanding the wicked Trade I have 
lately followed, I am ſenſible, that in order to get to 
Heaven, I muſt leave off that of a Pyrate. What I mean 
hereby is, to let you know, my Conſcience. obliges 
me to inform you, that, if you return on board the 
Ship you have left, this Lady will loſe her Honour, 
and you your Life. This is our Captain's Intention, 
who is a more notorious Corſair than Barbaraſſa; and 
much more likely to execute it,than to uſe anyCharity to 
his Neighbour. Seeing us turn pale at this Diſcourſe ; 
Be not frighten'd, continued he, you are no longer in his 
Hands ; and, if you defire it, I will carry you to the 
inmoſt Part of the Ifland, where you will be ſecure 
from his wicked Deſigns. -You may well judge, if we 
were not terrified at this News : We thanked him for 
his Information, and promiſed him a Reward, equal 
to his Service, if he would conduct us to ſome Place, 
where we might be out of the Captain's Power. In 
effect, having conſulted together, what to do for our 
Security; the Sailor adviſed our going higher up 
the River, in hopes of finding more Inhabitants, to 
aſſiſt us, againſt thoſe whom the Corſair might ſend in 
Queſt of us : However, continued he, I believe none of 
the Crew will venture to follow us; becaule the 
People of this Iſland, take all for Pyrates, who come 
aſhore, and give them no Quarter. 

HAVING agreed to follow his Counſel, I 
took one of his Oars, to help him forward ; and Fear 
giving us Strength, we went up the River, with more 
Speed, than we ſhould have come down it, when under 
no Apprehen ſion of Danger. Having advanced about 
two Miles up the Iſland, we heard, on a ſudden, the 
harmonious Sound of many and various Inſtruments ; 
and ſoon perceived a Kind of moving Grove, that 
floated gently along the River : Being come nearer, 
we found that what we took for Trees, were only 
Barges adorned with Boughs, in which a numerous 
Company were diverting themſelves, with various 
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Kinds of Muſick. They had no ſooner diſcovered us, 
but we were ſurrounded on all Sides, Upon which, 
my Siſter, riſing up, with the beautiful Ringlets of her 
Hair waving upon her Shoulders, ſhe appeared like 
ſomething divine, in the Eyes of all the Spectators ;

ſurpaſſing the moſt exquiſite Perfumes We ſaw, at the 
ſame Time, two young Maidens and two young Men 
riſe from their Seats. One of the Maidens was ex- 
tremely pretty, and the other more homely, perhaps, 
than ſhe thought herſelf. Of the two Men alſo, one 
was handſome and well-ſhaped, whilſt the other had 
not the ſame Air and Appearance. They all four fell 
upon their Knees before AURIsTELLA, and the moſt 
graceful of the Men addrefling himſelf to her; O thou 
Goddeſs, whoever thou art, ſaid he, we can never ſuſh- 
ciently acknowledge, the Favour thou doſt us, in 
gracing our ruſtick Feſtival with thy Preſence. To ho- 
nour us, thou leaveſt the chryſtal Palace, thou inhabiteſt 
under the briny Waves, and we can only receive thee 
under the Roof of our poor Cottages, where Poverty 
abides. But,fince we have noDwelling worthy to receive 
thee, be pleaſed, O divine Beauty, to take up thy 
Reſidence in our Hearts, the propereſt Abode for a 
Deity. Mean while, the other young Man, who 

was 
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was not ſo handſome as the firſt, withdrew, to enga 
the Company to ſing the Praiſes of the beautiful Stran- 
ger; and order'd all the Inſtruments, to proclaim their 
Joy, for her happy Arrival to their Habitations. Our 
Sailor, highly pleas'd with thisReception, inform'd the 
Inhabitants, that there was a Ship near the Mouth of 
their River, that was manned by Pyrates ; and that he 
was afraid, they would carry away my Sitter, pointing 
to AURISTELLA, who was, (as he told them, to en- 
courage them to defend her,) theDaughter of a power- 
ful King. He had ſcarce done ſpeaking, when they 
laid aſide their Inſtruments of Muſick, to take up 
thoſe of War ; the Alarm was preſently given through 
all the Coaſt, and Centinels poſted in all Places, where 
the Corſair might make a Deſcent. Their Habitations 
being thus ſecured, ſeveral Fiſhermen baited their 
Hooks, and ſpread their Nets, to get us ſome Provi- 
ſions : And, that nothing might interrupt our Repaſt, 
the two young Men came to a Reſolution, not to ce- 
lebrate their Marriage that Evening ; but yielded their 
Bower to my Siſter and their Miſtreſſes, and agreed 
together to provide a Supper for the Women, whilſt 
the Men ſhould keep Guard, all Night, upon the 
Banks of the River. 

WH EN Supper was over, UL RIC took me by 
the Hand, and defir*d me to take 2"Turn with him by the 
River Side. We had got but a little Diſtance, from the 
reſt of the Company, when I perceived he had ſome- 
thing in his Heart which he wanted to diſcloſe ; and, 
with manySobs and Sighs, he began as follows ; Wou'd 
you believe, noble Stranger, that your Arrival, at theſe 
our Habitations, which J eſteem miraculous, and hay- 
ing deferr'd our Celebration of my Wedding, gives 
me Room to hope, that I may find ſome Remedy for 
my Misfortunes, if you will be ſo good as to aſſiſt me 
with your Advice? Though you ſhould think me a 
Man void of all Senſe or Diſcernment, I cannot help 
telling you, that of the two Women you ſaw, the one 
homely, and the other handſome, my unlucky Stars 
oblige me to marry the laſt, whoſe Name is S1LvV1- 
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Ana. I muſt own my Unwillingneſs to make her 
my Wife, ſhocks both Reaſon and Nature; and am 
ſenſible, that one need only have Eyes, to accuſe me 
of the oddeſt Taſte imaginable ; but, let that be as it 
will, I love LxONCIA, and with all her Homelineſs 
I adore her; and am not able to baniſh her from my 
Heart, nor drive her Image from my Thoughts; it 
even ſeems, for ſome Days paſt, to follow me every 
where ; reproaching me with an Infidelity, for which 
I am not to blame. I find in her an inviſible Charm, 
ſupported by Virtue, that not only makes her appear 
amiable, but repreſents her to my Imagination, as the 
moſt beautiful Woman in the World ; and the moſt 
deſerving of my Affection. 

T HERE is yet ſomething more unaccountable 
in this Affair: I think, I have diſcovered that TIR“ 
BALD, the other Bridegroom, is deeply in Love with 
SILVIANA ; fo that I have Reaſon to believe, all our 
Inclinations are thwarted ; and that, to make us all 
four happy, we ought to change the Plan of theſe Mar- 
riages, which were concerted only by our Relations. 
For myPart, I cannot conceive, why our Parents ſhould 
deſire us to ſubmit to their Pleaſure, and load us with 
a Yoke, againſt our Wills, which we are to bear, for 
the Term of our Lives. 'This Night, we were to pro- 
nounce that fatal, I w1LL ſo terrible when the Heart 
refuſes to conſent ; but, as I believe, Heaven con- 
ducted you hither, to put off the Ceremony till To- 
morrow ; during this Interval, you may, perhaps, ad- 
viſe me, how to avoid this Misfortune, which is more 
dreadſul to me than Death. 1 underſtand by the Sai- 
lor, that your Birth is ſo noble, that you muſt have a 

neral Knowledge of the World; and ſuch a Love of 
Faltice, that you can never be a partial Judge be- 
tween me and TI B BALD; but, if I can find no Means 
to alter my miſerable Deſtiny, I reſolve, from this In- 
ſtant, to forſake theſe pleaſant Shores for-ever, what- 
ever Trouble it may cauſe, to my Friends and Re- 


lations, 
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I could not help hearkening to ULric with Atten- 
tion; and, reflecting on what he told me, bethought 
me preſently of an Expedient for his Relief: Friend, 
ſaid J, you muſt not leave your Country; or, at leaſt, 
you ought not to do it, till I have ſpoken to my Siſter, 
who is that lovely Perſon that came hither with me: 
She has ſo much Prudence and Penetration, that her 
Underſtanding, as well as her Beauty, ſeems to be 


divine. Upon this we returned to the Bower, and, hav- 


ing told my Siſter, all that paſſed between me and 
ULx1c, ſhe ſoon found the Means to make good my 
Words; and to ſatisfy at once the four diicontented 
Lovers. This ſhe effected, in the following Manner:

And you, Sit. viax s, can you deny, that you have the 


prone Inclination for TinBBAaLD ? You bluſh, and 


odeſty prevents your owning what I ask you ; but 
your Silence acknowledges it ; and that is a ſufficient 
Ground, for me to make you all four happy, con- 
trary to your Expectations; be wile, and by following 
my Counſel, you ſhall ſce your Deſires accompliſhed : 
Kiſſing the Hands of Au n1sreLiLaathouſand Times, 
and embracing her, with Tears in their Eyes, they both 
ſilently confeſſed, what they were afraid to declare. 

AS ſoon as Day appeared, the Inſtruments of Mu- 
ſick began to ſound, and rouzed the young Lovers; 
who immediately repaired to the nuptial Chamber, 
dreſſed in their Wedding Clothes. Aux isTELLA, 
then, taking SVN in one Hand, and LS ON CIA 
in the other, and making a Sign to UL RI and Ti- 
BALD to approach, they advanced trembling, being 
ignorant of my Siſter's Deſign : In ſhort, they ſaw 
the Prieſt prepared for the Ceremony, and were *

One of the Gal- 
leys, whoſe Enſign was a Cu P1D, got before the Reſt, 
the Diſtance of thrice its Length ; and this Advantage 
made the Spectators imagine, it would get firſt to the 
Goal, and carry off the Prize. The Galley that 
came next ſeemed to fly alſo; and the twelve Rowers, 
inſtead of loſing Courage, redoubled their Efforts to 
get foremoſt in their Turn; but, ſome Time after, find- 
ing they could not overtake the other, they were w_ 
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the Point of giving over their Enterprize. How dif- 
ferent are the Events of human Things, from our Ex- 
pectations ! The People aſhore, ſeeing the firſt Galley 
maintain its Advantage, and believing it already vic- 
torious, began to cry out, Curin triumphs, Love is 
invincible. At the Sund of theſe Acclamations, the 
Rowers, full of Joy, began to ſlacken their Speed; and 
thoſe of the ſecond Galley, whoſe Enſign was Intereſt, 
repreſented under the Figure of a Giant, richly dreſ- 
ſed, took Advantage of this Opportunity ; and recover- 
ing freſh Vigour, pulled with ſo much Strength, that 
Intereſt ſoon came up with Love; and paſſing by, like 
an Arrow, ſhattered all the Oars on the Star-board Side. 
The ſecond having now out ſtripped the firſt Galley, 
thoſe, who before thought Love invincible, changed 
their Tone, and began to cry, Intereſt was Conqueror. 
The third Galley, whoſe Enſign was Diligence, repre- 
ſented as a naked Women, with ſo many Wings, that, 
had ſhe had a Trumpet, ſhe would rather have been 
taken for Fame, perceiving the Advantage of Intere/? 
over Love, had Hopes of beating them both; and the 
Rowers would have ſucceeded ; had not the Steerſman 
run foul of the two firſt, in ſuch a Manner, that all 
their Oars became entirely uſeleſs. Mean while, thoſe in - 
the fourth Galley, whoſe Enfign was Fortune, and 
who had given the Prize over for loſt, ſeeing the Con- 
fuſion of their Antagoniſts, renewed their firſt Ardour, 
and ſteering clear ot the Reſt, paſſed them all, with- 
out any Obitacle. Though joyful at this Advantage, the 
Shouts of the People did not make them ſlack ; on the 
contrary, fearing the others might recover their Ad- 
vantage, they continued rowing vigorouſly, till they 
had reached the Goal, and ſecured the Prize, So that 
Fortune carried it leſs by its Swiftneſs, than by the 
good Luck that generally attends it. As PRRIAN DER 
was at this Part of the Diſcourſe, young AnToN10 
fainted away; and his Father, then gueſſing the Cauſe 
of his IIlneſs, immediately left the Company, to go 
in Search of ZzxoT1a. We ſhall ſee what paſled be- 
tween them 1n the following Chapter.

Don Ax rox o meets ZENOTIA ; forces her to 
confeſs herſelf the Cauſe of his Son's Illneſs, and 
makes her promiſe to reſtore him. Her Machi- 
nations with POLICARP, to hinder the De- 
parture of AURISTELLA, and young AN- 
T ONTO, 


ON Ax TONI, as we ſaid before, haſtened 


to ſeek ZExoOTIA, with a Reſolution to find 


her, though in the King's Apartment. Having met 
her, he ſeized her with his Left Hand, and holding up 
a Poniard in his Right, Wretch, /aid be, with the 
»tmeſt Fury, reſtore me my Son, or reſolve to die this 
Moment; look to it, Sorcereſs, by whatever Charm 


thou art waſting his Life, and confeſs it immediately, 


for thou only knoweſt it, or thou art a dead Woman, 
Z R vor 14, terrified with the Menaces of the Spaniard, 
whoſe Eyes ſparkled with Rage, andwhoſe Arm was lifted 
up, to plunge the Poniard in her Boſom, trembling, 
acknowledged ſhe had laid a Spell upon his Son; and 
promiſed at the ſame Time to reſtore his Health. His 
Barbarity has thrown him into this Condition, /azd ſpe: 
As you know my Sex is prone to Vengeance, when 
treated with Scorn; you need not wonder, if his Cru- 
elty excited me to an Action, that was contrary to my 
natural Diſpoſition; bid him behave with * more 
Humanity for the future. - Retire in Peace; to-morrow 
you ſhall be reconciled to ZE NO IA; and this beloved 
Son ſhall be as well as I am. Remember, anfwered Don 
AxTo0x10, to perform your Promiſe, or your Life ſhall 
pay for his. Don Ax rox 10 then let her go without 

Harm; 
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Harm; and ZE XO TIA, being fully convinced ſhe 
ſnould have no Quarter, from this Spaniard, if ſhe did 
not keep her Word, ſtifling her Reſentment, for the 

reſent, went ſoon in the Night, and ſlily took the 
bpell, from under the Door of AnTox10's Chamber; 
which ſhe had placed there, to conſume his Life by 
Degrees, in the ſharpeſt Torment: This ſhe had 
ſcarce done, when he recovered his loſt Health; his 
Complexion was reſtored ; and his Eyes regained their 
natural Vivacity; to the great Satisfactiou of his Pa- 
rents, and all his Acquaintance, 

NOT being able, however, to forget the Mena- 
ces of Don AxTox1o, nor the Diſdain of his Son, 
ZENOTIA reſolved to be revenged on them both, 
without appear ing in it; or depriving herſelf of the

Princes. I have your Intereſt as much at Heart as 
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my own: I therefore venture, under the Perm iſſion 
you have given me, to ſpeak freely, when I think it 
neceſſary, to adviſe you to make uſe of the Advantage, 
you have at preſent over your Rivals, by obliging 
them to quit your Dominions, and by engaging Aua i- 
STELLA to remain here, with the Reſt of her Com- 
panions. You will then alſo be at Liberty, to puniſh 
that Barbarian, young AnToN10, who has carried 
his Inſolence ſo far, as to murder the unfortunate 
Gow ER in your Palace. 

POLICARP liſtened to the malicious ZEN o- 
TIA with extreme Attention; her Infinuations, like fo 
many Daggers, ſtahbed him to the Heart, at every 
Word ſhe ſpoke.

but, making an orderly Retreat, either they did not 
hear me, or Pity, for the Condition to which they 
had reduced me, prevented their Revenge ; and, in a 
Moment after, they diſappeared.

T H E Sun was going down, when we three went 
into a Boat, with eight Kowers, who Carried us the 
| Way 
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Way the Pyrates took in their Retreat ; but inſtead of 
having Moon-light, as we expected, the Night grew ſo 
dark, when we were on the open Sea, that we could not 
diſcover any Veſſel; upon which we reſolved to wait 
for Day, to ſee if we could not meet with what we 
wanted. As ſoon 2s the Dawn appeared, we per- 
ceived two Ships, one comirg from under the Shore, 
and the other going to c:{t Anchor. I knew, by the 
Colours of the former, it was the ſame Ship which we 
had left the Day before. The Colours of that which 
was coming, were different ; but I was ſoon convinced, 
they were both manned by Pyrates. 

T O return to the Veſſel that was putting out to Sea,

Adverſaries, boarding the firſt with the utmoſt Fury, 
cleared the Deck of all before them; and having put 
all the Crew to the Sword, they began to pillage it;

FORT TLF V yourſelves, therefore, ye generous 
Vouths! with an heroic Courage; by caſting your Eyes 
on that Ship, that bears away the molt valuable of Trea- 
ſures, your dear Relations: Let us ſeize on that the 
Robbers have left, with their Lives, upon this Shore, 
and let us all together haſten, to recover from their 
Victors, theſe beloved Brides, with the Booty taken from 
our common Enemy. We all underſtand the Art of Na- 
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vigation, and we ſhall find Arms and Proviſion, to un- 
dertake a Voyage, that will crown us with Wealth and 
Honour. Come then, my Lads, let ſuch of you as 
have Courage enough, prepare to follow me: I beg it 
of you all, to engage in this glorious Deſign; ULxic 
and TisBALD do the ſame; I will antwer for them, 
they will never forſake me, in an Enterpriſe that is e- 
qually juſt and generous, 

SCARCE had I concluded, when there aroſe a 
Murmur in all the Boats ; proceeding from their con- 
ſulting with each other what they ſhould do on this 
Occaſion ; and, a Moment after, by general Conſent, 
one of them cried out, Let us embark, moſt generous 
Brother, of an adorable Sifter ; lead us to the Veſſel 
you mention, and we will follow you as our Guide 
and Captain.

generous Youth, who having ſaved this divine Beauty 


from the Flames, was the Means of giving her to his 


Arms. PoLicary, then, being determined, as we 


have already obſerved, to make AxNaLDus and PE- 
7 RIANDER leave his Kingdom, was going to tell them 
bis Will; when, meeting them by the Way, he was 
4 awed by their majeſtick Preſence: And it came ſud-

to bear. His Story moving us all with Pity, we com- 
forted him, by aſſuring him, we would ſoon return to 
his Iſland, laden with Riches; and we ſet two Men to 
watch him, leſt he ſhould attempt, a ſecond Time, 
to execute his melancholy Deſign.

of our Voyage, I am not the leaſt diſcouraged ; for, 
my Heart gives me certain Aſſurance, of the Advan- 
tages we ſhall obtain, if our Courage does not fail us, 
when we meet with the Enemy we ſeek to engage. 
One of them, anſwering for the Reſt, Noble Captain, 
ſaid he, by making long Reflections upon any Thing, 
we are ſure to diſcover Difficulties ; but, when we are 
engaged in an important Action, if we allow a Share 
to Reaſon, we muſt give more to Fortune; and, con- 
fiding in the Happineſs, of having you for a Comman- 
der, we are reſolved to follow you, wherever yon are 
pleaſed to lead us. Let our Wives and Children com- 
plain, and our old Parents bewail us ; if they ſhould 
{ſuffer a little Poverty, Heaven, that feeds all the 
brute Creatures, will take Care to provide Food for 


Man; let us, therefore, make all the Sail we can, if 


you approve it; and place Centinels on the Maſt, to 
ſee whether they can diſcover any Veſſel, which may 
give us an Opportunity of ſignalizing our Courage. I 
thanked them, for their good Will, and we continued 
our Rout, without meeting any Thing that Day ; bur 
the next Morning, before the Sun roſe, one of the 
Centinels, on che Kain. Mad, cried out aloud, A Sail, 
a Sail. I aſked him, what Force it appeared to have, 


and which Way it ſtood. He anſwered me, hag 


ſeemed to be equal to our own, and was coming down 
upon us. Courage, my Friends, /aid J, make ready 
your Arms; and, if this Ship is manned by Corſair, 
let them find, that you are fit for ſomething more than 
handling your Nets. 

We came up with it, in leſs than two Hours; and 
were going to ſalute her with a Broadſide, when we 
perceived the was defenceleſs. I leaped into her, with 
above forty of my Companions; and we found no Re- 
ſiſtance, there being only ſome Servants, and a few 
Sailors on Board. On ſearching the Ship, in one Part 
of it, we perceived a Man, of pretty good Appearance; 
and a Woman, ſomething more than tolerably hand- 


ſome ; both faſtened, by the Neck, to an Iron Chain; 
and 
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and lying upon the Floor, about two Yards from each 
other. Then, going into the Captain's Cabbin, we ſay 
a very rich Bed; in which there lay a venerable old 
Man, whoſe majeſtick Countenance commanded our 
Reſpect. He did not get out of the Bed, for he was 
not able; but lifting himſelf up a little, he thus ac- 
coſted us: Sheath your Swords, brave Men ; you will 
meet here no Enemies, that will oblige you to uſe 
them.

ed ſucceſſively, for many Generations; neither did it 


fall into the Hands of my firſt Anceſtor, by any tyran- 
nical Means.

made ſeveral Attempts againſt it, in Concert with her, 
by 
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by ſuch private Means, that had I not been extreme-

gine, I intended to make an arbitrary Uſe of a Com. 
mand, they had given me, by their own free Choice. 
Having agreed, therefore, among ourſelves, what 
Reply to make; Great Prince, ſaid I, we did not 
take up Arms to enrich ourſelves, at the Expence of

We return you many Thanks, 
for offering us ſuch .a Ranſom ; but, as you are not 
a Priſoner, you are under no Obligation to redeem 
your Liberty ; therefore, purſue your Courſe without 
Fear; and, in Conſideration of our having treated 
you otherwiſe than you expected, when we entered 
your Veſſel, we beg of you to pardon theſe Wreiches, 
who have offended you; the Greatneſs of a King 
ſhewing itſelf more to Advantage, by Mercy, than 
uſtice. We intreat you, alſo, to let us have ſome 
Barrels of Powder and Proviſion, if you can do it 
without Inconvenience. With all my Heart, replicd 
he, and immediately ordered a good Quantity to be 
conveyed on board our Ship. This done, I propoſed 
to carry with us his two Enemies; aſſuring him, I 
would land them, each at a different Place, where 
they ſhould never be able to offend him more. Since 
I cannot, /aid he, refuſe you their Pardon, I the more 
readily conſent to this, as the Sight of the Offender 
continually renews the Remembrance of the Wrong, 
in the Heart of the Perſon injured. But, as we were 
taking off the Chains of theſe Criminals, ſuch a Storm 
aroſe ſuddenly, that we were forced to leave them, and 
haſten on board our own Ship ; which was preſently 
ſeparated from that of Lx o ol o, ſo that we could not 
approach it any more: Having thus faid, PEN IAx- 
DEr broke off his Narration, for that Time, being 
willing to allow his Audience a little Reſpite.

PERIAN DER meets the Princeſs SULPICIA, 
Neice to the King of Iceland ; and foares her 
a Guard to, conduct her to the Dominions, of her 
Uncle CRATILAS, 


HE ſame Company being met, next Evening, 
in SINFoR0SA's Apartment, P&RIANDER 
went on with his Adventures, as follows : 

THOUGH I had not behaved fo generouſly 
to King LEoyoLD, but by the Conſent of my poor 
Fiſhermen, yet I was a little apprehenſive, they were 
not inwardly ſatisfied therewith, As all Men are not 
equally difintereſted, I was afraid, my refuſing to 
accept this Prince's Offer, of a hundred thouſand 
Pieces of Gold, might give them a Diſlike, of ſerving 
under my Orders, having no Hopes, of meeting again 
with ſo favourable an Opportunity, of enriching them- 
ſelves. Inorder, therefore, to diſcover their real Senti- 
ments; My Friends, ſaid J, LEO POI, hath offered 
ns a large Sum, enough to ſatisfy us, if we had been 
Pyrates; but, as we are all honeſt Men, and value 
our Reputation, more than Wealth, unjuſtly acquired, 
J believe none of us are ſorry, for having refuſed a 
Ranſom, that was not our Due.

I was prevented from ſaying any more, by the Diſ- 
covery of a Ship, that was juſt before us.

men,cauſes rather Surprize in you than Fear : Neverthe- 
leſs, as we have already had the Courage, to revenge 
our Wrongs upon our Enemies, we ſhall not be terri- 


fied at your Numbers, ſhould you be come, „ 
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offer us any Injury. Should you thirſt only for 
our Blood, you may freely ſhed it; or for our Riches, 
they are at your Diſpoſal ; but we are determined, to 
die a thouſand Deaths, to preſerve our Honour. My 
Name, continued /he, is SULPICIA, and I am Niece 
to CraTiLas, King of Teland. 

MY Uncle, having married me to a neighbouring 
Prince, of eminent Virtue, and endued with all the Per- 
fections, Nature could beſtow, we lived happily toge- 
ther for ſome Years ; when, after ſo long an Abſence, 
we were going together to viſit him, imagining our- 
ſelves ſecure, in the Attendance of our Domeſticks, 
who had received from us all the Favours they could 
poſſibly expect; but we were deceived, for they 
proved Traytors. Wine, that confounds the beſt 
Underſtanding, made them, this Night, forget their 
Duty, and murder my Husband; not douþting, 
in their Drunkenneſs, but they ſhould eaſily maſter 
me, and my Women, and ſatisfy their vicious Deſires. 
Alarmed, however, at the dying Groans of my Huſ- 
band, I ran to his Aſſiſtance ; and finding, by his Side, 
the Aſſaſſin, who was quite helpleſs, with Exceſs 
of Liquor, I ſnatched the Dagger out of his Hand, 
plunged it in his Breaſt, and ſtruck him dead at my 
Feet.

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not like that of the King of the Yardals; nor can our 
Captain avoid, being as generous to SULPIC1A, as he 
was to LEopoLD., Let this Princeſs, ſaid he after- 
wards to me, be at Liberty to continue her Voyage; 
ſhe is not of the Number, of the Wretches we ſeek, and 
we ſhall be contentented with doing our Duty, in re- 
fuſing, ſpite of our Wants, what does not belong to 
us, but is only extorted through Fear; ſince you deſire 
it, anſwered 1, I give my Conſent, if your Compa- 
nions are of the ſame Opinion: Su IIA, /aid they, 
offering us her Riches, as to Enemies, whoſe Virtue, 
(ſhe fears) 15 not Proof againſt her Beauty, we ſhould 
be guilty of a Crime, in accepting what ſhe offers by 
Conftraint : Heaven, /aid 1, in my Turn, will reward 
you for this good Action, as it would have puniſhed 
you, if you had injured this unfortunate Princeſs : Let 
us, then, remove theſe Objects of Horrror from her 
Sight, throw them into the Sea; and aſſure her 
ſhe is intirely free. 

IN the mean while, SUrLp1c1a, being a Stranger 
to what paſſed, between me and my Companions, ſent 
for her Cheſts upon Deck, that contained her Mo- 
ney and Jewels, and opened them, in the Preſence of 
my Fiſhermen, I know not, whether, at the Sight of 
ſo much Treaſure, ſome of them were not infoired 
with Emotions, contrary to Generoſity : This is what I 
cannot anſwer for; becauſe there is a wide Difference, 
between not taking what is ſet before us, and giving a- 


way, what one poſſeſſes only in Expectation: But, how- 


ever that be, Su LI IA, taking a Chain of Gold, 
richly embelliſhed with precious Stones, out of her 
Cheſts : Generous Captain, ſaid be, receive this Pre- 
ſent, which I defire you to keep for my Sake; it is 
the only Thing of Worth, that a poor Widow can be- 
flow, who lately enjoyed the Height of her Wiſhes, 
in the Company of a beloved Spouſe ; and who has 
not only loſt all, in loſing him, but finds herſelf ex- 
poſed to the Diſcretion, of the Soldiers that ſurround 
you. Let their Defire of mending their Fortunes be 
ever ſo ſtrong, here is enough to content them; I beg 
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of you, therefore, to diſtribute this Gold amongſt 
them ; which I deliver into your Hands, to diſpoſe of 
freely at your Pleaſure. Madam, ax/avered I, taking 
the Chain, I eſteem this rich Preſent, you have made 
me, as a great Favour ; and, addreſſing myſelf to my 
Companions : This Chain belongs to me, /aid J, and I 
may diſpoſe of it as I will; but, as it is of an im- 
menſe Value, I cannot in reaſon give it to any ſingle 
Perſon : Wherefore let one of you take care of it, till 
we can find a Purchaſer, and I will divide the Pro- 
duce equally amongſt you. Being thus rewarded for 
your Labour, you ought not to deſire any thing more, 
from this unfortunate Princeſs. SvurLP1cia, then, 
deſired me to let her have twelve Soldiers, both for a 
Guard, and to aſſiſt her in her Voyage to Iceland; which 
I readily granted; and twelve of the Company volun- 
tarily offered to go with her, merely with the View of 
doing a good Action: Hereupon, ſhe ſpared us ſome 
Refreſhments, as Sweatmeats, and excellent Wines, 
with which we were but indifferently provided ; and, 
after having thanked her for this Favour, we leſt her 
to continue her Voyage. 

UPON our parting with SUL P1c1a, we con- 
ſulted what Rout we ſhould take; and reſolved, to fail 
before the Wind ; preſuming, that the Ship, which 
carried away AURISTELLA, SILVIANA, and LEoN- 
C14, kept the ſame Courſe. Night began to come on; 
the Sky was clear, and the Stars gave a Light, by the 
Help of which, we could ſteer without Danger, of 
running upon Rocks, 

SILENCE began to reign in our Veſſel; and 
the greateſt Part of myCompanions were fallen aſleep ; 
when, to keep myſelf awake, I asked the Fiſherman, 
at the Helm feveral Queſtions, about the Art of Na- 
vigation, with a View of Improvement ; but, my En- 
quiries were ſoon ſtopped, by a Deluge of Water that 
fell ſuddenly upon us; in ſuch a Manner, that it ſeem- 
ed, as if the Sea was raiſed to the Region of theWinds, 
and was pouring down perpendicularly, upon our Veſ- 
ſe]. Surprized at this unuſual Phenomenon, we called 
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up thoſe who were gone to reſt, and ſought to diſcover 
the Cauſe, of this ſudden Alteration of Weather. 
What amazed us yet more, was, we ſaw the Sky per- 
fectly clear and ſerene on every Side; and we could not 
perceive the leaſt Cloud, in the Air, that could threaten 
ſuch a Storm, which filled us equally with Fear and 
Wonder. Undoubtedly, cried the Pilot, who ſtood 
by me all the Time, what we take for Rain, is a Co- 
lumn of Water, ſpouted up by certain monſtrous Fiſh, 
called Naufraga's, which falls down again upon our 
Veſſel; and, if that is the Caſe, theſe Fiſh being 
afraid of the. Noiſe of Cannon, we muſt fire all ours, 
to ſcare them away, otherwiſe, we are in the greateſt 
Danger of being ſunk. He had ſcarcely given his 
Opinion, when I ſaw ſomething, like a horrible Ser- 
pent, riſe out of the Sea, and laying its Head over the 
Side of our Ship, take up one of our Sailors, and 
ſwallow him in a Moment, plunging again into the 
Water. They are Naufraga's, cried out the ſame 
Pilot, fire all the Guys, there is no other Way to fave 
us from periſhing. Mean while, the Voracity of this 
Serpent, had thrown my Companions into ſuch a Con- 
ſernation, that, lying down on the Deck, cloſe to one 
another, none of them would venture to riſe up, and 
diſcharge the Guns, for fear of being ſnatched up, and 
devoured by theſe Monſters, At laſt, however, taking 
Courage, by my Example, ſome of them made a ter- 
rible firing; while the others pumped out the Water, 
that had almoſt filled our Ship; and, bringing all our 
Sails to bear, we divided the Waves, with as much

CHAP, XVI.

AVING the Wind a-ſtern till next Day, we 
came, about Evening, to an Iſland unknown to 
us all ; and intending to water here, we reſolved to 
wait for Day, upon the Coaſt, With this View, we 
handed our Sails ; threw out our Anchors; and, after 
having refreſhed ourſelves, retired to ſleep ; want- 
ing Reſt, after the Fatigue, we had lately undergone, 
The Ifland being unknown to us, as was before ob- 
ſerved, we all went aſhore, to take a View thereof ; 
and were not a little ſurprized, to ſee, that, inſtead of 
ſetting our Feet on common Sand, we walked upon 
Gold Duſt, and Seed Pearls. It would be neceſſary to 
have been there with me, in order to your believing 
what I now ſay, and what 1 ſhall farther deſcribe. 
ADVANCING into the Iſland, we ſaw vaſt

ON hearing all theſe Wonders, I am ſorry, /aid 
LapisLaus % MavkriTivs, we have loſt poor 
GowEx ; I aſſure you, this Story, of PExlANnDER's, 
would have afforded him ample Matter for his critical 
Remarks. Speak ſoftlier, /aid his Wife TRASILLA; 
whatever you may think of PERRNIANDER'“s Relation, 
you muſt allow, he follows the Thread of his Diſcourſe 
very well. All this is nothing, purſued PERIANDER; 
you ſhall preſently hear ſuch Things, as you will hard- 
ly believe, they will ſeem ſo very aſtoniſhing : Imagine 
you hear, as we did, the harmonious Sound, of various 
Inſtruments of Muſick ; and think you ſee, as we did, a 
Rock opening, and a ſhining Car coming forth, in Shape 
reſembling the Hull of a Ship, that had been ſhatter- 
ed by a violent Storm. Twelve large Baboons, Ani- 
mals of a ſalacious Nature, drew this Car; on the 
Top of which appeared a moſt beautiful Woman, dreſ- 
ſed in a fumptuous Robe of various Colours, and crown- 
ed with wild Roſes.

ing; Young Indifferent, /aid /e, if your Enmity to 
me does not coſt you your Life, at leaſt, you ſhall not 
enjoy the Pleaſures, with which I crown my Votaries. 


This ſaid, ſhe went on; and the Women that __ 
er 
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her, drew with them, into the opening of the Rock, 
before-mentioned, ſeven or eight of my Sailors, who 
had not the Reſolution, to defend themſelves againſt 
their Violence. I was going to aſk thoſe, who re- 
mained with me, what they thought of this Adven- 
ture; but was hindered, by a Concert of ſeveral 
Voices, that ſtruck my Ear. Theſe Perſons were not 
hike the firſt; I never before heard, ſuch ſweet and 
moving Harmony. But, how ſhall I expreſs my Sur- 
prize, when I ſaw, at the Head of a Company of 
young Virgins, to all Appearance, who advanced to- 
wards us finging, my Siſter AuR1sTELLA, whom LI 
did not expect, to have met in this Iſland: She never 
appeared to me fo beautiful, as on this Occaſion ; ſhe 
walked between two Virgins, one of whom told me, 
her Name was Continence, and her Companion's Mode- 
fly; and that they always attended the Goddeſs Chaſtity, 
whom I ſaw repreſented, in the Perſon of Auz1sTEr- 
LA; and would never leave her, till ſhe arrived at the 
Holy City, where repoſes the glorious Body, of the 
Prince of the Apoſtles, which ſhe intended to vifit. 
Tranſported with this happy News, I was going to 
teſtify my Joy, to her who told it me; when ſtriving to 
throw myſelf at her Feet, looking upon her as an An- 
el, ſent to free me from the Affliction J ſuffered, 
for the Loſs of a Siſter, I loved ſo tenderly, my Strug- 
gling waked me, and this charming Viſion vaniſhed, in 
a Moment. 

YOU were aſleep then, /aid ConsTanTIa? Yes, 
certainly, rep/ied PERIANx DER; and my good Fortune, 
being never but a Dream, I found myſelf, at my wak- 
ing, in my Ship,with all my Companions about me ; not 
excepting even thoſe, who were carried into the Cleft 
of the Rock, by the Attendants of Senſuality. Indeed, 
replied Cox sTANTIA, I was fo perſuaded, you was 
relating a real Adventure, that I was going to deſire 
AuRISTELLA, to give us a Deſcription, of the Palace 
where ſhe reſided, in this charming Place, while ſhe 
was abſent from you. I confeſs, ſaid AunisTELLA, 
in her Turn, that my Brother hath told us this Dream, 
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in ſuch a Manner, that I was ready to take it for Mat- 
ter of Fact. It is not the firſt Time, ſaid Mavxr1- 
Tius, that People have fancied Things, which have 
been afterwards ſo ſtrongly impreſſed on their Minds, 
that, though they had not the leaſt Appearance of Proba- 
bility, they have reported them as confidently, as the 
moſt eſtabliſhed Truths, 'The Prince of Denmark 
kept Silence, reflecting on the tender and affectionate 
Air, with which PERRIAND PR always expreſſed him- 
ſelf, whenever he ſpoke of AurxIisTELLa.

CHAP, 


CHAP. XVII. 


PERIANDER's Arrival in the Frozen Sea, where 
he found the Ship, which had carried away Au- 
RISTELLA, and her Companions. 


1 STARTED out of my Sleep in a Surprize, as 
I {aid before; and, though I was quite awake, my 
Dream was ſo ſtrongly imprinted on my Fancy, that 
I aſked Urric and TisBaLD, if they had not ſeen 
AURISTELLA, in the Iſland, together with S1Lv1a- - 
Na and LEONCta, Surprized at my Queſtion, they 
fell a laughing, though they had not much Inclination 
to Mirth ; and, preſſing me, to tell them the Reaſon of 
my Enquiry, I related to them what I had ſeen in my 
Sleep. Having provided ourſelves with Water, in the 
Iſland, where we landed then in reality, we ſet fail 
again before the Wind; being perſuaded, that the Cor- 
fairs, we ſought for, kept the ſame Courſe. We ſailed 
two whole Months, in this Manner, without meeting 
any Thing remarkable; except that we cleared the Sea 
of above ſixty Pirates, with whoſe Spoils we enriched 
ourſelves, to the Satisfaction of my Companions ; who 
no longer regretted, their changing the Trade of Fiſher- 
men, for that of Anti-Corſairs. 

AT the End of theſe two Months, we were ſur- 
prized, one Night, by ſuch a furiousWind, that not be- 
ing able to hand any of our Sails, we were driven with 
that Rapidity, for near a Month together, that we 
were carried almoſt under the North Pole. In Effect, 
our Pilot, having found an Opportunity to take an Ob- 
ſervation, aſſured us, we were beyond the temperate 
Zone ; and that we had run about a thouſand Leagues, 
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fince our driving before the Wind. Miſerable Men, 
that we are, cried he, if the Wind does not ſoon permit 
us to alter our Courſe, we muſt all unavoidably periſh ! 
WWe are in the Frozen Sea, and if the Ice ſurrounds us, 
we ſhall remain here, without any Poſſibility of get- 
ting back. He had ſcarcely done ſpeaking, when we 
felt the Sides, and Keel of the Ship, ſtrike againſt 
ſomething, like moving Rocks, by which we perceiv- 
ed, the Sea began to freeze underneath ; and, ſoon after, 
the Cakes of Ice that gathered at the Bottom, riſing 
to the Surface of the Water, obſtructed the Motion of 
the Veſſel; ſo that we were forced to take in our Sails, 
for fear of ſplitting againſt them ; and, the next Night, 
it froze ſo ſtrongly, that our Veſſel was wholly ſet faſt 
in the Midſt of them. The Cold immediately grew 
ſo piercing, that we deſpaired of ſupporting its Rigour ; 
which threw us into a deep Melancholy. To add to our 
Misfortune, our Proviſions and Fuel were almoſt ſpent ; 
and we looked upon the Time they would laſt us, as 
the utmoſt Limit of our Lives; which we ſought to 
prolong, by managing our Stock with the greateſt Oe 
conomy. This Precaution, proved almoſt as fatal to us, 
as their total Conſumption ; for we were ſo cruelly tor- 
mented with Hunger, which we durſt but half ſatisfy, 
that we grew ſo weak, as to be every Moment in 
Danger of Death. We often looked round us, but 
could not diſcover any Thing, to give us the leaſt Hope 
of Relief; and we began abſolutely to deſpair, when, 
one Day, we ſaw ſome ſomething large and black, that 
ſeemed to be, at the Diſtance of about a Mile from us; 
and we fancied it was a Ship, involved in the ſame Mis- 
fortune as ours. The Dread of being ſtarved to Death, 
made us undertake to go, and ſee if we were not miſ- 
taken in our Conjectures; and we went over the Ice, 
as well as we could, with Intention to get ſome Re- 
freſhments, either by Intreaties, or Force. In Effect, 
it was a Ship almoſt as large as ours; and, at our Ap- 
proach, ſome Men appeared upon Deck, who, ſuſpect- 
ing the Motive of our Viſit, made Signs to us, that 
they were reſolved to ſend us back, with more Haſte 


than 
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than we came. One of them in particular, taking 
upon him to forewarn us, for the Reſt; Deſperate Men, 
cried he aloud, what do you ſeek here? Do you come 
to haſten our Deaths, or, to die with us? Return to 
your Ship, without any more Words, and, if you want 
Proviſions, gnaw the Ropes, and pitchy Planks, if you 
can ; for, to think we ſhall receive you, is a Miſtake. 
Undeceive yourſelves, therefore, without putting us 
to the Trouble of convincing you of it; for we 
are not of a Temper, to a& contrary to the Proverb, 
which ſays, Charity begins at Heme. We are told, 
continues he, that the Froſt that detains us here, uſually 
laſts three Months, and we have Proviſions, but for fif- 
teen Days: I leave you to judge, if we are diſpoſed to 
part with any. 
IN imminent Dangers, an/wered I, we are not always 
| 2d by Equity ; and our preſent Circumſtance is 
uch, that we can liſten to no Reaſons, however juſt 
they may appear, even to ourſelves ; therefore receive 
us freely into your Veſſel; give us leave, to join our 
Stock of Proviſions to yours, and let us live peaceably 
together, without uſing Violence, or taking Arms 


againſt each other. I made him this Reply, imagin- 


ing they had more Proviſions, than he would own ; but, 


thinking themſelves the ftrongeſt, and relying on the 


Advantage of their Poſt, they had no Regard either 
to my Intreaties, -or Threats ; but manned their Sides, 
in order to give us a Repulſe. Hereupon, my Com- 
panions, who were before ſufficiently brave, being 
now, by Deſpair, rendered raſh and furious, reſolute - 
ly received the firſt Fire of the Enemy, with little 
Loſs ; and, throwing themſelves immediately into the 
Veſſel, carried it Sword in Hand. In order to ſpare 
the Stores, they were for giving no Quarter to the 
Vanquiſhed ; but I oppoſed this Deſign; and, I be- 
lieve, it was for this Act of Humanity, Heaven ſent 
us Relief afterwards. When we had a little compoſed 
ourſelves, and Peace was reſtored in the Ship, I thought 
I knew it again, for that of the Pyrates, who had 
taken my Siſter, and the two Brides, out of the _ 
O 
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of the firſt Corſairs; and ULric and TIE BALD were 
of the ſame Opinion. This renewing our Fury, 
Traitors, ſaid abe, where are the four Women, you 
had with you? What have you done with Aur1sTEL- 
LA, CLELIA, SILVIANA, and LEeoncia ? Our 


Captain, replied one of the Crew, who is ſince dead, 


ſold them to the Prince of Denmark. It is true, /aid 
ARNALDUs, that I bought AuRxISsTEL LA, with her 


Governante CLEL 14, and two other young Perſons, 


of ſome Pyrates; for leſs than I would have given, if 
their Worth had been known, O Heaven, cried 


Rur IL 10, how full is PEx1aNnDeR's Story of wonder- 
ful Events! You will find the Sequel no leſs ſurprizing, 
ſaid PER1AaNDER; and I hope To-morrow to con- 
clude it. 


CHAP, XVII. 


ZEenoTIA adviſes POLICARP, to have recourſe to 
a Piece of Treachery, againſt ARNALDus and 


PERIAN DER; which only ends, in affording. 


them an Opportunity to eſcape, with their whole 
Company ; and which occaſions the Dethroning 
of POLICARP, and her own Execution, 


S ſoon as the Company were broke up, ZE No- 
TIA, who was under a continual Uneaſit eſs, for 

fear of loſing her beloved AnTox 10, haſtened to the 
amorous PoLicarP, and thus accoſted him: Great 
Prince, you may now be the happieſt Man in the 
World, if you do not want Courage, to enjoy your 
good Fortune. I would do any Thing, replied he, to 


preſerve a Life, which I muſt loſe, if J am deprived of 


AURISTELLA, I have juſt thought, re/umed foe, how 
you

you may ſecure this Beauty (who is yours of Right, 
ſince ſhe was loſt to her Lovers, when you ſnatched 
her out of the Arms of Death, by ſaving her from the 
Wreck,) without incurring any Blame. For this Pur- 
poſe, inſtead of going to hear PERRIAN DER's Romance, 
you muſt give a falſe Alarm, this Night, to the City; 
and ſet Fire to your Palace in three or four Places: 
Whilſt every Body therein, is endeavouring to ſave 
himſelf, we will take Advantage, of the general 
Hurry, and Confuſion, to convey Aux IsTELLA, and 
the Barbarian, to a Place of Safety ; and we will ma- 
nage ſo artfully, at the ſame Time, that your two 
Rivals ſhall embark, of their own Accord, thinking 
themſelves then very happy, in not periſhing like the 
Reſt of their Company, whom they will imagine to 
have been devoured by the Flames. Por1care 
thought this Project, notwithſtanding all its Extrava- 
gance, was admirably well contrived; his Love for Au- 
RISTELLA, making the Execution of it appear eaſier to 
him than to Z E NOH IA. He reckoned this would ſecure 
him from all Cenſure; and his People would he moved 
to pity this Accident, rather than inclined to blame 
an Action, the true Cauſe of which, they would never 
be able to diſcover. To contribute ſomething to this 
grand Deſign, which he thought would be too much 
Honour for Zr NOT 1A, he ſpoke to AupALIA next 
Day, in private; as he could not truſt this new Secret 
to StNFOoROSA; and, having told this Princeſs, what 
would happen in the Beginning of the Night, he 
commanded her, as foon as ſhe ſhould ſee the Fire, to 
go, under the Pretence of Pity, and inform Arxa L- 
pus and PERIANDER of their Danger; and adviſe 
them to fly to the Haven, where they would-find a 
Bark, to carry them to a Place of Safety, together with 
AvuRISTELLA, who was got thither already, with 
young AxTox10, and ſome other Perſons of their 
Company. When Night came, the falſe Alarm was 
given ſome Time after; and the Conſternation ſpread im- 


mediately over all the City. No ſooner did they ſee the - 


Flames of the Palace riſe in the Air, and fill it with 
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Clouds of Smoke, but the Inhabitants all ran, to give 
their Aſſiſtance. It was preſently ſo full of People, 
that thoſe who ſought for each other, could with Dif- 
ficulty meet together, and the Princeſs AupaLra, 
made uſe of this Confuſion, to go, and adviſe Ax- 
NALDUs and PERIANDER, to get away, according to 
her Father's Order. Endeavouring to paſs through 
the Crowd, to follow Aur1sTEL La, whom they be- 
lieved, by AuDaLt1 A's Report, already on the Shore, 
with young AN roN 10, and the Reſt, they perceived 
her, in the Midſt of ſome ſuſpected Perſons; whom this 
brave Iſlander kept off with a Dart, wounding many of 
them; as did likewiſe Don ANTON io, and LapisLavs, 
with other Weapons. Having diſengaged her from theſe 
unknown Aſſailants, the boldeſt of which Pex 1awnDER 
foon diſabled ; they left the Palace, followed by Ri- 
CLAa, Tr As1LIL A, Coxs TAN TIA, MavriTivs, and 
Ru rII Io, whom they met upon the Stairs, terribly 
frighten'd at miſſing them; and they haſten'd to the Place, 
where the Bark was to wait for them, according tothe 
Princeis's Direction. The Captain took them on 
Board, purſuant to his Inſtructions, and, ſetting tail, 
put out to Sea; being ordered, by the ſame In- 
ſtructions, not to caſt Anchor, till he came to Eng- 
land; or even farther, if the Wind proved favour- 
able. 


IN the Midſt of the Outeries of the People, as the 


Fire increaſed, Pol Ic AR fed himſelf with the Hope, 
of poſſeſſing AurisTELLA for the future, without 
any Moleſtation; and ZE xoT14, thinking ſhe had 
young AN rox 10 already in her Power, commended 
her Dexterity, in throwing all into Confuſion, that 
ſhe might not miſs a Point, on which the Quiet of her 
Life depended. But, theſe pleafing Ideas were but of 
ſhort Duration ; for they were both ſoon informed, by 
the wounded Men we mentioned before, that Au Ri- 
$TELLA was reſcued out of their Hands, by Pg n1an- 
DER, and his Followers ; and a Report was ſpread, at 
the ſame Time, that they were ſeen to embark, with 
all their Company. At this unexpected News, falling, 
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at once, from the moſt flattering Hope, into the moſt 
dreadful Deſpair, PoLicary ran, and ordered all 
the Forts and Veſſels, to fire upon the Bark, that con- 
veyed AUR1STELLA from him. The Noiſe of the Can- 
nons grew then ſo terrible, that it was impoſſible to 
hear the Orders for extinguiſhing the Fire, and, this 
new Alarm, threw the People into ſuch a Fright, that 
they preſently imagined, ſome Enemy had occaſioned 
the Fire, in order to ſurprize the City, while the 
Palace was in Flames. 

DURING this Tumult, which made every Body 
tremble, without knowing the Cauſe, S1nForosA, to 
ſave herſelf, was got upon the Top of a Tower, which 
the Fire could not reach. This Princeſs, as we ſaid 
before, was ignorant of PoL1cary's Plot, to ſecure 
AuRISTELLA ; ſhe could never have thought, ſo wiſe 
a Monarch, could be guilty of ſuch an extravagant De- 
ſign ; but ſhe was informed of it by AudaL1a, who 
followed her to this Tower; and who related to her, at 
the ſame Time, as if ſhe had ſeen it herſelf, the Flight 
of her, who had diſordered their Father's Judgment ſo 
far, as to lead him into this Error. At this News, 
SINFOROSA falling intoa Swoon, Aup 4 L1a thought ſhe 
was going to expire in her Arms, and repented her Indiſ- 
cretion; for ſhe loved her Sifter, with the tendereſt Af- 
fection. Au RoR A began to appear, when S1NFoR0- 
SA recovered herſelf; and the People waited impatient- 
ly for the Day, to diſcover the Cauſe, of ſuch an un- 
expected Calamity. Por IAR could have wiſhed, 
this Action forever hid, in the Horror of the darkeſt 
Night; and ZB NOT IA tore her Hair, curſing her 
treacherous Science, and the falſe Promiſes, of her hel- 
liſh Teachers. S1nForosa alone, recovering from her 
Swoon, almoſt drowned with the Tears, Au DALIA 
had ſhed over her, opened her half-dying Eyes, to try if 
ſhe could diſcover, the Track of theVeſlel, that bore a- 
way the deareſt Half of her Soul. - She might indeed 
ſee the very Bark, but at ſuch a Diſtance, that it ap- 


peared only like a ſmall Cloud,driven along the Heavens 
by the Wind. At this Sight, like another Dipo, — 
wall- 
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wailing the Flight of her EN EAs, ſhe ſent her Sighs to 
Heaven; her ſtreaming Tears to Earth; and her Com- 
plaints to the regardleſs Air; thus mournfully exclaim- 
ing; Oh, lovely Gueſt, haſt thou then only viſited 
theſe Shores, to render me unfortunate ! I cannot call 
thee Traytor, for I was never ſo happy, as to hear the 
melting Muſick of thy amorous Vows. Oh, deareſt 
PERIANDER |! lower thoſe Sails, that I may longer 
view the Bark, which I ſtill view with Pleaſure, though 
it robs me, of what is dearer to me than my Life. Fiy 
not ſo faſt from her, who can only follow you in her 
Wiſhes ; and do not hate a Princeſs who adores you ! 
] am the Daughter of a King, and yet would be con- 
tent to be your Slave] If my Charms had no Power to 
move you, my Riches, and the trueſt Paſſion, that ever 
warmed a Virgin's Heart, might compenſate for the 
Want of Beauty. Be not the leaſt concerned, adorable 
Fugitive, for the Burning of this City: I ſhall efteem 
it but a joyful Bonfire, if you return to her, who can 
only live for you. Then, turning to AupdALa, Siſter, 
ſaid ſhe, do not you think PERIANDER has lowered 
his Sails a little? Sure the Bark flackens its Speed! 
Oh, Heavens! if he ſhould compaſſionate the Torment I 
endure ! Oh, Heavens! if Auz1sTE LL a ſhould now 
deſcribe to him, my diſconſolate Condition ! Dear S1x- 
rox os, replied AUDALI a, calm your troubled Soul; 
reſtrain thoſe Sighs, which cannot tell PERIAN DER 
what you ſuffer. He is too far off to hear your Sorrows, 
and his Bark, inſtead of ſlackening Sail, ſeems already to 
diſappear, as if it ſunk beneath the Horizon. In ſpite 
of her Siſter's Remonſtrances, Six fox 05A had re- 
newed her Complaints, if ſhe had not heard Somebo- 
dy aſcending the Tower. It was the King her Father ; 
who alſo came to this Eminence, that he might ſee the 
Bark, which carried away the deareſt Treakure of his 


Soul; and he was ready to throw himſelf into the 
Sea, when AuDAL1Aa told him it was out of Sight. 
THE Fire, which had conſumed Part of the Pa- 
lace, was entirely extinguiſhed about the Middle of the 
Day, as well by the Incendiaries themſelves, and by the 
5 Citizens, 
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Citizens, who had aſſiſted, without knowing the Or- 
ders, the former had received from PorLicare; but it 
was ſoon ſpread abroad, that, his Love for AuRISTEI- 
LA, was the Occaſion of the Fire, which had like to 
have laid the City in Aſhes; and that it was Zeno- 
114, who adviſed this Prince to burn his Palace. So 
true it is, that whatever Precaution we take, to conceal 
a criminal Action, Heaven, who will not ſuffer it to 
remain unpuniſhed, ſeems itſelf to raiſe up Witneſſes, 
to reveal even thoſe Circumſtances which the Delin- 
quent imagined were only known to himſelf. Upon 
this Report, which was firft talked of with Caution, the 
Citizens aſſembled ; and, having made a full Diſcovery, 
of what was afterwards publickly declared, they de- 
poſed Po Lic AR the ſame Day; and cauſed Zeno- 
Tia to be dragged to the Port, and hung up at the 


Vard-Arm of a Veſſel. However, SIN FOROSA and 


AvuDALIa, who were no Ways concerned in this Ac- 
tion of their Father, were treated with the Reſpect 
due to their Rank ; and a Settlement provided for them, 
agreeable to their Birth and Merit, though not to S1 x- 
ro ROSA'sWiſhes; but, Fortune reſerving PERI¹AN DER, 
for a Princeſs of ſuperior Merit, ſhe was conſtrained 
to ſubmit to her Deſtiny, and confine herſelf within the 
Limits of her Duty. 

MEAN while, Avur1sTELLa, and thoſe who 
were embarked with her, ſeeing themſelves delivered 
from the Hands of Poli AR, thought they could not 
return Thanks enough to Heaven, for this happy Event; 
having been informed, of Part of Por1carye's Defign 
againſt them, even on board the Veſſel, wherein they 
were. However, this did not prevent their excuſing 
him in the Main ; and laying all the Blame on Love, 
that had prompted him thereto ; judging, no doubt, 
according to the common Opinion, that, when our 
Hearts are prepoſſeſſed, with that all-controuling Paſ- 
ſion, we have no Power to act with Prudence; or to 
follow the DiCtates of Reaſon ; which would other- 
wiſe take away the Veil, that blind Deity caſts before 


our Eyes, The farther they got from the Iſland, the 
Night 
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Night grew clearer; and though they were favoured 


with a brisk Gale, yet the Sea was very ſmooth. The 


Wind continued fair for them during three Days ; but 
it changed on the fourth, about Sun-ſet. Immediately 
the Waves began to rage, and the Pilot was apprehen- 
ſive of a Tempeſt ; but, to his Comfort, at the ſame 
Inſtant, he diſcovered Land, and knew it to be the 
Hand of the two Hermits : Wherefore, he ſoon calmed 
the Minds of our Paſſengers, by telling them, he could 
there find two Places of Shelter, which would ſecure 
above twenty Ships, from all Winds, as ſafely as the 
beſt Harbour. He ſurprized them, at the ſame Time, 
by faying, there were two Hermitages on the Iſland, in 
one of which, there lived a French Nobleman, named 
RenALT; and in the other, a Lady of the ſame Na- 
tion, called EusBBIA. You will be delighted, /a:d 
he, to hear the Hiſtory of theſe two pious Perſons ; and 
I can give you this Satisfaction, when we are ſafe from 
the Storm that threatens us. Accordingly, he ſteered to 
Land, by general Conſent, and the Sailors wrought ſo 
dexterouſly, that, in leſs than an Hour, they came to 
an Anchor, under the Wind, without meeting the leaſt 
Difficulty. 

THE Prince of Denmarh, conſidering, the Iſland 
was inhabited only by the two Hermits, mentioned by 
the Pilot, and perceiving, AurRI1STELLA and Tz As1L- 
LA were diſordered, by the Motion of the Sea, gave 
Orders, after having conſulted with PERIAN DER and 
Lapis Aus, to hoiſt out the Boat; that the Company 
might land, and pais the Night with more Eaſe. How- 
ever, DonANxToN1o, though he approved of the Propo- 
ſal of AxNALDVs, and helped the Ladies to get into 
the Boat, remonſtrated to the Prince, that he ought not 
to confide too much, in People devoted to Po LI ART; 
who might take Advantage of the Night, to weigh 
Anchor, and leave them on that deſart Iſland: He re- 
ſolved, therefore, to lie aboard himſelf, together with 
his Son; and they ſlept, by Turns, upon the pitchy 
Planks ; the Smell of which, though otherwiſe diſagree- 
able, ſeemed to them, upon that Occaſion, as ſweet 
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as Violets and jeſſamine. They who went on Shore, 
ſheltered themſelves from the Wind, behind a Rock; 
and ſecured themſelves from the Cold, by the Means 
of a good Fire, which they ſoon made, by ciftting down 
the Boughs of Trees, of which there was great Plenty 
in that Place. This done, having been accuſtomed, 
in ſome Meaſure, to Inconveniencies, they expected to 
paſs the Night tolerably well; and PERIAN DER kept 
up the Good Humour of the Company, by continuing 
the Recital of his Adventures, at the Defire of TRA- 
SILLA, AUR1STELLA, and the Prince of Denmark. 


CHAP. XIX. 


PERIANDER relates how he was furprized, in the 
Veſſel he had lately taken, by a conſiderable Body of 
Forces, who conducted him to CRATI LAs, King 
of Iceland. An Account of what befel him, 
and bis Company, in the Iſland of the Hermits. 


F the Obſervation is true, that it is pleaſant,when in a 
Calm, to deſcribe a Tempeſt ; to talk in Time of 
Peace, of the Dangers of a War; and even, when we 
are well, to ſpeak of the Pains, we felt when ſick; it muſt 
be a great Latisfaction for me, in our preſent eaſy 
Situation, to continue the Hiſtory of thoſe Adven- 


tures, in which I have frequently met with Troubles. 


and Afflictions: And, though I am not yet entirely 
without Apprehenſions of Danger, I can nevertheleſs 


ſay, I here enjoy a K ind of Tranquility, the Sweetneſs 


of which, I have not felt for a long Time before, 
Let us acknowledge, that when Fortune hy to 
your 
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favour a Man, ſhe ſeems to ſend him all Manner of 
Advantages one after the other; as ſhe oppreſles him 
with all imaginable Ills, when reſuming her natural 
Inconſtancy, ſhe pleaſes to croſs him in his Proſperity, 
I have ſucceſſively experienced both her good and 11! 
Humour ; ſhe was adverſe to me, in depriving me of 
my Siſter, the Source of all my Happineſs and Mi- 
ſery ; and, I imagine, ſhe is grown propitious to me, in 
permitting me to find her again. But, to return from 
whence I have digreſſed, I muſt remind you, that my 
Companions and myſelf, having made ourſelves Maſ- 
ters of the Corſair's Ship, which had taken Av &1- 
- STELLA with CLEL 14a, and the Brides of Ur 1c 
and T18B4LD, from the firſt Pyrates; and, theſe laſt 
having confeſſed to me, they had iold them to the 
Prince of Denmark ; I had ſcarcely enjoyed the Sa- 
tisfaction, of knowing where I ſhould apply directly, to 
recover theſe four Captives; neither had my Compa- 
nions finiſhed the Inventory, of the Proviſions in the 
Ship, when we diſcovered, at a Diſtance, a conſider- 
able Body of Forces, to the Number of four thouſand, 

or more, who came towards us in good Order. 
UPON this Diſcovery, we were more frozen 
than the Sea; yet we ſtood to our Arms ; not ſo much 
in Hopes of conquering this little Army, as to ſhow we 
did not want Courage. Theſe Men ſeemed almoſt to 
fly upon the Ice; tor ſtriking, as it were, their right 
Foot againſt their left Heel, they ſlid with that Rapt- 
dity, upon the frozen Ocean, and, nevertheleſs, without 
breaking their Ranks, that by continually repeating their 
Strokes, they advanced to us, and ſurrounded us in a 
very little J ime: This done, one of them, who held 
up a white Flag, in Token of Peace, and who, as I 
underſtood afterwards, was their Captain, approach- 
ing near enough to be heard; We do not come, ſaid 
he in the Norwegian Tongue, to attack you, or to op- 
poſe our Strength to yours; but, on the contrary, we 
are ſent, to aſſiſt you in your Diſtreſs The King, our 
Sovereign, who is Lord of the whole Extent ol 2 
ea, 
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Sca, diſpatches me, as often as Neceſſity requires it, 

with a competent Body of Forces, to endeavour to fave 

the Crews, and Effects, of all thoſe Veſſels, which are 

unfortunately ſurprized, in this Region, by the Ice, and 

frozen in, at this Seaſon; without which Relief, they 

mult inevitably periſh, hy the Inclemency and Rigour 

of the Weather. You have nothing to fear, — 

in ſurrendering yourſelves into our Hands; our Prince 

hath no Deſign upon your Liberty, or Lives; he 

pays himſelf, for the Service he does to Strangers, by 

taking what Merchandize, he finds in their Vel- 

ſels, and gives them Paſſports to return home, together 
with a Sufficiency to bear their Expences, as ſoon as 
the Weather will permit. If you like theſe Conditions, 
ſurrender without Reſiſtance ; otherwiſe, prepare to 
defend yourſelves, againſt veteran Troops, who give no 
Quarter to "thoſe, who do not thankfully accept, of 
their Sovereign's Goodneſs. The Lacenic Speech of 
this Officer, was not very pleaſing to my Companions : 
They were loth to loſe, in one Day, all they had 
gained in ſeveral Months: Nevertheleſs, having called 
a Council among themſelves, they concluded, by the 
Plurality of Voices, that, of all the Evils we ſuffer, in 
this World, the greateſt was the Loſs of Life ; and that 
all Manner of Means, but ſuch as were infamous, 
ſhould be employed for its Preſervation ; that fince, 
therefore, it was no Diſgrace to yield to a ſuperior 
Force, it would be imprudent, for the Sake of periſh- 
able Goods, to expoſe their Lives, to the Fury of ſuch 
Numbers of Men, whom it would be impoſſible to 
conquer, or reſiſt; and, in ſhort, concluding, that 
Fortune, having been often propitious to them already, 
might afterwards repeat her Favours, they defired me 
to anſwer the Officer, and aſſure him, that, upon Con- 
dition of having their Lives and Liberty, they con- 
ſented to ſubmit to theLaws of their Maſter ; and, that 
they might freely enter the Veſſel. Having returned 
this MH aut the Officer entered the Ship, with a De- 


tachment of his Troops ; and every Soldier began in- 


ſtantly to lighten it of all that came to Hand; not ex- 
Cepting 
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cepting theGuns and Rigging ; which they placed up- 
on Hides, ſewed together, that were ſpread, by a ſecond 
Party, upon the Ice; whilſt a third Body, by diſarm- 
ing us, put it out of our Power, to diſpute their Con- 
duct. When they had well faſtened all theſe Skins, to 
ſecure the Carriage of their Booty, they drew along 
theſe great Burdens, with ſurprizing Eaſe, upon a Kind 
of Sledges, and went on towards our Veſſel; where, hav- 
ing taken out every Thing with the ſame Exactneſs, 
they troubled, themſelves no farther, than to taſte, 
whether our Wines were fit for their Prince's 'Table ; 
and the Captain, with ſome of his Subalterns, ſeemed 
to think them very proper, for that Uſe; at leaſt, I 
judged ſo, by the Quantity they drank, while they 
were ſeating us aiſo upon Sledges, to carry us to Land, 
according to the Cuſtom of the Country. 

THOU GH it was about twenty Miles from our 
Ship to the Shore, we were but a few Hours in the 
Paſſage : And ſure, it was a moſt ſurprizing Thing, to 
ſee ſuch a Multitude walk dry-ſhod upon the Ocean; 
their Weight, together with that of their Capture, 
ſeeming ſufficient, to have made the ſtrongeſt Ice fink 
in with them. In effect, I could not help looking on 
it, as a particular Providence, that we got ſafe to Land, 
without meeting with any other Misfortune, than that 
of being tormented all Night with Thirſt, and being 
expoſed to the open Air; there being not the leait 
Shelter, to cover us from the Wind, which blew upon 
us ſo exceſſive bleak, that we were almoſt killed, with 
the exquiſite Cold. 

AS ſoon as Day appeared, we ſaw the Strand co- 
vered, with an infinite Number of People, who flocked 
thither, to ſee the half-periſhed Strangers z and to 
view, what Effects had been taken in the Veſlels. Their 
Sovereign, whom we ſoon diſtinguiſhed, by his royal 
Habit, appeared, ſome time after, in the Midſt of his 
Nobles, mounted on a very beautiful Steed ; being ac- 
companied by a young Lady, alſo upon an exceeding 
fine Courſer, I could not help admiring the good 
Mien of both of them ; and was not a little pleaſed, 
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as well as ſurprized, when, upon viewing the Lady 
attentively, I found her to he the beautiful Su IIA; 
to whom ſome Months before, I had ſpared twelve of 
my Companions, to aſſiſt her in the Working of her 
Ship; and alſo to defend her, in caſe of Neceſſity, a- 
gainſt Pyrates. 

THE King, having the Curioſity to approach, 
and take a Survey of us, the Officer, to whom we ſur.

Theſe Words exciting the At- 
tention of the Princeſs, ſhe eyed me narrowly, and re- 
3 nie, in her Turn; O Heavens ! cried fe, 
leaping from her Horſe, does my Sight deceive me, 
or GY behold the generous PERI¹AN DER! Ves, it is 
himſelf; thank Heaven, I am not miſtaken ; and I 
bleſs the Hour, that has brought him to theſe Parts. 
Having thus ſaid, ſhe embraced me with ſo much 
Tenderneſs, that CRaT1Las, ſeeing his Niece give 
me ſuch Marks of a tender Friendſhip, diſmounted 
likewiſe, and received me in the moſt gracious Manner. 
Till, then, my dejected Companions,who had judged of 
the Uſage, they were to expect for the future, by the 
Treatment they met with the Night before, were far 
from expecting any Relief, in their Misfortunes; but 
the Behaviour of CRATILAS and SULP1C1A, ſoon 
raiſed their drooping Spirits ; and they returned hearty

l WE have led this quiet Life, near fifteen Years ; 

and my Domeſticks have never failed of viliting me, 
once a Year, and bringing me ſuch Things, as I find 
molt neceſſary. We eat together, but we ſleep apart; 
having our Thoughts fixed on Things above, we 
deſpiſe the Farth; and, full of Confidence in the 
Mercy of God, impatiently wait for the Time, when 
he will call us to eternal Life. 

THE HermitREtxaLrT, having here concluded his 
remarkable Story, the Company admired the Conduct 
of Providence towards him ; not that they thought ic 
ſtrange, Heaven ſhould puniſh the Innocent, and let 
the Guilty eſcape; Lins0M1KE was not the Object of 
their Wonder; they well knew, that the Delay of Cha-

crouching with his hind Legs, and ſetting his Crupper 
againſt the Ground, he remained there, as if he had 
been nailed to it, ſweating from Head to Foot; and, 
being ſeized with ſuch a Terror, that, from his being 
as fierce as a Lion, it had rendered him a gentle as a 
Lamb: In ſhort, inſtead of being ungovernable,as before, 
he was now grown ſo obedient, and tractable, that 
the King's Grooms could mount him, without any 
Trouble. Being thus broken, he ſoon let them know 
his Speed and Goodneſs ; which did not give more 
Satisfaction to CRATILAS, than it did Joy to the 
fair SU.tpiClaA, to ſee that I fo well confirmed, what 
ſhe had faid to my Advantage. 

THE Froſt laſted three whole Months ; and, dur- 
ing that Time, a Veſſel was built; which the King had 
ordered to be begun, with Intent to ſcour the Sea 
therewith, in the Summer, to clear it from Corſairs, 
and enrich himſelf with their Spoils. While the Se- 
verity of the Froſt laſted, I had let him ſee, in ſeve- 
ral Hunting Matches, that I had not only . 
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but could bear Fatigue; nothing more reſembling the 
Toils of War, than thoſe of the Chace; wherein we 
ſuffer Wearineſs, Hunger, Thirſt, and, ſometimes, 
meet with Death. Mean while, the beautiful Su Li- 
cla loaded me with her Liberalities; and Ca ATI 1 As 
honoured me every Day with ſome new Favour; The 
twelve Fiſhermen, who had guarded the Princeſs, were 
already rich ; and they who, were frozen in by the 
Ice, with me, had no longer any Cauſe to complain 
of their ill Fortune. 

AT laſt, the Veſſel before -· mentioned being fin- 
iſhed, and the King, ordering it to be fitted out, and 
ſtored plentifully, with all Manner of Neceſſaries, gave 
me the Command of it; with a Commiſſion to under- 
take any Enterprize, I thought proper; whereupon, 
after having thanked him, for ſuch a particular Conh- 
dence, I begged of him to permit me, togo in Search 
of my Siſter AURISTELLA ; who was, as I had been 
informed, in the Power of the Prince of Denmark. 
He praiſed me for making her Deliverance my firſt 
Care; and, like a Prince, who ſeems to beſtow many 
Favours in one, by the affable Manner of granting a 
Requeſt, not only gave me Leave to do as I deſired, 
but offered me a conſiderable Sum, to pay her Ranſom ; 
telling me, at the ſame Time, he had not ſufficiently 
acknowledged the Service, I had done for his Siſter 
SULPIC1A, That Princeſs, alſo, being of the fame 
Blood, had derived, from fo pure a Source, the ſame 
Affability, that heightened the Value of her Preſents ; 
and my Companions, and I, were ſo loaded therewith, 
that, when we embarked again, that we were both 
richer, and better pleaſed, than when they brought us 
from our Ship to the Shore, where we paſt ſuch a 
miſerable Night. 

HAVING ſet Sail for Denmark, with a favour- 
able Wind, we were not long before we arrived there; 
but, inſtead of finding my Siſter, I heard that ſome 
Corſairs had carried her off, having jurprized her on 
the Shore, with ſome of her Companions. I cannot 
expreſs how much I was affected at this News; I was

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ready to die with Grief ; and ULn1ic and TIE BAH 
were in the utmoſt Deſpair ; rightly judging, that their 
Spouſes were involved in AvuRIsSTELL A's Misfor- 
tune. We reſolved, therefore, to {ſcour the Scas a-

Ta 
the Courſe of our Purſuit, we took ſeveral Corfairs, 
who could tell me nothing, of what I wanted to 
know. We ſet ſeveral Priſoners at Liberty, to whom 
we reſtored all that belonged to them; and kept to our- 
ſelves what no body owned. In ſhort, we filled our 
Veſſel with ſo much Wealth, that my Companions,

ſign; and it was reſolved: to put it in Execution, 
whilſt we lay at Anchor, near the Iſland, from whence 
we have juſt eſcaped, which, as we were informed, 
was called Jerne. There we heard, that Por.1car ey, 
Sovereign of the Iftand, gave that Day a magnificent 
Feaſt ; and we were all willing to ſee it; but, the 
Wind being againſt us, our Ship could not come up to 
the Port : Thirteen of us, therefore, went into the 
Long-Boat, all in Sailors Habits, and I happened to 
be declared Conqueror, in all the various Exerciſes ; 
which exciting the Curioſity of Six FRO, to now 
who I was, made her take ſo much Pains, to enquire 
after me. 

UPON coming back to our Veſſel, ſeeing my Com- 
panions were firmly reſolved, to reviſit their —— 
and Families, I begged them, at leaſt, to leave me a 
{mall Bark, we had lately taken; in return for the 
many Advantages they had received, from the new 
Way of Life I had propoſed to them. Accordingly, 
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they readily gave it me, as they would alfo the Ship, 
had I deſired it; and proteſted, at parting, they leſt me 
only, becauſe they ſaw me determined to purſue, even 
to Death, a Search, which they found, by Experience, 
was entirely fruitleſs. In ſhort, having taken a Share 
of what we had gained from the Pyrates, I embraced 
them, and got into the Bark; with fix of the Crew, 
who had promiſed to bear me Company, till I could 
procure a better Ship, wherein to proſecute my De- 
lign. ur p 

ACCORDINGLY, we ſteered towards the 
Illand of the Parbarians, and I was caſt away upon 
the Coalt ; but was taken out of the Sea; by ſome 
Ianders, who confined me in a deep Dungeon, 
where they ſeemed, in a Manner, to bury the Living. 
"They drew me out the next Day, to be ſacrificed, and 
crofling upon a Float, the Streights that divide this 
Priſon from the Habitations of the Natives, a Storm 
aroſe, which broke the Float in Pieces.
